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HOW I GOT STARTED IN ORCHIDS 


MASTER FRANK BRUMEN 


It was during my school holidays that my 
mother and I decided to buy a few pot plants 
to decorate the flat we were living in. After 
talking on this subject for about two hours 
orchids suddenly wormed their way into the 
conversation. We had never seen an orchid 
plant before and always had an impression 
of them growing in jungles, and never in a 
city like Mt. Isa. Anyway, after this brilliant 
inspiration, and with five dollars in my pocket, 
I set off on my pushbike to locate and buy 
an orchid. 


So after visiting our local florist shop and 
being turned away, but not discouraged, with 
“Orchids don’t grow in Mt. Isa, or flower 
for you here in this hot weather”, I set off 
to pedal to our local nursery half way across 
the town. Here I was enlightened to know 
that there was an expert on the cultivation 
of orchids only a few blocks away from 
where we lived. 


I arrived at John Power’s home about two 
o’clock, but, as I was soon to find out, if you 
want to see John he’ll practically never be 
home until after six p.m.; or he’ll be home 
on Sunday for sure all day. Well I set off 
home again and came back 6.30. I waited 
till about 7.45 and he came. As it was dark 
I was sure he would turn me away and tell 
me to come back tomorrow, but not John. 
In five minutes we were at his bushhouse and 
in it stumbling and groping in the dark. John 
obviously knew his way around the dark 
plant-cluttered house and pretty soon he was 
pulling out an orchid plant with flowers and 
he handed it to me. In the dark he picked 
an orchid bloom off another plant and gave 
it to me. After a brief discussion on orchid 
growing I found out that my first orchid was 
a large plant of an orange crucifix orchid. 
I finally left about 8.15 and arrived home to 
tell what a beautiful plant it was with orange 
blooms, and I had gotten it FOR FREE. 
Then I remembered that I still had an orchid 
bloom in my pocket, slightly squashed but 
still in a magnificent form. 


I was determined to get another orchid. 
The next day John was waiting for me. After 
walking through the nursery I spotted a 
cyclamen in flower. This was one of the 
plants my mother had always wanted, so

Tn common with all orchid growers the 
Species grower takes up the challenge “How 
© I grow this orchid and get the optimum 
flowering from it?” 

A grower of hybrids generally has large 
Numbers of plants of the same genus and 
Consequently very similar growing conditions 
for his plants. Most hybrids have been de- 
veloped from a narrow group within a genus 
— the modern Paphiopedilum hybrids for

present and that strong light is not required. 
The thick leaves of Oncidium papilio tell one 
that the plant grows in less helpful conditions 
and that stronger light would not be amiss. 


Apart from this botanical knowledge, 
additional general knowledge of the geo- 
graphical climatic regions of the principal 
orchid areas of the world will be acquired. 

Little historical facts about the plants add 
further interest. For example Oncidium 
triquetrum was first sent to Kew Gardens by 
Bligh in 1793 or that Aerides odoratum was 
discovered and named because of its aerial 
roots by a Catholic missionary in 1790 in 
Vietnam. 

Some of you may say “Why then go to 
all this trouble to treat each plant individu- 
ally? It is easier to grow hybrids”. 

A cynic may answer that it is human 
perverseness. A more kindly comment might 
be that human beings are individuals who 
often like “doing their own thing”. 

The species grower may reply that the 
rewards are orchid flowers all the year round 
and that his flower show is not confined to 
the “orchid season”. 

By suitable attention to the purchase of 
various genus and species it is possible to 
have flowers to display the year round in 
your orchid house. 

The multiplicity of flower structures and 
plant forms are certainly another attractive 
feature of species for their growers. 

The large flowers of the cattleya or the 
phalaenopsis would attract any lover of 
flowers. The species grower will often just 
as proudly show you “a little gem” like a 
bulbophyllum or some little-known African 
orchid, Equally likely he would display the 
massed beauty of the individually small 
rhynchostylis flower or the intricate beauty 
of some leaves of the jewel orchids or of some 
of the paphiopedilums. On the other hand 
our species grower may try to fascinate you 
with the unusual way in which the stanhopea 
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displays its flowers from the bottom of a 
basket or the wire-like flower stem of the 
aeranthes. 

Thus, you can see that the species grower 
in common with all growers, seeks beauty, 
in flowers, in all its many facets. 

The friendship generated amongst orchid 
growers is well known. All of us know that 
orchid growing is a most democratic hobby. 
People from all walks of life here in Aus- 
tralia meet together at conferences, shows 
and society meetings where social class, 
politics, religion are forgotten when orchid 
growing is discussed. 

The field of friendship is sometimes 
widened to international fields when one 
grows species. The pursuit of that hard to 
obtain species or some further information 
on growing conditions leads one to write to 
growers in many different countries. 

It is often difficult to obtain species from 
their country of origin either because of 
export bans or the destruction of the original 
environment. For example, the purchase of 
orchids of Madagascar is more easily done in 
France. ; 

It is pleasant to receive the foreign letters 
with their often colourful stamps in the mail 
and to read of another’s enthusiasm for the 
plants in which you are interested. My foreign 
correspondents invariably show a great deal 
of interest in our country and I hope my 
replies help in some small way their further 
understanding of Australia. 

To obtain plants from overseas certainly 
taxes the patience of the species grower. He 
must first find the elusive species he is seek- 
ing and then purchase it if he can afford it. 
Then begins the difficult process of getting 
the plant to his orchid house. Firstly, the 
very necessary Australian Quarantine regu- 
lations have to be complied with, which 
means the plants have to be fumigated on 
arrival and then quarantined for at least 
three months. This step is often one of the 
easiest. Transport safely to Australia often 
causes much frustration. Orchid plants have 
even been placed in a cold room by one 
airline. Growing the plant in quarantine and 
the acclimatisation to its new environment, 
can often be a heartbreaking period for the 
plant’s owner. So that when a plant from 
overseas finally grows and flowers, you can- 
not blame its grower for his very strong 
enthusiasm. 


The wholesale destruction of species 
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orchids by collectors is sorrowfully only too 
true and ardent conservationists would say, 
“Stop all collection”. This unfortunately is 
not the complete answer. The destruction of 
large areas of orchids is laid at the door of 
the species grower, which is certainly true. 
However, the expansion of towns and the 
wasteful methods of agriculture are major 
factors in the destruction of species orc ae 
The propagation of species by flasking is) 
now becoming increasingly more frequent as_ 
the interest in species becomes more wide- | 
spread. The prohibitions on the export olf 
orchids by some conservation-minded coun- | 
tries and the near extinction of some species | 
with the consequent rise in purchase price, 
have forced the species grower to be more 
concerned with the propagation of plants 
instead of their collection in their native 
habitats. 
Unfortunately, propagation by seed or) 
vegetative propagation of certain species sO_ 
far is not very successful. This often stems) 
from the inability of the grower to recreate | 
the complex conditions required by some | 
species. If we cannot solve the problem of | 
growing and propagation of these plants the 
species, like some American cypripediums, | 
will become extinct because of the advance | 
of civilisation.

In 1830, Lindley accepted 
six species as belonging to Cirrhopetalum. 

Seidenfaden accounts for 214 names in that 

genus and considers 20-30 taxa presently 

called Bulbophyllum can rightly be associated 
with Cirrhopetalum. 

Seidenfaden follows Holttum (1957) in 
accepting as the characters which distinguish 
Cirrhopetalum from Bulbophyllum — the 
following: 

1. Inflorescence of a whorl or circlet of 
flowers, all joined to the axis close to- 
gether; the whole often fan shaped. 

2. Upper sepal and petals with edges fringed 
with relatively long (usually purple) hairs. 

3. Lateral sepals much longer than the upper 
sepal, twisted near the base so that their 
upper edges meet, from which point they 
are joined, their lower edges sometimes 
joined also (thus forming a tube). 

The problem is that not all plants ascribed 
by botanists to Cirrhopetalum possess all 
three characteristics and only a little search 
is required to find plants ascribed to Bulbo- 
phyllum which possess some of these 
characteristics but no one has thought of 
placing these species in Cirrhopetalum. 
Seidenfaden discusses at length the characters 
used by Holttum and others and concludes 
that there being no clear-cut division at 
generic level to separate Cirrhopetalum Lindl. 
from Bulbophyllum Thouars the former 
should be treated as a section. The names of 
species of particular interest to Australian 
readers are as follows:

While Australian orchids are cultivated 
frequently in collections, they still get far 
less attention than they merit. 


The dendrobiums are highly regarded 
€verywhere in the world and although they 
lack the colour attributes of the Asian section 
they are unique in many ways.

The paucity of work with D. speciosum is 
regrettable, but one early hybrid. adds a quali- 
fication to theories put forward in later para- 
graphs. It is D. Specio-Kingianum, which 
originated in England in 1892. It was much 
later repeated in Australia, showing medium- 
type pseudo-bulbs and pink flowers with ~ 
definite D. speciosum characteristics. This 
orchid follows D. speciosum in all but colour 
and the line should be followed up to possibly 
add to our knowledge of Australian, dendro- 
bium origins and development. 


I regard D. speciosum and Dendrobium 
kingianum as key species in our catalogue. 
But where did they originate? What precisely 
is a “species’? The validity of the last 
question is obvious in the instance of Kingi- 
anum, with its extremes in morphology as 
well as colour. 


In the answers to the first question an 
amount of confusion emerges, as well as 
surprising estimates regarding the age of 
Australian dendrobiums generally. The 
answer to the second question is beyond me. 


If it is possible to generalise about D. 
speciosum at all, it should be stated at the 
outset that there are at least three apparently 
distinct morphological types. Around these 
three types a series of new ideas may be 
formed. 


In the paper which I contributed to the 
Second Australian Orchid Conference in 
Melbourne I projected a starting point or 
cradle for most of what I choose to call the 





purely Australian dendrobiums in the general 
area of the borders of Queensland, New South 
Wales and South Australia and westward 
from there. The area probably extended well 
into southern Queensland also. Much of this 
part of Australia is totally or partly desert 
and arid. 

In order to develop this theory it is 
necessary to go back a long way in Aus- 
tralian geological history. Rather than begin 
with the plants, it may be better to under- 
stand how Australia was formed and follow 
that up by trying to fit some of the dendro- 
biums into that process, with emphasis on 
D. speciosum. 

The geological history of eastern and 
central Australia has been written and re- 
written, but we are still far from common 
Opinion. New theories and _ information 
emerge all the time. Some parts of Australia 
are ancient indeed. They are among the 
oldest parts of the world as understood in 
a geological context and their surfaces today 
are more or less as they were up to 50 million 
and more years ago, although eroded. 

But most of the surface we are concerned 
with is much more recent, dating from two 
million years ago down to the present epoch. 

Australia reached its present landmass, 
surface and sub-surface, in a series of stages, 
but much of it has remained virtually un- 
changed over the last four million years. 

The plant life we are concerned with has 
been subjected to great changes in the last 
10,000 years by the dehydration of Central 
Australia. This is largely written down to the 
chilling of the southern parts of the continent, 
notably Tasmania, in a glacial period. But 
there were also some radical temperature 
changes, world-wide, at this time, which add 
another factor. Finally, the volcanic activity 
of the eastern coastal belt pressure areas and 
its cessation come into the picture. 

Although concerned only with the geo- 
logical events of the last 10,000-odd years, 
we should go back to the formation of the 
continent to get a complete picture. 

At one stage in its development our land 
was cut into several parts. It may be more 
accurate to say that it was sectioned by inter- 
vening seas and lakes, some fresh, some salt. 
There was almost as much inundated as above 
water. Central Australia was also mountain- 
ous in parts. 

At another stage much of what is coastal 
land and mountains in eastern Australia was 
under water, a range of mountains connected 
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what is now Tasmania to Victoria and further 
land masses to the north were also connected 
to what is now Northern Australia. This last 
land bridge was probably the source of the 
dendrobiums I refer to as non-Australian 
species. The disappearance of these land 
bridges was a comparatively 
modification.

occasionally found in northern New South 
Wales and southern Queensland. 

The movement of the plants from this pro- 
jected area of origin would be effected by 
wind-blown seed, step by step, as the areas 
suited to germination were formed. This could 
have happened as a westward movement if 
the climatic transition had occurred to suit 
the germination of such seed scatter, but so 
far as we know from the geological state of 
the western part of the continent at present 
there is no indication that it did occur except 
perhaps in the north and north-west. 

The hypothesis presupposes a weather 
pattern of west to east air movement at the 
time the seed pods ripened and burst and it 
is a good supposition when based on the 
weather patterns of this century. 

Perhaps it may be. better to revert to the 
age of the country before trying to determine 
the possible age of D. speciosum. The surest 
way we know of assessing plant development 
is to examine rocks or sedimentary deposits 
and such fossils as may be found in them. 

Opinions in this are frequently diverse and 
subject to amendment from time to time. It 
is not always easy to establish a sequence. 
As we are concerned only with orchid fossils 
we are faced with a blank wall because no 
one has been interested enough to search 
specifically for them. ; 

Fossil leaves from Banksias, Melaleucas, 
Callistemons and Acacias have been found in 
Oligocene period rocks dating as far back as 
30 to 40 million years and*it is frequently 
suggested that the rainforests of today are 
typical of that period and all the intervening 
periods since then. It would be consistent 
with rainforest recycling that few — if 
any — fossil remains of orchids would 
survive, or of other flora either. Thus, it would 
truly be a needle-and-haystack affair to search 
for them. Fossils are usually trapped in 
natural cataclysmic processes. 

The knowledge of the plant life of Aus- 
tralia for so short a period as 10,000 years 
past is very meagre and to be even more 
precise speculation also takes place about 
such recent periods as the past 1,000 years. 

Although 10,000 years may seem a long 
time to regress, let us keep things in perspect- 
ive. It is only yesterday as far as Australia 
is concerned. The last volcano ceased to erupt 
only about 1,500 years ago and the reduction 
to soil of its last lava and ash flow is well 
advanced,

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ORCHID HIGHLIGHTS OF A TRIP TO 
NEW ZEALAND 


RONALD KERR 


Pinnacles in a New Zealand tour — even 
though of only 23 days — are many and 
varied. While not there specifically for orchid 
hunting or visiting, my wife and I naturally 
kept our eyes open for orchids. 

Because our trip was over Christmas and 
New Year we did not expect to see many 
orchids, and a visit to the Wellington Botanic 
Gardens on our first day seemed to confirm 
this expectation. The rose garden was over 
its flush but still a delight, and the display 
glasshouse resplendent with tuberous begonias, 
gloxinias and palms, but few orchids. There 
were some cattleya clumps and a Dendrobium 
speciosum, but only a well grown Sobralia 
macrantha was in flower. This is a spectacular 
species with a bamboo-like habit of growth 
and rich rose-purple flowers similar in style 
to a cattleya. We enjoyed the Wellington 
Gardens but orchids were obviously not a 
specialty. 

So when, after driving 350 adventurous 
kilometres north-west, we came to New Ply- 
mouth I mentally budgeted one hour for the 
Pukekura Park Gardens. We arrived there 
early Sunday morning and noted that the 
glasshouses would not be open until 2 p.m. 
Ah well, maybe there wasn’t much to miss. 

However, Keith Yates of Adelaide had 
suggested I call on the Curator, George 
Fuller. I found him happily hoeing his 
enormous cabbages. I gave the magic pass- 
word ‘“‘Orchids” and we were friends at once. 
George showed me his lush vegetable garden 
and fruit trees, some of which I had never 
heard of, all literally gorging themselves upon 
the rich volcanic soil. 

Pukekura Park occupies a long strip of 
rainforest valley. It is centred by a string of 
ponds bulging with waterfowl. As we walked 
to the glasshouses George told me he had 
worked for Sanders in England for some 
years. He had returned to New Zealand about 
the time Pukekura Gardens had been be- 
queathed some large orchid collections and 
was without a curator. 

We came to a surprising fern house. Only 
the front and roof were of glass, the walls 
and back being formed by earth. It was, in 
fact, an excavation into the hillside. The cool 
earth and diffused overhead light created a 


heaven for ferns and most of the 160 species 
of ferns to be found in New Zealand must 
have been in the collection. 

A tunnel through the volcanic ash led to 
another fern house. Because the ash does not 
shrink like clay no support is necessary for 
the tunnel roof. Self-sown ferns flourished 
on those parts of the tunnel walls reached by 
the light, in graphic demonstration of the 
importance of light as a growth element fot 
plants. This house had the same cool feel of 
earth and the same soothing sight of subtle 
greens as the other, then we dived into 4 
further tunnel and up some steps to emerge 
into a turmoil of light and colour. 


We were in a display glasshouse about 
twelve metres square, a water lily pond in 
one corner, and with massed foliage and 
flowers from floor to eaves on all sides. All 
were at peaks of excellence: ferns, fuchsias, 
anthuriums, crotons, bromiliards, tuberous 
begonias, gloxinas and naturally — orchids. 
For Christmas time the orchids made 4 
proud show in variety and colour: phalae- 
nopsis, odontoglossums, paphiopedilums, mil- 
tonias, oncidiums, in truly grand array. 

George Fuller explained that two clevel 
ladies maintained the displays with plants 
from the propagating section. We were show? 
these non-public sections later. Four houses; 
about 20 metres by five metres accommo- 
dated the orchids, giving a full range of cool; 
intermediate and hot growing conditions. 

The collection is mainly a species one and 
there are some huge clumps of species cym- 
bidiums growing in open sections of thé 
Gardens. However, there are sufficient showy 
hybrids to maintain virtually a year-roun 
display. 

One fern house had plants of Dendrobium 
cunninghamii, named after the explorer an 
botanist, Allan Cunningham, whose grave ! 
to be found in Sydney Botanic Gardens, 0° 
which he was curator at the time of his deat 
in 1839. I paused to photograph a clone wit! 
a few flowers, thinking it might be the onl} 
opportunity to see the species in New Zealand 
How wrong I was.

a magnificent collection of kauri gum in the 
raw state, carved into objets d’art, and set as 


jewellery. 
Past Dargaville a loop road passes the 
Trounson Kauri Park — a huge grove de- 


liberately surrounded by protective grasslands. 
The park has a pleasant picnic and camping 
area. 

We saw many clumps of D. cunninghamii 
growing high on tree trunks and on fallen 
branches, many of them in flower. 

The ubiquity of the genus became very 
apparent the more we saw of New Zea- 
land. It was prolific right through the 
Waipoua Kauri Forest — a large and care- 
fully controlled commercial logging area. We 
found it in profusion along the west coast of 
the South Island; and in the vast areas of 
virginal bush it was certainly the dominant 
epiphyte. It is reported as common on Stewart 
Island in the far south, which makes it the 
most southerly growing dendrobium in the 
world. 

South of the Bay of Islands a beautiful 
forestry road follows: hills parallel to the 
coast, then turns westward at Helena Bay to 
join the main road at Whakapara. This area 
too was rich in ferns, kauri and D. cunning- 
hamii. 

In these northern forests we saw specimens 
we took to be Earina genus of which there 
are two species in New Zealand. They were 
not in flower and it was impossible to estab- 
lish whether a plant could be E. autumnalis 
or E. mucronata. 

The one Dendrobium, two Earina, two 
and a Drymoanthus 
would seem to be the total of epiphytic orchids 
indigenous to New Zealand. Earina is not 
found in Australia, but one New Zealand 
species is found in New Guinea. What a 
fascinating story it would make if one could 
unravel the clues linking the widely separated 
locations of this species. 

In Auckland I saw well-grown specimen 
plants of D. cunninghamii and Earina happily 
established on a fruit tree in a backyard 
garden. 

Our most interesting find, and as usual, 
Joan saw them first, was a number of Dry- 
moanthus adversus plants, This plant was 
previously known as Sarcochilus adversus. On 
the edge of the pretty city of Whangarei, mid- 
way between the Bay of Islands and Auck- 
land, is the A. H. Reed Kauri Memorial 
Park. It is a virgin gully presented to the 
nation by the famous publisher as a memorial

to his family who were pioneers in the area. 
A bush path took us along a stream and past 
sky-touching kauris to a pleasant waterfall. 
Above the fall a half bare shrub bent over 
the water as if for the express purpose of 
playing host to its load of little orchids. Some 
of the plants had flowered well but only dead 
stems remained. They looked like smaller 
versions of Sarcochilus olivaceus, except that 
the reddish tinge to the leaves betrayed a 
high anthocyanin pigment content. 

We were constantly watching roadside 
banks for signs of Pterostylis, which, with 22 
species is New Zealand’s largest genus, but 
were rewarded only with dried off plants and 
dead flowers. 

The most common, on the west coast of 
the South Island anyway, seemed to be one 
with the folk name of Kaka-Beak which had 
foliage similar to P. decurva, but with rather 
more linear leaves. The latter does not occur 
in New Zealand and I could find no one who 
knew the correct name for Kaka-Beak. 


I tried to find a book on New Zealand 
orchids but the only one available was a little 
pocket size, 24 pages and cover, trifle called 
A Bunch of Wild Orchids, written and prettily 
illustrated by Sheila Natusch. It is a nice 
introduction to orchids for children but keeps 
to common and genera names only. How 
much more valuable it would be with accurate 
nomenclature! 


At Fox Glacier Joan and I attended an 
excellent slide show at the Westland National 
Park Visitor Centre. The Ranger was young 
and very enthusiastic about his job, describing 
the local geology and ecology in most in- 
teresting fashion. When he came to local 
flora I waited tersely for mention of orchids. 
He launched into a eulogy on Slipper Orchids. 
Slipper Orchids in New Zealand? Then the 
picture flashed on the screen to portray D. 
cunninghamii. 

Sure enough it is widely known as Slipper 
Orchid in New Zealand. So much for common 
names! 

There are several very ‘active orchid 
societies in New Zealand, and some fine 
nurseries. Most societies were in recess over 
Christmas, and in any case our schedule was 
too tight for more than a few calls on private 
growers. 

In future issues it is planned to have some 
New Zealand growers tell something of the 
joys and problems of hobbyist orchid folk in 
their country. 
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My wife and I can vouch that it’s a 
wonderful place to visit. In 23 days we drove 
4 500 kilometres, travelled about 600 by air, 
did numerous day and half-day bus and 
launch trips, and circled both islands. We 
saw only a fraction of the country. Like Mac- 
Arthur, we shall return.

The development of the albino cymbidium 
should follow a different path from that of 
Other diploids. The superior, normal coloured 
Cymbidium in today’s world, will be chemi- 
cally converted to tetraploid status and then 
terbred with the other tetraploids or di- 
Ploids to provide the quickest method of 
Closing existing gaps. To convert the albinos

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It is essential for those developing the 
albinos to collect the finest normally coloured 
diploids for their properties can be trans- 
ferred across. This immediately invokes the 
question as to where they are to be obtained 
and what the standard might be. 

One only has to look at the list of registered 
hybrids to see the staggering list of diploid 
crosses that have been made. It is certain 
that there are countless hybridisers all over 
the world each developing the diploids accord- 
ing to their own thoughts. No one could 
possibly evaluate all this work effectively and 
it is up to those involved to speak for them- 
selves. It is possible however, to determine 
likely areas where the most suitable clones 
for a purpose might be found. Commercial 
pressure in different parts of the world are 
different and a workout on these is helpful 
in a search for requisite developed diploid 
characteristics. The reason for this is that 
any hybridiser who covers too much ground 
spreads the number of seedling populations 
he can grow for a certain purpose too thinly, 
so each will tend to specialise. The best de- 
velopment will tend to occur when a number 


are concentrating on the one goal provided. 


of course, they have access to the best genetic 
material available. The standard of the diploid 
available can be related to the fact that there 
appears to be an inverse correlation with the 
standard of the tetraploids. The superior 
flush white diploids are hard to find while 
colour intense diploids not quite so difficult. 
There are some fine white early flowering 
diploids possibly because the white early 
tetraploid Early Bird ‘Pacific’ was not identi- 
fied as such until 1950 and its first crosses 
to produce triploid and tetraploid progeny 
contained heavy spoilage. 

There has been good development in in- 
tense coloured early diploids — once again 
most probably through the lack of tetraploid 
ability to do the job and most significantly, 
really outstanding development: of. the green 
diploid. Some clones here rank equally with 
the best in tetraploid development. The fact 
that even today no really fine spontaneous 
tetraploid has appeared at any point in the 
season no doubt had much to do with this. 
Given time green tetraploids could have been 
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developed from existing material but it is 
much quicker to create them with chemical 
conversion. 


It is nice to have rules to be able to work 
out where the most likely clones will be found 
but it is the same as with other things. One 
can generalise to save time but only a know- 
ledge of individual hybridiser’s work will give 
the final answer, for it is never quite certain 
where the significant clone will appear and 
be recognised as such. 


Diploid clones which played a significant 
part in cymbidium development today might 
not warrant a second glance. Frequently, the 
property they possessed was not visible in the 
actual parent. It could only be inferred by a 
continual recurrence over a broad spectrum 
of its crosses. Typical of such clones were 
C. Remus F.C.C. (beautifully rounded seg- 
ments in its progeny), Pearl ‘Magnificum’ 
(broad, well-shaped segments in a percentage 
of its progeny), Grand Monarch ‘Exquisite’ 
(huge size), Doris Aurea ‘F. J. Noonan’ (sub- 
stance, size, broad segments but poor colour). 
I am not advocating the use of these clones as 
parents today for development has passed a 
long way since then but they represent typical 
starting points for tracing certain character- 
istics through. There is little point in return- 
ing to the species for particular characteristics 
unless a particular species property has been 
overlooked, for some properties were not 
apparent in the species, and a highly de- 
veloped hybrid exhibiting a desired property 
must always be a far better starting point. 


The lateness of the intensive work on the 
albino development gives it all the advantages 
to enable it to progress at an accelerated 
rate. Fortunately it has been automatically 
developing with the diploids but mostly in a 
hidden form. With the fine diploids which exist 
even without the albino factor it is possible to 
make a cross with an albino then backcross 
the progeny to gain albinos in the resultant 
populations. These clones do not have to 
equal the tetraploids for the chemical con- 
version to the tetraploid state will further 
improve them and make up the difference 
providing there is adequate awareness of just 
what the standard should be. There was a 
vast difference in the diploid standard be- 
tween today and fifteen years ago. It is not 
all that difficult to obtain high standard 
diploids today. When the development for 
the albinos started with me a wait of years 
occurred before suitable parents appeared.

The actual strand preparation is outlined 
hereunder as an example of a long range plan. | 
The albino development I am working on | 
began with two albino clones flowering for me 
from a batch of English seedlings. These were 
Durham Castle ‘Snow Pincess’ and Durham | 
Castle ‘Brilliance’. The clones were very good — 
for their time but did not possess enough | 
characteristics to justify intercrossing them. | 
A considerable wait occurred before any 
hybridising could begin because there just 
weren’t suitable diploids around. Fortunately, | 
Sussex Dawn ‘Dorothy May’ appeared and_ 
proved to be a perfect complement to Durham © 
Cas'le ‘Brilliance’. I made a mistake however, 
in thinking Durham Castle ‘Snow Princess’ 
was not really large enough to cross with 
Sussex Dawn ‘Dorothy May’. As the clone 
improved it also reached a spread of 5 in. 
The two Durham Castles had between them 
an excellent coverage in flowering times with 
‘Snow Princess’ exhibiting a late May through 
June flowering time and ‘Brilliance’ a late’ 
August flowering time. Subsequent popula- 
tions have yielded a full spread from very 
early to very Jate. 


There was no single clone to cross with 
Durham Castle ‘Snow Princess’ as a full com: 
plement which would also preserve the early 
flowering qualities. As a result three crosses’ 
had to be made for blending together in 
successive generations. One was with Ramput 
‘Janice’ to impart wide petals and cardboard 
substance. Another was made with Janine 
‘Imperial’ to ensure large blooms upright 
raceme habit and perhaps very early flower- 
ing time, for Janine ‘Imperial’ had a back- 
ground going back to C. erythrostylum. The 
third was made with Wondah ‘Starfire’ to. 
introduce the Remus bloodline into the strain. 
These gave the C. Sleeping Princess, C. Sleep-_ 
ing Sonnet and C. Sleeping Glow crosses. 
respectively. | 


It must be remembered that at this time 
I wasn’t aware of the nature of the albind 
inheritance pattern. The plan was to find this 
out and ensure progress in the developmen! 
of the diploids at the same time. . 


The group of crosses made with the albinos 
was not sufficient. There were virtually nO 
white diploids of consequence in existence: 
The white tetraploid development was prob~ 
ably the main reason. I felt that if ultimat? 
colour purity in normal coloured diploids 
was to occur with full form developmen! 
also, the present path of development used. 
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by hhybridisers was not correct. Always the 
desire to get there in one cross was the 
Stumbling block. As a result the tendency to 
concentrate colours to gain colour intensity 
would fail once extra properties were required 
Which were outside the particular colour 
Tange, for another coloured clone would have 
to be introduced and then the problem of 
Sorting out colours would have to begin all 
Over again. It seemed better to develop the 
White diploids as a parallel strand, to perfec- 
tion, cross the colours against them and later 
Teconcentrate them. As a result crosses were 
Made to develop the whites. 


It was also felt that size, shape and sub- 
Stance in normal colours should be developed 
In the most promising direction for the 
quickest result, as a parallel also to. the 
albinos, for the invariable use of an albino 
aS one parent stopped the best incorporation 
of desired characteristics that might otherwise 
have been possible to make.

ment at a later stage. It is now just a matter 
of time. 

Some of the progeny gained to date have 
been so good that it seems that the top 
clones will rank with the tetraploids without 
need for tetraploid conversion. The beauty 
of today’s know-how is that the group just 
behind the tops can be converted to make 
the results far more useable for the greatest 
failing of the diploid is the continual throw- 
back to lighter substance — a property which 
conversion sets right. 


I am frequently asked why I do not chemi- 
cally convert or mericlone my existing parents. 
They are fine parents but to do this to them 
is to stand still. Again, to use today’s tech- 
niques to create tetraploid parents for the 
purpose of generating triploid populations will 
also end the line. Far better to wait until 
there is a worthwhile range before doing this. 
The lifeblood of this development is change. 
The parents are good enough to give highly 
useable populations through their seedlings 
and these seedlings are each potential breed- 
ing clones. 


With the full range tetraploids rushing to 
completion I would summarise the position 
at present as being one whereby the normal 
coloured tetraploid development is the meat 
in today’s sandwich and the albino is the 
embellishment for tomorrow.

INTERESTING HYBRID REGISTRATION 


Dendrobium Farmeri-thyrsiflorum has been re- 
gistered by Mr. W. G. Cannons of Port Macquarie. 
The R.H.S. Registrar says, “This is the first appli- 
cation to register an artificial raising, as a grex, of 
the natural hybrid Dendrobium x farmeri-thyrsi- 
florum in accordance with the provisions of the 
Handbook on Orchid Nomenclature and Registra- 
tion (1969) Part 1, para. 6(a), page 5”. 

This paragraph states that “If the first cultivar 
of the grex blooms after a botanist has described 
and published a Latin collective name for a natural 
hybrid between the same two species, then the 
epithet to be used for the grex is the same as the 
collective epithet published for the natural hybrid. 
In writing or printing the name of a particular 
cultivar, or group of cultivars, of such hybrid, 
typography and initial capitalisation of the collective 
or grex epithet should follow the rule appropriate 
to the natural or artificial origin of cultivar(s) 
concerned”. 

This means that the botanically named natural 
hybrid will be written as D. farmeri-thyrsiflorum or 
Dendrobium x farmeri-thrysiflorum and the cultivar 
as D. Farmeri-thyrsiflorum. Where italics are not 
ROLLE, as on a typewriter, underlining will be 
used. 
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BOOK REVIEW 


AUSTRALIAN ORCHID REVIEW, MARCH, 19/0 


“THE ORCHIDS: SCIENTIFIC STUDIES” 


A new work edited by Professor Carl L. Withner 


This book is a continuation of Professor 
Withner’s well-known work The Orchids: 
A Scientific Survey. It follows the pattern of 
the earlier work, namely an examination of 
the scientific aspects of orchidology by 
collating all the current research into a 
coherent pattern. 

That it is coherent is due to creative 
editing. Dr. Withner has done more than 
merely recapitulate scientific thought on 
orchids: he has stimulated the leading experts 
in each field to summarise their findings and 
has placed them in selective sequence. His 
own writings are major contributions. 

The fundamental nature of this material 
ensures that the work will be a reference 
manual for anyone with a deep interest in 
orchids. That means everyone from the 
mature grower to the biologist, and of course, 
its material will provide wonderment and 
background data for the newcomer hobbyist 
who just wants to grow a few nice flowers. 


Thus it is a book for the society library, 
although the serious orchidist will need to 
buy it as an essential reference item. 


Ecology is a magic word today and Pro- 
fessor W. Sanford devotes a hundred pages 
to all its fascinating orchid implications. 
Professor W. Stoutamire explains his years- 
long study of terrestrials, including many 
Australian ones, in detail. Orchid physiology 
is covered by Professor Withner himself, and 
it is here that remarkable research has 
broadened knowledge on orchid growth with 
consequent I2ssons for their culture. 

The French botanist Yvonne Veyret ex- 
plains the embryo and seedling stages of 
orchid growth, and here the underlying 
theory is important to the practical hybridist. 

Just what is an orchid? A symposium con- 
tributed to by Withner, Nelson and Wejks- 
nora explains The Anatomy of Orchids, and 
this is of course is at the foundation of all 
classification. 

In recent years research on alkaloid con- 
tent in orchids has proceeded at Sydney 
University (see “A.O.R.” Vol. 32. 1967, 
p. 39, and “A.O.R.” Vol. 37, 1972, p. 82) 
and at Stockholm’s Universitat, Sweden. Pro- 
fessor Bjorn of the latter institution explains 
the implications of this research which could 
have applications in medicine and taxonomy. 


Cytology is another field where Australian 
research has contributed to wider under- 
standing (see “A.O.R.” four issues 1967, 
and March issue, 1968) and in his chapter 
Dr. K. Jones of Kew acknowledges the work 


of Mr. Keith Maxwell of Hawkesbury Agri- — 


cultural College in the latter’s detailed study 
of Dendrobium kingianum. 

Polyploidy and its implications in breeding 
is an essential chapter for the serious hybrid-

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More Light On Phalaenopsis

“Seven months of the year with no shade! 
Ridiculous. I tried that and my plants were 
all burnt badly. You should hardly be able 
to see the shadow cast by your hand over 
a plant on a sunny day. (I have read) That 
ls how they grow in the jungle.” 

There conditions were accordingly simu- 
lated in the phalaenopsis section of my early 
glasshouse — such was my respect for the 
advice. Seedlings grew from flask to flowering 
Size in about twelve months — but no 
flowers. The foliage was lush and deep green 
and the leaves were long and pendulous, 
Certainly with the majority of the mass below 
the axil of the plant. Still poor flowerings 
and weak flowers with little subitance. 


It was soon obvious that despite N.P.K.

Something was missing — LIGHT. 

“Good light promotes good flowering; as 
4 rule of thumb, give the plant all the light 
It can take without burning” (extract from 
Shaffer’s Phalaenopsis Culture notes). 


Armed with this ideal during April, because 
of lessening light intensity the (dirty) plastic 
ing was removed. Progressively, but with 
gteat regard for leaf colour, all light inter- 
rence was removed. The only obstructions 
Temaining were the hail protectors, laps in 
the glass and other structural elements. 


Phalaenopsis grow very quickly and great 
Changes were soon evident. The leaf length 
Teduced, the width increased and the thickness 
Of a mature leaf increased noticeably. Leaves 
Ceased to be pendulous (with the exception 
Of some species and primary hybrids) and 
Senerally became inclined at an average of 

degrees to the horizontal. Colour was 
Reece lighter and the leaves were very 

Tr 


New roots initiating at the plant were much 
; Icker than the old and had an increased 
€ndency to enter the pot rather than to 
Wander. 

Flowers became larger of better shape subi- 
pence and texture. The spikes usually did not 
quire staking and carried more flowers. 


é The following spring (late October), leaf 
hee — nature’s light meter — began to 
ie ten excessively so summer shade was 
troduced. In that house we used 50 per 


cent Nylex laid on the hail guard. No further 
shade was introduced all through summer. 


Emphasis should be placed here on leaf 
colour, rather than percentage of shade and 
months of the year. For example, a Tas- 
manian glasshouse should have a considerably 
longer unshaded period in comparison to a 
counterpart in Cairns — due to the angle 
of the sun and resultant light intensity. 


Many seasons have passed with no change 
made to the light principle. General plant 
strength and resistance is remarkable. Since 
the nursery has been located at Terry Hills 
we have never had cause to use a fungicide. 
After exhibiting a plant of P. Belinda and P. 
Wilma Hughes at a N.S.O.S. monthly meeting 
the same plant was taken to the 1974 Royal 
Easter Show and was left in the very cold 
Agricultural Pavilion for 10 days without food 
or water. The plant won first prize in its 
section at both places and still retained all its 
flowers in good condition at the end of the 
show. At the time of writing this article the 
same plant has flowered again twice —- no 
setback at all being noticeable! 


The foregoing deals with light for plants 
over 3 in. in leaf span. The next article will 
cover de-flasking procedure and culture to 
3 in. leaf span including light requirements.

Ind this section varied considerably in 
"Ngth from year to year, although it did 
ten the blow of a novice having to graduate 
Ught into the Open Section. 

'en Section 
this was the ultimate destination of all 
ubitors if they won their way through all 
ler sections. Anybody could exhibit in this 
tion if so desired. This became by far the 
Ongest section. 


What was wrong with the above set up? 
Firstly, the Novice Section was made easy to 
graduate from with one win in annual aggre- 
gate of monthly points, or in Autumn, Winter 
or Spring shows, causing a promotion at the 
end of the year to Intermediate Section. This 
made the Novice Section too weak. Secondly, 
the name “Novice Section” carried a certain 
stigma that was undesirable. 


Thirdly, the Intermediate Section, requiring 
five further wins, became quite strong some 
years, when a good exhibitor qualified and 
then generally followed a very weak year 
when this exhibitor graduated to Open Class. 
The name “Intermediate” was clumsy and 
not easily recognised. Fourthly, the Open 
Section became so strong with many big 
exhibitors that a graduate from the Inter- 
mediate Section was often plunged out of his 
class, when thrown up against these big 
collections. 


To try to accommodate all complaints the 
Committee briefly created.a fourth section — 
Commercial Section — in which all com- 
mercial exhibitors were asked to exhibit. This 
idea was doomed very early as it became 
impossible to classify a “Commercial Ex- 
hibitor” and many commercial exhibitors lost 
interest because of being barred from “Open 
Competition”. However, this latter brief ex- 
periment did give rise to what we think is 
the greatest boost to exhibitors that this Club 
has formulated. Originating from a suggestion 
by a member, the Committee last year 
formed a completely new concept of classi- 
fication for exhibitors at Monthly Meetings 
and Shows and this has been so successful 
that we think other Societies may find it 
worth adopting. THREE EXHIBITORS’ 
DIVISIONS WERE FORMED. 


Second Division 

A division of restricted membership.

MR. HAROLD CRUTCH 

Harold was a very early member of the Orchid 
Society of N.S.W., and a long-time committeeman. 
He was-also one of the earliest judges. He was 
also President of the St. George Society, and 
first Chairman of the N.S.W. Co-operative Orchid 
Society which he and others formed to cater for 
export growers. He was well liked by all who 
knew him. 


MR. JOHN YOUNG 

Mr. Young’s death was untimely and a sad blow 
to the cause of orchid conservation. From his 
Queensland home he corresponded all over the 
world in order to exchange species seed. He 
preached that growers should learn to grow 
species in order to preserve them. He believed 
that this would also lead to the development of 
better species types due to the use of top type 
parents. Mr. Young was born and bred in the 
Queensland town of Tully where he commenced 
growing orchids at the age of fourteen. 


MR. N. S. F. MacDONALD 
A foundation member and early committee 
member of the Orchid Society of N.S.W. Many 
of the early Society meetings were held in the 
waiting room of his dental surgery at Summer 
Hill. His orchid collection during this early 
period was one of the largest in N.S.W. and 
included over 1,000 cattleyas. His imports of 
early Westonbirt cymbidiums helped upgrade 
quality and thus helped the early export market. 


MRS. EUNICE KIRKWOOD 

The late Mrs. Kirkwood started growing orchids 
as a girl and was one of the first in this country 
to tackle asymbiotic seed culture. Her nursery at 
Cairns became famous for improved reed-stem 
epidendrons and hybrids based upon New Guinea 
species. A clone from one of her crosses was 
among the few to gain a Gold Medal at the Sixth 
World Orchid Conference. ; 


MRS. RENE MAHONY 

The late Mrs. Mahony was an orchid grower for 
sixty years, most of this time being at Macksville 
on the north coast of N.S.W. For many years 
she acted as judge for a number of the north 
coast Societies, starting from before official judges 
were organised. Consequently she became very 
well known, and because Macksville is about the 
middle of the east coast it became customary 
for growers going south to call in, and growers 
going north to do likewise. There was always a 
meal or a bed for them, and of course, much 
talk about orchids. 


MR. HEDLEY EDDINGTON 

The late Mr. Eddington was a great worker, 
together with his wife, for the North Shore 
Orchid Society, N.S.W. 

Above all he was a man respected by all, and 
many will remember him for the helpful, friendly 
advice he gave when they first started in orchids. 
A man of charm, and, in its true sense, a gentle 
man.

The exact biochemical role of all these 
nutrients is not known, but some of the roles 
may be summarised: 

NITROGEN. A component ofall proteins, 
the continued production of new cells and 
their growth, needs large amounts of nitrogen. 

PHOSPHORUS. It is particularly abund- 
ant in seeds and young growing tissue. It is 
taken up relatively largely in the early life 
of the plant, so it is mobile within the plant, 
if sufficient is taken up early, it can suffice 
for the life of the plant. This applies to 
annuals, and for perennials, an application at 
the start of growth each year would be recom- 
mended. A good supply of phosphorus also 
appears to stimulate root growth. 

POTASSIUM. Not known to be in any 
compounds of physiological importance. Be- 
cause of its abundance it is thought to be 
related to cell organism, cell permeability and 
state of hydration and if it influences these 
factors, it would be vital to the general health 
of the whole plant.

fertilizers. 

ORGANIC FERTILIZERS. They are 
animal or vegetable origin, and generally 
contain small percentages of the elements 
needed. They are slow acting and vary 
greatly in their nutrient content. They are 
very popular with home gardeners because 
of the better physical properties they bestow 
on the soil, e.g. increased water holding 
capacity, more friability and better aeration. 
Examples of these would be, animal manures, 
blood and bone and garden composts. 

INORGANIC FERTILIZERS. These are 
produced in modern chemical plants, are 
generally high in nutrient content, have to 
conform to guaranteed analyses, and are rela- 
tively quick acting. There are a large number 
of these available and given below is a 
summary of the more common ones used: 


FERTILIZERS

How Rewarding to be a Novice

The official Australian party to the Eighth 
World Orchid Conference numbered 46, but 
others who travelled independently brought 
the number at the Conference to over 60. 


Our party left Sydney to the pleasant good 
wishes of many friends but it was a false 
start for after 90 minutes the plane turned 
back. It was 11 p.m. before we were off 
again. 

A particularly good day was spent on 
the island of Maui. In fact our enjoyment 
of Hawaii was enhanced by the good work 
of Kev McFarlane who had made valuable 
contacts there on two previous trips. 


At San Francisco we called at the Rod 
McClellan Nursery where the new Doritae- 
nopsis proved most interesting. We all fell 
in love with the Japanese Garden in the 
City Park. 


We flew non-stop from Los Angeles 
to Amsterdam — over Ireland and Scot- 
land — and veracity was tested with alleged 
sightings of polar bears, abominable snow- 
men, etc. Then a short hop to Frankfurt 
where we arrived enthusiastic but tired. 


At the Palmengarten the Australian Orchid 
Council President Mr. Jim Mackinney and 
Vice-President Mr. Bill Paddock paid their 
respects to Dr. Gustav Schoser, the Director 
of the Gardens and Chairman of the Working 
Committee. 


A goodly number of orchids arrived from 
Australia and Lou Sasso, assisted by Norm 
Cheyney and a few others, arranged them 
in a spectacular display. Some of the flowers 
had suffered in the long journey, however, 





a Dendrobium Impact belonging to Kev 
McFarlane received a Gold Medal and was 
still standing up well a week later. 


It was good to see Athol Bell (bandaged 
right hand and all) having a cheery word 
for everyone. 


But you will want to hear about the Con- 
ference and the Show. How can we describe 
the magnificent garden studded with trees, 
small lakes and ponds where ducks, swans, 
peacocks, and all manner of birds are at 
home? And the ducks are really colourful 
Mallards and Mandarins. 


The next impression is of the fountains, 
flags, and mostly non-intruding buildings. 
The large buildings house the famous palms 
and other vegetation, which give the Garden 
its name. Amidst all this were masses of 
tulips, hyacinths, and other bulbs. Poking 
up in the lawns were groups of daffodils 
and crocuses. 


However, the orchids were what we had 
come to see and how well we were rewarded. 
The outstanding exhibition was probably 
that of the commercial growers housed in 
a large temporary building about 100 metres 
by 50 metres and covered with two hipped 
roofs of white plastic. These ran lengthwise 
about 15 metres at the highest point and 
about five metres at the outer edges. 


The layout was designed by a panel of 
German, French, Dutch and Swiss garden 
architects. I was informed that the architects 
were responsible for about four exhibits, and 
their staffs arranged the ponds, bridges, 
massive earthenware ornaments, artificial 
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Stone walls, sleeper walls, and even the 
orchids themselves. 

The quality of the orchids was immediat- 
ely apparent, with the unbelievably beautiful 
pink phalaenopsis prevailing. There was 
perfection of shape and evenness of colour 
In the clones of P. Zuberosis, particularly 
‘Brilliant’ and ‘Charmont’; P. Lipperstadts 
Diana’ and ‘Elegance’; P. Gesamo ‘Lipper- 
Stadt’ and ‘Flamingo’ and other clones. Of 
course the whites were superb with P. Valle- 
dor catching the eye. 

Possibly even more surprising because of 
their large size (up to 10cm across) and 
brilliance of colour were the Wilsonara 
hybrids, particularly the W. Franz Wickman 
and W. Tigerwood crosses. The Odontonia 
Tange astounded, too — in fact the whole of 
the Odontoglossum alliance. 

Some outstanding Miltonia clones included 
M. Celle ‘Wasserfal’. Groups of softcane 
dendrobiums, displayed to perfection, made 
Masses of glittering colour. 

Cymbidium Mavourveen ‘Jester’, a splash 
petalled novelty, attracted many admirers. 
Both species and hybrids of Paphiopedilum 
Were well represented, also many rare and 
Unusual species, including botanicals, in 
Other genera. 

The perfection of the flowers was en- 
hanced by the perfection with which they 
were displayed. Virtually “landscaped” in 
groups arranged by skilled professionals we 
Saw how an orchid show could be presented 
Superbly. I can only hope that our judges 
and exhibitors will profit by the many photos 
taken of the exhibits so that we may catch 
Up in the area where we are, I truly believe, 
Not making the most of our orchids and our 
talents. 

Registrants were said to number about 
200, but people flocked to the Show in 
thousands and were still arriving at 9 p.m. 
MOst nights. Admission charge was DMS5 
Per person, and evening session DM1.50. 
DM3 equals about $A1.00. 

Amateur growers presented some beauti- 
ful orchids and displays in another large 
©use which also had displays from many 
Countries such as Columbia, Papua New 

Ulnea and Australia, and where exhibitors 
Could make use of the services of architect- 
Ural experts if they so desired. The result 
Was a fascinating aggregation of orchids — 
a tribute to their universality and the 
Wonderful people who grow them. 

Conference papers were both long and 
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short and covered the many phases of orchid 
culture. Three of the larger papers were given 
by Australians: Don Blaxel, Kev McFarlane, 
and Merv Dunn. They each acquitted them- 
selves well and we were proud of them. 
Incidentally, the Conference papers were 
either in English or German with instantan- 
eous translation through earphones where 
necessary. 

Social events were well patronised. I make 
particular reference to a wonderful “Frank- 
furt” night at the Town Hall at the invitation 
of the Chief Burgomaster. 

Members of our party took full advantage 
of the opportunity to visit such places as 
Switzerland, West and East Berlin, and that 
wonderful old town of Rothenburg. 

Our President Jim Mackinney was ap- 
pointed to the Invitation Committee which 
accepted the invitation of South Africa 
to stage the Tenth W.O.C. in Durban 
during September 1981. Remember that the 
Ninth W.O.C. will be held in Bangkok during 
January 1978. : 

The final dinner was a great success and 
the whole Australian contingent rose and 
toasted their hosts, the German Orchid 
Society, and wished success to Thailand. 

We have cemented old friendships and 
made new ones. Although weary we are 
leaving Frankfurt with fond memories of 
yet another wonderful Orchid Conference — 
a place where names merge into living lively 
loveable personalities. 


Aufwiedersehn. We’re - off now on the 
rest of our trip. 
Footnote: Mrs. Rebecca Northen has 


graciously agreed to autograph a copy of 
her book on orchids for presentation to the 
Australian Orchid Society which proport- 
ionally supports to the greatest extent with 
registrants our Fourth Australian Orchid 
Conference. 


A spare Gold Medal 


MR. KEVIN McFARLANE 
writes from London 

“My lecture and slides were received with 
tremendous interest.” Kev was writing priv- 
ately and not for publication so it it hoped 
he doesn’t mind it being mentioned that 
four top orchidists congratulated him upon 
it. “A.O.R.”- does too and hopes to publish 
it in a coming issue. 

He mentions, “A lot of the blooms arrived 
in poor condition, especially the ones from 
Cairns. One big box with some of my best 
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blooms had to be thrown away. Anyway 
finally there must have been a spare Gold 
Medal so they gave it to me. I’m glad for 
Australia. We at least got one. 

The most noticeable improvement in any 
genus was in pink phalaenopsis. 

We saw beautiful parks and gardens in 
Amsterdam, and surprisingly big cut flower 
orchid nurseries. One had two hectares under 
glass in Brussels.” 


Great Spectacle of Orchids 
CHARLES M. TAYLOR 


The Eighth World Orchid Conference 
staged at Palmentgarten is said by many to 
be the greatest spectacle of orchids ever seen. 
All the social functions were well supported 
by registrants and local dignitaries. 

The quality of orchids in the trade display, 
which covered an area of 60m x 30m, was 
very high, and they were all displayed to 
perfection. 

Decorative trees, logs, rocks, even lawns, 
were all used to create a coherent effect — 
truly a pleasing display with no bunched up 
exhibits. 

In the competitive section some very high 
class blooms were benched. Some of those 
which impressed me were: Wilsonara Franz 
Wichmann, a cross between Onc. tigrinum 
and Oda. Franz Wichmann. It received a 
Gold Medal. Other Gold Medal winners 
were a red miniature cymbidium called C. 
Ivy Fung, Miltonia Celle ‘Wasselfall’, a huge 
15cm wide and perfectly round white 
phalaenopsis; C. Cardinal ‘Sonia’, and a large 
specimen plant of Paphiopedilum nivium 
shown by Bangkok Orchids. 

The most outstanding exhibit of the whole 
show was created by the British Orchid 
Growers’ Association. The odontoglossums 
were superb and attracted four Gold Medals 
as well as a few Silver and Bronze. There 
were also Gold Medals awarded to Lycaste 
and Anglocaste plants in this display. 

The section in which Australia competed 
was well represented by small exhibitors 
from all over the world, although Singapore 
put on a somewhat larger display. Much 
credit must go to Lou Sasso for his brilliant 
arranging, handicapped as he was by the fact 
that many of the Cattleyas were so badly 
bruised in transit that they could not be used. 
Nevertheless, the display set off the genera 
well and attracted much favourable attention. 

It was a wonderful show well worth the 
trip. 
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Singapore Botanical Gardens 
CHARLES M. TAYLOR 


A visit to these gardens is always worth- 
while. Through the courtesy of Mr. Alfonsa, 
the Director, I was shown over the propa- 
gation houses. 

At the entrance to the gardens I was 
greeted by high trees covered with hardcane 
dendrobes. One tree had seven plants of a 
Dendrobium Louisae cross, each with a 
number of spikes of up to 40 flowers. An 
upright branched log had thirteen plants of 
a phalaenopsis all in bloom. 

In a bushhouse covered with 50 per cent 
shadecloth I observed specimens of the 
Jewel Orchid Haemaria discolor, a packed 
20cm pot of Paphiopedilum barbatum, also 
many other paphs, vandas and dendrobes, all 
planted in squat terra cotta pots. The com- 
post was composed of broken brick with a 
little charcoal added. 

Seedlings from the flask are potted in 
finer particles of the same material. 

A huge plant of Oncidium haematochilum, 
which has large fleshy leaves and no pseudo- 
bulb like O. cavendishianum, had three 
spikes of 25 flowers each, the flowers about 
60 mm wide and golden brown in colour. It 
had been grown from a selfing of a jungle 
plant. 

With the exception of a few stock plants 
purchased years ago all breeding is from the 
Garden’s own stock. They have achieved an 
international reputation for difficult inter- 
generic hybridising. 

Some of the notable plants I saw included: 

Asco. Yip Sum Wah x V. Rothschildiana. 
Probably the best ever seen golden brown 
flower with perfectly round sepals and petals 
and even overall shape. The colour is beauti- 
fully even. 

Aranda Christine ‘Candlelight’. This cross 
between Arachnis and Vanda had perfect 
deep yellow flowers. It looked a prolific 
grower. 

Renanopsis Lena Rowold. Interesting for 
its 90mm golden brown flowers. About a 
hundred of these seedlings were in spike. 

Vanda Alice Sperling has yellow flowers 
which, I was told, are very good keepers as 
cut flowers. 

All seedlings out of flasks and repotted 
plants are allowed to establish themselves 
for three months before fertilizing with 
“Nitrosol”.

Orchid Society meetings and the way they 
are organised seem, for the most part, to be 
conducted along similar lines; at least this 
1s so in New South Wales, Victoria, South 
Australia, Tasmania, Queensland, New 
Zealand and in the California, U.S.A.

Visiting. 

The venues, however, vary a great deal, 
due to either the availability of a suitable 
Meeting place, or because of limited parking 
Space and accessibility to the hall for “the 
toting of plants to and from, etc.” . . . too 
much emphasis, I feel, is placed on the cost 
of these meeting places as it follows that if 
the hall is modern and has modern amenities 
the rental, naturally, is going to be high. 

If you want your members to attend the 
Meeting then get yourself a suitable meeting 
Place where seating is adequate and the 
lighting is as it should be; in short, where 
your members can be comfortable during 
the entire programme. 

The matter of surroundings was brought 
to my attention during a recent visit to ade- 
laide where I had the pleasure of addressing 
the April meeting of the South Australian 
Orchid Club. This club must be one of the 
Most progressive of any Orchid Clubs in 
Australia. 

The meetings are held in the Australian 
Mineral Foundation Building in Conygham 
Street, Frewville, a suburb of Adelaide. 
There is an impressive entrance foyer, air 
Conditioning, easy accessibility and parking 
Space “aplenty”; most important of all, the 
hall is situated in a central position, so that 
Most people are able to attend with a 
Minimum of travel and traffic problems. 

The hall has been built like a picture 
theatre, comfortable seats tiered back to a 
Teasonable distance, then slanting upwards, 
hot unlike a dress circle. : 

Slides are projected from the projection 
Toom at the back of the top row of seats and 
an experienced projectionist is provided. 

he speaker has a rostrum on the stage, 
and a “flick-on’”, “flick-off” switch to change 
the Slides, which are shown on a large 
Screen. The slides I had to show looked so 
Much better under these conditions, I hardly 
Clieved they were mine. 


Seating capacity in the hall is 450-500 
people and there were some 230 members 
in attendance; officials said this was a “poor 
crowd”, due no doubt, to the proximity of 
the Easter Holidays. This hall is also 
equipped with bar facilities so special 
functions can be easily catered for. The cost 
of $55.00 rental per night is more than 
covered by a guessing competition and the 
number of people who attend. 


As President of the Manly-Warringah 
Orchid Socity I was extremely interested 
firstly in the meeting place, secondly the 
facilities available to guest speakers and 
lastly the manner in which the meeting was 
conducted. 


Any officials of Orchid Societies visiting 
Adelaide should try and call on the South 
Australian Orchid Club as not only is the 
hospitality overwhelming, but also lessons 
may be learned at their meetings in this 
beautiful city that will improve the meetings 
of your own Society; this in turn could in- 
duce more people to indulge in the wonderful 
hobby of growing orchids.

Rediscovered! 


PETER HAASE 


In 1972 I received a letter from a friend 
with botanical interests, and living presently 
in the South-East Asian tropics, wherein 
he mentioned, to have seen a Phalaenopsis 
flowering in leafless state anywhere in the 
spurs of the Patkoi-range. He mentioned, 
that the spike had a length of 25 cm and the 
individual flower of about 25 mm. The lip he 
described as rosa. 

I tipped on it being the nowhere in culture 
Phalaenopsis wilsonii Rolfe and I asked him 
to help me by sending a few plants. That is 
easier said than done. In that region of the 
mountain range you never know, whether you 
are still on Burmese or already on Indian 
territory. Whenever you should fall into hands 
of a patrol of the wrong army, you get troubles 
and troubles and and when proving that you 
are no spy the troubles with travelling back 
start. I was successful. 

In Autumn, 1972, my friend wrote me: 
“Four plants have survived the transport from 
the jungles where they grow to the base. They 
establish well. They are P. wilsonii’’. 

Several weeks later he wrote: “The leaves 
remain on Phalaenopsis parishii var. lobii so 
I think it is not wilsonii but parishii’. 

Sometime after he sounded quite different 
“The leaves are far bigger than parishii, I 
believe it to be lowii”. 

Then the first plant arrived. While arriving 
it had just developed the first two leaves of 
the season, which were still very tender and 
damaged by the rough treatment in transport 
by air. They dropped off and the plant de- 
veloped soon a new lead at the side of the 
stem. The leaves grew to a size of 100 mm 
in length and 50mm in breadth and were 
oblong-lanceolate with an acute end. 
They developed. a heavy anthocyan-like 
pigmentation. 

Under my European greenhouse con- 
ditions the plant kept its leaves during Winter 
73/74 till Winter ’74/75. At Easter ’74 it 


had two spikes, which died down when 50 
mm long. 

In December, *74, the first tips of spikes 
of the new season were visible I gave more 
light (15 cm distance from an Osram-Fluora 
65 W tube). I dipped the plant regularly. 
The buds at the oldest spike grew, till they 
had the size of small peas and then they 
died down (probably due to the light in- 
tensity). One bud survived and opened. On 
the picture you see a close-up of this single 
flower. 

As I like the plant so very much, I have 
made efforts to get more plants. I have never 
seen species of Phalaenopsis with such a 
fulgent red on the lip. 

Data regarding the habitat of this jewel: 
Warm zone (less than 100m elevation) of 
the spurs of the Patkoi-range growing on 
branches 25 to 50mm diameter and more, 
which are overhanging small streamlets. 
Branches have very smooth bark. Streamlets 
have water all through the year. Plants grow 
in a very limited ecological niche. Extremely 
rare. 

Until the eighth W.O.C. I thought I had 
uncovered the lost P. wilsonii, but at the 
Conference, Professor Sweet confirms my 
flower as the even more rare P. stobartiana 
Reichenback f. . . The Professor said it was 
the first living specimen he had seen. —

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LYCASTE CULTURE 


A. F. W. ALCORN 

I have often been requested to write an 
article on growing Lycaste. For some 
reason my success has been one of trial and 
error. My first plant was “Betty Sparrow”, 
a yellow, the compost used was Cymbidium 
mixture with a few crocks in the bottom 
of the pot. It was not doing well and on 
repotting found that the compost was too 
soggy and wet resulting in many dead roots. 
I tried half crocking my pots and used a 
coarse mixture with tree fern fibre, river 
sand and some bark. The result was a great 
improvement in growth. I now use medium 
bark, tree fern fibre, charcoal and river 
sand. 

Like all orchids we have to find a suit- 
able place to grow them. I find they like 
good ventilation, a shady spot in summer 
and a little heat in winter. Mine are grown 
all the year round inside a house with a 
fibreglass roof, the temperature varies from 
40 deg. in winter to 100 deg. F in summer. 
In summer it is necessary to keep them 
always damp using a soluble fertilizer once 
every two weeks in growing season. 

The cross L. Auburn ‘Greycliffe? x L. 
Virginalis which is L. ‘Koolena’ have been 
most successful, gaining Grand Champion 
of show on a number of occasions. My L. 
Koolena ‘May’ gained HCC/AOC-OSNSW 
and a Cultural Certificate (N.S.W.), at the 
last N.S.W. Spring Show 1974 won Grand 
Champion orchid of the show, Best Speci- 
men, Best Other Genera and Best Lycaste. 
It also gained Grand Champion at Parra- 
matta Show. Truly an outstanding orchid. 

L. Koolena ‘Macama’ has also won a 
Grand Champion of a show. 

I have a few crosses which may flower 
this spring and trust’ our efforts will be 
successful.

JOINING THE TREND TO ODONTS? 

Then the May, 1974 issue of The Orchid Review 
is for you because the odontoglossum complex and 
its culture is featured in three long articles. One is 
by Mr. Ray Buckland who worked at Charles- 
worth’s nursery for fifty years, during which time 
they were the leading hybridisers in this complex. 
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Cultivating the genus Zygopetalum 


BARRY J. DUDMAN 


My first plant was a Zygopetalum mackayii 
purchased from Chris Nicholas in 1964, 
and at the beginning of 1965 a large plant 
was obtained from the late Mrs. Luckhurst. 
Every year since, between May and October, 
my plants reward me with their attractive 
flowers. 

In my orchid collection I have the follow- 
ing plants Zygopetalum mackayii; Z. inter- 
medium, Z. crinitum (x self) and unflowered 
Z. mackayii x red Miltonia. 

My plants are growing in an unheated 
glasshouse in a position away from direct 
sunlight but they like plenty of light. These 
plants have a vigorous root system of thick 
fleshy roots slightly bigger than average 
cymbidiums and will grow in either plastic 
or terra-cotta pots. My plants are growing in 
both containers but those in plastic pots are 
more vigorous, I think mainly due to these 
pots retaining moisture longer while terra- 
cotta dry out rapidly; and Zygopetalums 
like to be kept moist at all times. 

My compost consists of about 50% leaf 
humus (made up of mixture of myrtle; she- 
oak and bush (Eucalyptus and Acacia, etc.) 
leaf humus; 25% coarse river sand; 15% 
Radiata Pine bark; 5% seaweed leaf; 5% 
charcoal; and plants are repotted every two 
to three years. Because of their vigorous 
root system I over-pot my plants and have 
obtained better results. 

Zygopetalums are in active growth from 
Spring to Autumn and benefit by a regular 
feeding programme; commencing the season 
with a root hormone (Formula 20) then to 
high nitrogen feeding for maximum growth 
(such as Aquasol, Fish Emulsion, Gro-plus, 
etc.) and completing season’s growth with 
balanced feeding. Plants are watered heavily 
during growing season; and during colder 
months are never allowed to dry out but 
kept damp. 


The main pests are scale which are on 
undersides of leaves and aphids on the buds; 
both are easily controlled. Some plants get 
black spots on the leaves if conditions are 
not suitable; but minor markings are not 
detrimental to plants. Zygopetalums are cool 
growing orchids and prefer temperature 
range between about 8°C. to 24°C. but will 
stand short spells below 0°C. without affect- 
ing the plant. 





The first zygopetalum to flower for me is 
Z. crinitum which commences as early as 
April to August. I obtained selfed seedlings 
from a N.S.W. nursery in late 1971 and 
1973. These plants have about six leaves 
about 50 mm (2”) wide and to 600 mm 
(2’) tall; the pseudobulb is egg-shaped about 
60 mm (2%”) high. The flower spikes come 
in succession from the new growth are about 
914 mm (3’) high and carry about six 
flowers; which are from 60 mm to 76 mm 
(2%” to 3”) across. The colour is spectacular 
with sepals and petals brown while labellum 
is bright purple; other plants have a few white 
lines in labellum and some green markings 
on sepals and petals, with overall colour 
duller than my first plant. Flower size and 
texture is improving as the plant gets larger. 
Two to three spikes come from each growth. 

Zygopetalum intermedium — This is the 
largest growing of my plants with its long 
broad leaves and cymbidium size pseudobulb. 
I obtained my plant in 1965 from Victoria; 
and find this species requires a slightly warmer 
position than others and flowers in August. 
It has up to three spikes from new growth, 
each up to 914 mm (3’) carrying six to 
eight blooms. The sepals and petals are wavy 
and marked brown and green with labellum 
mauve-purple which fades into the white 
markings. 

Zygopetalum mackayii — Similar in 
growth to Z. intermedium but not as robust. 
The new growths carry one or two spikes of 
five to seven flowers; which are slightly 
smaller but all colours are more distinct 
than those of “intermedium’”. My plants 
flower in September and like other species 
last up to eight weeks. Any water on flowers, 
particularly labellums, can cause marking 
and rot to damage flowers. 

In all intergenetic crosses with zygopeta- 
lums and other genera the zygopetalum is 
the dominant parent so it will be interesting 
to see how the cross with the red miltonia 
flowers and whether it has any red colour- 
ing. The growth is vigorous at present.

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ORCHID REGISTRATION 


Condensation of an article by the 
Registrar of Orchid Hybrids 


Circumstances arise in which a grower wishes to 
tame a hybrid of which he is not the hybridiser. 

The International Registration Authority (C/- 
R.H.S., Vincent Square, London, WSIP 2PE, 
England) will only accept such application where: — 
1. The intending registrant has the originator’s per- 

mission (or his assignee) in writing. It must be 

clearly stated on the back of the official appli- 
cation form whether permission is for any name 
or one approved by the originator. 

2. Where an originator can’t be located precise 
efforts re doing so must be stated on the back 
of the application form, including his last known 
address. The Registrar may use discretion or 
request further data. 

3. Failure by an originator to give a proper written 
and dated refusal within six months of receiving 
a request for permission from a particular appli- 
cant may be treated by that applicant, and by 
the Registrar, as consent by default. 

4. The right of an originator (or assignee) to refuse 
permission lapses after twelve months unless 
he claims an extension from the Registrar. Prior- 
ity for registration only extends from the date 
of such lapse. 

5. Originator’s permission is not needed:— 

(a) Where originator is a corporate body or 
society which has gone out of existence 
without assigning rights. 

(b) An individual originator is deceased, except 
that a surviving wife or partner is auto- 
matically accepted as an assignee. 

6. Where an originator’s permission is dispensed 
with his name must still be stated in registration. 
If given as unknown and subsequently discovered 
his name may be added as originator of that 
grex. 

Complete data will be published in the next 
edition of the Handbook on Orchid Nomenclature 
and Registration. The draft of this second edition 
of the Handbook is expected to receive official 
Imprimature at the Eighth World Orchid Conference.

The easiest to obtain is a beautiful 36 page 
effort from Fred A. Stewart, packed with 
superb colour shots, news of enticing new 
hybrids and meristems of world beaters, and 
innumerable interesting plant descriptions. 

Easy to get because Mr. Frank Slattery, 
who is Australian agent for Stewarts’s, can 
send you one for a dollar. It’s worth it. 

Arthur Freed Orchids Inc. is a 52 page 
effort with extremely well. printed colour 
illustrations on almost every page. This 
American nursery specialises in vandaceous 
orchids, particularly Phalaenopsis, and their 
breeding programme has resulted in greatly 
improved hybrids within this range of genera. 

It contains useful cultural and background 
data. 

The annual Jones and Scully catalogue 
is now world famous among orchid growers. 
It covers a big range of genera and illustrat- 
ions are numerous with most in colour. Des- 
criptions are excellent yet concise enabling 
you to select a clone or cross with an 
excellent idea of what you will be getting. It 
is an excellent reference book on orchids in 
general. : 

In a different class print-wise is the little 
catalogue of Suraj Ch. Pradhan & Co. of 
Rishi Road, Kalimpong, West Bengal. It is 
really two little catalogues, for there is a 
supplement. Although only a listing with 
no illustrations it is a veritable feast for the 
species grower. It could keep him happily 
musing night after night. There are difficulties 
importing from India so consult with your 
favourite quarantine nursery first. 
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GIGANTIC DORITAENOPSIS AWARDED 


One of the finest unique intergeneric 
hybrids ever bred and grown at Arthur Freed 
Orchids received both a Certificate of 
Cultural Merit (85 points) and a Highly 
Commended Certificate (78 points) at 
American Orchid Society judging in Los 
Angeles, Cal. on November 11, 1974. 

Pictured with its breeder and grower, 
Amado Vasquez, is Doritaenopsis Mem. 
Clarence Schubert ‘Malibu Dream’ ucc/aos, 
ccM/Aos. The plant’s parentage is Phalae- 
nopsis Zada ‘Bonsall’ Hcc/Aos x Doritis 
pulcherrima ‘Malibu’ AM/aos. 


Official height of the plant on judging day 
was 8 ft. 3 in. It was then bearing 75 flowers 
and 29 buds on a single spike with five 
branches. The flowers have deep rosy tepals, 
with spotting at the base of the ventral sepals. 
The lip is a darker rose with white side-lobes 
and pink dots. 

Siblings reached an average height of only 
4 ft. 6 in. 

The cross was made in 1966 by Mr. 
Vasquez, who has been Head Grower at 
Arthur Freed Orchids since 1961. Mr. 
Vasquez reports that the awarded plant pro- 
duced no spikes in either 1972 or 1973. He 
calls it the most spectacular Doritaenopsis he 
has seen in his 30 years of orchid growing. 

The spike shown in the photo started in 
February, 1974, reaching its full height in 
July of that year. 

“The plant,” said Mr. Vasquez, “was able 
to accumulate energy for 24 years, from the 
Summer of 1971 until the Winter of 1974, 
in order to produce this gigantic spike and 
extraordinary number of flowers.” 

After the main spike reached 6 ft. in height, 
the only special care given it was to locate 
the 12 in. tub in which it is growing onto a 
bench that is under the highest point of the 
tallest greenhouse on the Freed range, allow- 
ing the plant great clearance, air movement 
and sunlight. 

Mr. Vasquez used the same feeding formula 
with this eight-year old plant that he has 
provided all the other 3,000,000 orchid 
plants and seedlings that are under his super- 
vision at the Freed range. He is breeding the 
unusually floriferous Doritaenopsis with 
several other awarded Doritaenopsis, Doritis, 
Phalaenopsis and Vanda stud plants. 

Flower measurements are: Dorsal Sepal 
2.3cm x 3.7cm; Petal 3.7cm x 3.4cm; 


Lateral Sepal 2.3cm x 3.4cm; Lip 2.2 cm 
x 3.2 cm. 

Australian growers are invited to submit 
details and sharp photographs or trans- 
parencies of comparable plants in any species. 


Oncidium sphacelatum 
A_ beautiful flowering 
by Mr. Don Carnegie of Brisbane 


CULTURE 

This beautiful plant carried twenty spikes, 
with a total florescence of over 2000 blooms. 
Mr. Don Carnegie of The Gap, Brisbane, 
supplied details of his cultural methods to 
Queensland Editorial Associate, Phyl Cotton. 

The plant is growing in a terra cotta 
container. During the active growing period 
from November to March it is fertilized once 
a week with half strength foliate type manure. 

From September to February it is grown 
under 50 per cent shadecloth, then put out 
into full sun until spikes and buds appear. 
It is then transferred to the cover of a 
patio. 

Mr. Carnegie lives in a frost area, and 
when the plant is not under cover he keeps 
an eye on weather reports and brings it 
back under cover when necessary. Harsh 
experience prompts this procedure because 
one year he lost all his spikes from frost. 

The normal flowering period is late 
Autumn. 


BACKGROUND 

O. sphacelatum was named by the famous 
botanist John Lindlay. The species is spread 
over a wide area of Central America, em- 
bracing Mexico, Guatemala, El Salvador and 
Honduras. Much of this area is subject to 
Spring and Summer rainfall (March to No- 
vember). The rest of the year is not rainless 
but the difference is sufficiently marked to 
influence the annual cycle of the plants. 

Plants grow vigurously on strong rhizo- 
mes. They have oblong pseudobulbs 10 to 
16cm long, each with two or three leaves 
which grow to as much as 50 cm. The 
infloresences may be up to two metres long 
and many branched. Flowers are usually 
25 mm wide with tepals recessed, and of a 
cinnamon brown colour with yellow bars. 

The labellum is three lobed on the bottom 
end, and toothed each side, with small wings 
on the column.

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CYMBIDIUM DEVELOPMENT 
THE ALBINO 


Part V 
ALVIN BRYANT 


_ The most common question asked of me 
in the albino development is that relating to 
why I play it in such a low key. This was 
further emphasised last week when I listened 
to tapes of some of the papers delivered at 
the Eighth World Orchid Conference. Mr. 
Paul Gripp, of the Santa Barbara Orchid 
Estate, on Cymbidiums, listed the Albino 
development as one of three current major 
happenings in this genera and outlined its 
history. I was somewhat startled when he 
also pointed out the fact, that while my paper 
to the Sixth World Orchid Conference in 
1969 was the first publication indicating the 
value of this type of development, the real 
Promotion was being made by Valley Orchids. 
Of course he was right. It might be of interest 
to mention that I had been corresponding 
with Mr. Gripp about this development, for 
Some years before 1969 and had declined 
his kind offer to have the work published 
in America some considerable time before 
this date. Further, Mr. Gripp had already 
Made enquiries around the world without 
Success, to determine if anyone was working 
along these lines. In these years when I was 
Still searching for information or a kindred 
Spirit, a letter I wrote to Mr. L. Drumm was 
unexpectedly published but the questions I 
asked brought forth no answers. 

Some of the reasons for this low key treat- 
Ment are however, significant to cymbidium 
development as a whole. It must be re- 
membered that tetraploid and triploid popu- 
lations were narrowly clustered in flowering 
ume with Early Bird ‘Pacific’ representing 
the breakthrough. When weighing the relative 
Importance of tetraploid development to 
Spread flowering times, against albino de- 
velopment, I had no hesitation in placing 
‘Ctraploid development first. Naturally, this 
Yalses the question of why not develop them 
together? The answer to this rested in 
€conomic aspects. Many commercial nurseries 
around the world were non viable as regards 
their Cymbidium investment, because of the 
Weight of their research and development 
Programmes. Tetraploid and triploid flower 
Populations were more saleable as cut flowers 
than the diploids. (Keep in mind that the 


- 


high colour European market was then 
virtually non-existent). As it was and still is, 
there was an enormous spoilage to be ex- 
pected from the dwarf flowers, small lips and 
forward petals of Early Bird ‘Pacific’ im- 
mediate descendants in spite of the ultimate 
magnificence of its end results. It seemed 
much wiser to concentrate the efforts in the 
polyploid area until commercial viability was 
achieved. Once research and development 
programmes dropped in level to a manage- 
able part of a nursery’s costing, it would be 
appropriate to introduce the albinos. 

The second reason for the low key develop- 
ment is related to the first. Over the years 
I had observed many diploid crosses flower. 
The yield from a commercial cut flower point 
of view was miserably low. The useable clones 
almost without exception could only be re- 
garded as having temporary value. Overseas 
reports were not uncommon, whereby some- 
one was resolving that they would never 


‘make another diploid cross., Even today it 


could be asked how many diploid clones 
have really made the grade in the commercial 
cut flower field? It was not hard to envisage 
a position whereby the albino development 
could be criticised and pushed aside as a 
pretty flower but still second-rate to the 
polyploid. The albino development therefore 
needed more time and greatest of care. 

Had I had my way, the paper delivered 
at the Sixth World Orchid Conference might 
have been delivered about now, for the 
greatest harm to the albino development was 
the triggering off of a rush of premature 
Albino crosses, with less than superior 
parents. However, as with most such develop- 
ments, there were some leaks before the best 
parents were gained and there was little 
alternative but to break the silence. 

One of the surprising coincidences, which 
has occurred when the early tetraploid and 
albino developments are considered, is the 
matter of their timing. In the next 12 months 
the tetraploids will have provided crosses to 
effectively cover show bench and cut flower 
populations in spread of flowering time, 
colour range and production to adequately 
cater for the future. It also happens that

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samplings of crosses made from the really 
fine albino parents gained, will flower and 
indicate their quality. Samplings of the second 
Series of side crosses also will have flowered. 

It may not be generally known but the 
first run of albino crosses failed to produce 
a really fine albino white. After some hesi- 
tation the white Sleeping Beauty ‘Sarah Jean’, 
Which was quite small, was crossed with 
the white Durham Castle ‘Snow Princess’. 
The whole cross could have been a waste 
because of small size but fortunately a small 
percentage of fine white Pharaohs were 
gained. Crosses like this had to be made to 
pick up what was missing. Other crosses such 
as Sirius ‘Golden Dawn’ x Durham Castle 
‘Snow Princess’ to concentrate very early 
flowering times have been made. It was re- 
warding to find the first one to flower for 
me was an April Albino. To return to the 
point, this coincidence in timing will enable 
the albino development to follow on with a 
workout, which will minimise economic loss. 
There is no future in making crosses where 
the whole population is grown on for years, 
Only to be discarded. 

_ The arguments levelled against the waiting 
volved in flowering the bulk of a cross 
before selecting the parents and perhaps 

Owering crosses to test the parents, take 
the form of there being no time to wait or 
the statement that the lesser parent will be 
Carrying the properties anyway. The answer 
to the first part lies in a person’s desire to 
Prematurely exploit something and to the 
Second lies in the thought, that perhaps the 
€sser parent might not carry the property 
at all or even if it does, the useable yield 
will be drastically reduced. 

In the March issue and in this, colour 
Prints appear of some of the clones held for 
breeding purposes. The Sleeping Beautys, 
Which first flowered in the 1960s, are the 
better for having their excellence subdued 
until the tetraploid development is rounding 
Off. This season and next it will be possible 
to answer questions about these parents. For 
stance, is Sleeping Beauty ‘Prophecy’ more 
than just a Diploid? To what extent can 

€eping Beauty ‘Classic’ concentrate its 
yellow colour? Just how good is Pharaoh 
Cleopatra’? This threw five outstanding 
.-0oms from a single bulb on its first flower- 
ing. Will it prove a perfect complement for 

€ massive Pharaoh ‘Sutherland’? Sleeping 
fauty ‘Emerald Pendant’ is shy flowering. 
test cross sampling this spoilage has to 
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flower before it is allowed into the breeding 
programme. Sleeping Beauty ‘Molten Gold’ 
is as intense a yellow as one could wish for. 
Its substance is excellent but by how much 
can its shape be improved? It is October 
flowering. Will it pass this property on? 

I think the matter hinges on the following. 
New developments require new parents. New 
parents need refining to compete with main 
stream crosses. It is not a one generation 
concept. It is the responsibility of the hybrid- 
iser to see a standard has been achieved and 
sufficient knowledge accumulated to logically 
justify the prediction about the cross. The 
colour prints in the last issue of the Review 
made a sharp impact, as evidenced by the 
resultant correspondence. Had they appeared 
earlier and I been premature in my expecta- 
tions a great deal of harm could have been 
done. Because of this possibility, photos pub- 
lished in earlier issues were chosen to create 
awareness without distorting the true 
economic issue, namely the development of 
the tetraploid was the more important issue 
and the albino needed more time.

The de-flasking procedure should only be 
attempted after the glasshouse is established 
for phalaenopsis culture. 


If the flask is tightly full of plants, less than 
One half-inch leaf spread and have no chance 
of growing further they should be given to 
your favourite flasking laboratory and be 
teplated about twenty-five per bottle. The 
largest could be de-flasked and potted. Re- 
Plating will ensure that all the required 
Plants have a better chance of survival. 


Potting out of very tiny plants in the best 
Conditions can be successful but the replated 
Seedlings will be three to six months ahead. 


Removing seedlings from the bottles is 
argely a matter for the individual; shape of 
the bottle and hardness of the agar medium 
therein. If the seedlings cannot be readily 
Temoved with a fork or similar implement 
then the bottle must be carefully broken. 

Agar must be roughly cleaned from the 
Toots. The kitchen sink should then be 
Cleared and the seedlings washed very 
thoroughly under luke-warm running water. 
This method will ensure that all agar is 
Temoved and no traces remain to cause 
fungus attack. In these circumstances fungi- 
Cide will not be required. In fact, more seed- 
lings are lost by an excess of fungicide (or 
Nutrient) at this stage than by all the later 
combined pitfalls. 

“You must expect losses when de-flasking” 
Say many experts. By following the pro- 
cedures herewith we expect and achieve a 
99-100 per cent survival rate from replates. 

Phalaenopsis in flasks have been crowded 
‘ogether in very shady, humid and well- 
Nourished conditions. Their transition must 
Touetly simulate that ideal environment. 
mediately after de-flasking seedlings must 

© placed together as close as leaves permit, 
Tow upon row, in seedling punnets. Very 
Well-sieved and relatively coarse (about 

mm) bark is used, although many other 
Potting “cocktails” are available and to some 
are as successful, but keep it coarse. 

ater and fertilize immediately each batch 

'S complete. A thorough drenching is recom- 
preccicds If seedlings have been successfully 
Planted and are very close they will withstand 
& heavy (waterbreaker type) jet immediately. 
Serve each punnet and adjust any seed- 


= 


lings that may have been displaced and 
secure them for the next watering. Unsecured 
seedlings will not initiate new roots. Expense 
is often incurred on hormonal root stimulants 
that could be avoided if the seedlings were 
tightly arranged. Secure seedlings will eagerly 
make new roots within seven to fourteen days 
and this is the sign of success. 

Fertilizer should be used at each watering 
but at 10 per cent of recommended strength 
until a new leaf has been matured on a 
majority of plants. 

Shade for young seedlings should be mini- 
mum 50 per cent in winter months to mini- 
mum 75 per cent shade in summer months. 
Strong light on young seedlings causes re- 
tarded growth. 

Water as often as possible. The bark should 
become almost dry within two sunny days or 
within one hot sunny day, other times it may 
take up to say four dull days. A light misting 
each (unwatered) sunny day is an advantage. 
Never water in the evening, always before 
noon, preferably before 10 a.m. on a sunny 
day. Evening waterings cause fungus activity 
in the drops that remain on the leaves until 
morning. This activity cannot initiate when 
the drops are dried off quickly on a sunny 
morning. If you have to water in the evening 
then a minimum temperature of 75 deg. to 
80 deg. is required for however long the drops 
take to evaporate. 

Ventilation, general culture, fertilizers, 
heating and re-potting will be discussed, in 
relation to mature plants, in the next article.

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Dendrobium speciosum 
J. N. RENTOUL PART II 


It is fairly certain that much of Central 
Australia was covered with rainforest 10,000 
years ago, but what is left of Australian rain- 
forest occurs mostly on the east coast of 
Australia in rapidly diminishing areas. Little 
Temains of the incredible stands of timber 
which grew in northern New South Wales and 
Queensland over that period and there is little 
chance that they can be regenerated. 

These forests proliferated in the centuries 
following cessation of volcanic activity and 
the decay of the basalts, lava and ash into 
Tich soils. These soils were changed again by 
the inclusion of decaying vegetation to form 
finally the rich farmlands of the 19th and 20th 
centuries, a wafer-thin dateline in Australian 
Continental development. 

Rainforests are not necessarily tropical or 
Sub-tropical phenomena. They occur freely 
lM temperate zones, although the components 
may change. In Victoria, vast tracts of what 
1s known as Gippsland were covered with 
Tainforest only 150 years ago and it is logical 
to suppose that D. speciosum was far more 
Common in that area than supposed, even 
though the rainforest was chiefly eucalypts. 
This tainforest, although shrunken through 
exploitation and farming, still exists in some 
areas of south-eastern and eastern Victoria.

As a lithophyte D. speciosum is found on 
sandstone formations, but also grows on other 
rock outcrops. It is also frequently found 
as a true epiphyte, particularly at the edges 
of rainforest areas at about 900 to 1500 
metres, often in association with stag and 
elk horn ferns and other epiphytic growth. 

It is also appropriate to add to the hypo- 
thesis that D. speciosum as we see it today 
is not one orchid, but three and possibly 
more, with the form grandiflorum bearing the 
greatest resemblance to the original pro- 
genitor. Each of the other forms catalogued 
today may have developed as regional varie- 
ties, but it may be more logical to allocate 
separate species status because of their funda- 
mental morphological differences. 

It may be appropriate to quote W. W. G. 
Moir, of Hawaii, a man who has had con- 
siderable experience in hybridising and hybrids 
in relation to species. Although it ‘may be 
out of context, an introduction to his article 
in an issue of The Orchid Review (England) 
is as follows: 

‘Dominance of a species in breeding has 
prevented the uninitiated eye from seeing 
natural hybrids in nature. This has led to 
the naming of innumerable varieties of some 
species. It is excusable that the orchid growers 
of a hundred years ago made these mistakes, 
but very inexcusable for the maintenance of 
these errors today.” 

That this could apply to the varieties of 
D. speciosum is not so impossible as may be 
thought and it will only be through careful 
analysis of such things as chromosome count- 
ing and parallel hybridising that the final 
positive species status may be allotted. It is 
a very interesting theory and most pertinent 
to my hypothesis of origin. 

How long it took D. speciosum to spread 
to its present limits after its appearance on 
the east coastal strip is a curly one. Even if 
we allow a quarter of a mile a year it would 
take at least 4,000 years. It would be safer 
to average a little less and make it 6,000 to 
8,000 years. 

What happened on the way would no 
doubt be a series of involvements with other 
dendrobiums and the appearance of such as 
Dendrobium § gracillimum. Here we get to

A northern New South Wales orchid grower 
of long experience related to me an instance

We do not know how old D. speciosum is, 
but its distribution north and south of what 
I choose to allocate as its exit point from 
Central Australia must have been a slow 
Process. It could have had a possible annual 
Progression of many miles in either direction, 

ut an analysis of the chances involved in- 

Cludes such things as the presence of polli- 
Nators or a suitable wind direction and the 
Chance germination of seed. 

The last factor is one on which we can 
Teadily speculate. It would be in the order 
of one chance in a million that wind-blown 
Seed could fall in the right spot. The chance 
18 further minimised when subsequent germi- 
Nation, flowering and distribution of another 
Seneration is considered. I have found plants 
that on a pseudo-bulb count were at least 
25 years old and which had never flowered. 

The final weighing of the odds is that the 
Wind would be in the right direction to scatter 
Seed north or south as the occasion demanded.

There is no way in which to estimate how 
far back these conditions prevailed, but it 
would be reasonable to propose that they 
have been constant since the last glacial 
epoch. In truth, the ecological destruction 
since the occupation of Australia by the white 
races has probably caused more interruption 
than occurred naturally in many thousands 
of years prior to their advent. 

The land bridge between Tasmania and 
the Australian mainland is thought to have 
finally disappeared some four to six thousand 
years ago, possibly a little longer, and this is 
where D. striolatum becomes a_ potential 
reference point for the southward spread of 
D. speciosum. Like D. striolatum, it should 
also be present in Tasmania if these two 
dendrobiums are of similar age and origin. 
We can take it for a definite possibility that 
they are, but for some reason their distri- 
bution was not a parallel process. It seems 
obvious that D. speciosum arrived in the 
south-eastern corner of New South Wales 
after the land bridge had gone. We can only 
surmise that D. striolatum moved south over 
this bridge, and both these Dendrobiums are 
hardy enough to exist together in the rain- 
forests and mountains of south-eastern 
Australia. 

Considering the extraordinary number of 
plants of D. speciosum in this area, it would 
be unrealistic to say that it reached the 
southern-most point at which it would 
acclimatise and multiply. 

While the climatic pattern of central Vic- 
toria may have been unsuited to this epiphyte, 
there is good reason to say that its habitat 
once extended further west than it does now. 
D. speciosum is still plentiful in the Gippsland 
Lakes area and the weather pattern of north- 
eastern Tasmania would suit it. 

D. speciosum grows and flowers and is 
insect pollinated when grown as an outdoor 
epiphyte as far west as Westernport Bay in 
Victoria, because my plants growing on 
Casuarina trees fruit almost every year, 
among other Australian dendrobiums. But it 
is extremely doubtful if it could ever pro- 
liferate naturally owing to the adverse weather 
pattern, which is almost the reverse of that 
prevailing on the east coast of Australia 
and there is little or no scope for its litho- 
phytic habit. I am still trying to germinate 
scattered seed, so it may be some years before 
a negative result can be tagged to the possi-

In each instance it would 
be only in the coastal strip of about 100 to 
300 miles and then only on the fringes of 
the rainforest or as a lithophyte in sparse 
Crests. There are more than two types of 
D. speciosum in Queensland which so far 
have been regarded as species variants. 

ut it is reasonable to ask if we are looking 
at the same orchid. Specifically there is more. 
resemblance between the two extreme north- 
€rn forms and the southern form than between 
cither and the central region forms. Even this 
fesemblance ends with their morphological 
Similarity. The growth habit is different, with 
the North Queensland forms erect and the 
Southern form generally curved in an arc 
from the rhizome.

are different, the stem erect and red blotched. 

This series of fundamentals means only 
one thing to me. Allowing for environmental 
aberration and speciation, why the red-purple 
colouring? It can only be assumed that this 
North Queensland form is the product of an 
alliance with another unknown dendrobium 
at some period in the northward spread and 
that possibly what we know as D. speciosum 
is removed more than once from that species. 
In the transition it apparently has not lost 
completely the epiphytic habit even if this 
particular red-purple form is mostly litho- 
phytic. 

One of the few sources for the red pig- 
mentation in the growths, leaves and flower 
stems of portion at least of the northern 
section of the species is the D. bigibbum 
complex, which I refer to, among other, as 
the non-Australian group of dendrobiums 
and for obvious reasons reject as the colour 
source. 

It is not too impossible that this northern 
form is a completely different species and 
should be renamed. At the very least it 
warrants a thorough investigation. After all, 
precedents have been established, even if 
many of them have in the past aroused 
critical comment. 

It may even be proved that the D. bigibbum 
complex is in some way responsible, because 
D. speciosum is probably morphologically 
dominant, as its appearance and the proposi- 
tion of its origin should indicate, particularly 
if its age as a species is accepted. 

The primitive appearance of D. speciosum 
suggests great age when compared with other 
Australian dendrobiums. While we can line 
up some of the other species and assess their 
relativity, very few can be lined up with D. 
speciosum and those which so line up are 
insignificant when compared with it. 

A second and equally important hypothesis 
brings Dendrobium  kingianum into the 
sequence. Based on the preliminary findings 
of M. K. Maxwell, as published in The Aus- 
tralian Orchid Review, D. kingianum would 
seem to be almost a transient orchid — a 
left-over from the same processes which 
caused a change in the epiphytic habit of 
Speciosum. But more importantly it could 
have received its colour from a progenitor 
now entirely removed from the Australian 
dendrobium range. One of the reasons for 
this proposal is the apparent inherent weak- 
ness of D. kingianum in pollination and seed

In that context it died from the centre out- 
ward, just as it spread in that direction. It had 
of necessity to become lithophytic in the 
coastal area to survive and it did not adapt 
to the rainforest because few of the trees 
would support a massive plant for long and 
eucalypts do not provide good host trees. 
If ever it was epiphytic the supporting trees 
must have been tremendous and the density 
of the rainforests is against lithophytic 
dendrobiums. 

The solution to these questions is beyond 
me, but I hope they will be taken up by 
interested people with the qualifications I 
lack. I suppose the final question is of the 
relative importance of those other questions 
to orchid culture generally. While Dendrobium 
speciosum is only one member of a vast 
genus, it is an orchid with a past and a future 
for Australia. The information on it is not 
voluminous, but with this and the years in 
which I have looked at it in many ways, 
both in its habitat and in cultivation, I have 
had to ask the questions and also propose 
the answers. Is it only one species and where 
did it originate? 

It is an imponderable question to ask when 
it first appeared on the east coast of Aus- 
tralia, but its spread north and south must 
have taken many thousands of years. But 
the time limit is fairly well fixed by the land 
bridge disappearance and the appearance of 
Dendrobium striolatum in Tasmania if the 
hypothesis is accepted. It should be, as in 
eastern Victoria where D. striolatum is found 
D. speciosum also usually is found. 

The face of Australia is continually chang- 
ing, and in south-eastern Australia it is being 
decimated for wood chips and farming. D. 
speciosum is not likely to disappear from the 
scene altogether, but it is rather sad to see 
the destruction in any part of the country 
of much of our native orchid flora. 

The year 1974 could well be termed the 
year of the Australian Dendrobium, because 
in almost every State they seemed to appear 
in cultivation more than in any other year. 

The questions asked about Dendrobium 
speciosum may also be relevant to many 
other Australian dendrobiums and in settling 
problems relating to one, much information 
about the others could emerge.

For the past three years it has been my 
privilege to lead a dedicated team of workers 
who comprise the executive officers of the 
Australian Orchid Council.

This 
is a tangible thing that comes under notice 
of growers throughout Australia but our hard- 
working Programme Director is still seeking 
more slide programmes for this very import- 
ant venture. 

A great deal of preliminary work has been 
done to establish “The Australian Orchid 
Foundation”, a very worthy project aimed 
at orchid conservation in a very broad sense. 
Not only orchid growers, but Australians as 
a whole owe a debt of gratitude to a very 
small group of men who through their 
original cash donations and much work have 
brought this into being. I would commend 
this as a worthy cause to all. 

I sincerely trust that the incoming officers 
of the A.O.C. will receive the same whole- 
hearted support that I and my team have 
received over these past three years.

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history in Australia was largely a matter for 
the professional collector, taxonomist, classi- 
fier and botanist. Once evolutionary relat- 
ionships had been established the classifica- 
tion of orchids became a cleaning up process 
that still goes on. There is still much discus- 
sion about niceties but it does not affect 
the mainstream of world thinking. 

Professional botanists, in Australia at any 
rate, have largely left the relatively small 
field of orchid taxonomy to the talented 
amateur. Useful work has been done in 
recent years by such professionals as the late 
Dr. Blake in Queensland, Mr. J. H. Willis 
in Victoria, Dr. A. S. George in West Aust- 
ralia, and Mr. D. Blaxell in N.S.W. 

First of the great amateurs was Robert 
David Fitzgerald, Deputy Surveyor-General 
of N.S.W. whose monumental work Austra- 
lian Orchids was published in parts during 
the years 1875 to 1894, the last part posthu- 
mously. This book is a milestone in orchid- 
ology. It inspired the Rev. H. Rupp, the 
great Dr. R. S. Rogers of South Australia, 
and that amateur-taxonomist-on-a-shoestring, 
William Henry Nicholls, whose 476 orchid 
paintings formed the basis for what is prob- 
ably the greatest orchid book printed this 
century: Orchids of Australia. The tradition 
they established has been carried on by Alick 
Dockrill with his work Australian Indigenous 
Orchids which thoroughly covers all Aust- 
ralian tropical epiphytes and terrestrials. A 
second volume covering the remainder is in 
preparation. There are several amateurs 
doing conscientious work to-day but the 
five mentioned are the greats of Australian 
orchid taxonomy. 

THE GROWING OF ORCHIDS FOR PLEASURE 

Horticultural orchidology was small scale 
and a preserve of the wealthy until fifty or 
so years ago. It was a very minor offshoot 
of the English Victorian era mania for 
orchids. Most Australians had neither the 
time nor the money for growing such luxuri- 
ously pampered plants and, in Sydney, garden 
growing was a matter of the odd “Rock 
Lily” (Dendrobium speciosum) or “Pink 
Rock Lily” (D. kingianum). A very few like

Fitzgerald and his friend Captain Broomfield 
had large bushhouses of native orchids. Cap- 
tain Broomfield as a seafarer, was able to 
bring back specimens from North Queens- 
land and the islands — even from as far 
away as Timor Laut. 

By the early twentieth century some quite 
large private collections were being estab- 
lished, some by English expatriates who 
brought their hobby with them, and some 
by the newly wealthy who had visited the 
English nurseries. 
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This growing interest was submerged 4 
while by the first World War but by the 
early 1920’s a few avid folk were enjoying 
the relaxation of growing orchids. These 
were mainly in Sydney and Melbourne, and 
points along the Queensland coast where 
the climate made growing an easy matter. 

Large basketfuls of assorted orchid species 
could then be imported from India and 
Burma for a few pounds. Early copies of the 
English Orchid Review carry Indian ad- 
vertisements on the lines ‘50 plants for £5”: 
The late Mrs. Rene Mahony remembers 
her father bringing in large quantities of 
orchids in this way, long before World Wat 
I. Many older growers recall such importations 
right up to World War II. 

They, and orchids imported from England, 
had to come by ship of course, taking many 
weeks and sometimes months to get here: 
They were bare canes or bulbs on arrival 
but a surprising large percentage responded 
to care, although it might take years to build 
up to the flowering stage. 

By the early twenties there were enoug! 
enthusiasts to seek each other out and dis 
cuss their plants and growing techniques: 
Eventually this led to more or less regulat 
meetings. 


THE VICTORIAN ORCHID CLUB 


Early in 1923 a small group which had

N.S.W. STARTS SOCIETY 

The Orchid Society of N.S.W. was foun- 
ded on the night of August 7th, 1934, just 
six months after the Queensland O.S., and 
within a year had just on a hundred mem- 
bers. The first meeting was at the home of 
Mr. T. H. James who became the first sec- 
retary, with his Honour Judge H. F. Markell 
as the first President. The two Vice-Presi- 
dent’s were Dr. C. A. Jaede and the distin- 
guished orchid taxonomist the Reverend H. 
M. R. Rupp. The genesis of the society goes 
back well before the above date to the years 
in which keen growers such as Messrs. N. 
MacDonald, J. Bissett, C. Cambourn, H. 
Trinder, L. Hawley, T. James, G. H. Slade 
and Dr. A. Burstal, used to meet in each 
others’ homes. 

Within three years the Society felt suffi- 
ciently strong to commence publishing the 
“A.O.R.”, the first issue appearing in Jan- 
uary, 1936 under the editorship of Mr. G. 
H. Slade. It was given substantial financial 
support by Mr. Slade’s father, who had long 








been an orchid enthusiast, and by Judge 
Markell. 

Unfortunately the financial resources of 
the young Society could not maintain the 
heavy expenses of establishing the journal, 
however the printers Messrs. Shepherd and 
Newman offered to continue as publishers 
in return for the equity. They carried. the 
““A.O.R.” for several years before it became 
a paying proposition. This firm had an excel- 
lent name for quality printing and from the 
first careful attention was given to print stan- 
dard and layout. Until 1965 almost the entire 
editing was carried out by the late Mr. Percy 
Gilbert and by Mr G. Hermon Slade, except 
for two brief periods, one when the late Mr. 
Bill Worth——who fathered my interest in 
orchids—was editor, the other a term by Mr. 
H. J. Lawler who is still happily engaged 
with orchids. 

Both Percy Gilbert and Hermon Slade had 
two spells each as editor and both have made 
a profound impact on orchid growing in Aus- 
tralia. In the case of Mr Slade this influence 
extends to New Guinea. 


They were both original members. Mr. 
Gilbert helped frame the first judging stan- 
dards and became a leading judge. He wrote 
two books of note: The Charm of Growing 
Orchids and Orchids, their Culture and 
Classification. 

The late Mr. Andrew Persson, famed for 
his early hyrbidising, was a hard-working 
member of the editorial committee for some 
years. Another orchidist, with perhaps the 
longest association with the journal, is Mr. 


Laeliocattleya Hertha ‘Wondabah’, AM/ 
OSNSW was another Award of the fifties 
in the Cattleya alliance. Mr. W. Potts 
won the Best Cattleya Class with it at 
the 1963 N.S.W. Spring Orchid Festival. 
Mr. Wally Potts was one of the growers 
involved in the pioneering of asmbioti¢ 
orchid culture in Australia. Cattleyas 
have always been popular in Queenslan 
where the climate suits their culturé 
without artificial heat. They now enjoy 
wide popularity in all States, particularly 
since it was found that summer an 
autumn flowering forms and_bifoliaté 
types bloom well with a relatively low 
level of heat during winter.

1949, the Club Committee handed a chequ® 
for this amount and purpose to the Chall 
man of the Botanic Gardens Board 9 
Trustees. Since then the Club has maintained 
close links with the Gardens and membe® 
have contributed heavily to its orchid colle 
tion.

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Adventure on the Comboyne 
GORDON HANSEN 


It is sad to hear of a fine stretch of orchid 
country falling to the axe. 

Vice-President Alwyn Flanagan of the 
Hasting River Orchid Society was quick to 
Teact when told of clearing going on at 
Tom’s Creek, an area on the Comboyne 
Plateau behind the New South Wales north 
Coast town of Wauchope. He promptly 
Organised a field day for members of the 
Hastings River Society with the object of 
Saving the native orchids from the coming 
urn-off. 

It was a perfect balmy Spring day when 

Stopped our vehicle at the Ellenborough 
River Bridge to await the rest of the party. 
A hum of anticipation filled the air as friends 
&teeted one another and made visitors wel- 
Come. Presently fifteen cars, trucks, and four- 
Wheel drives headed up Tom’s Creek Road 
With Alwyn in the lead. Cars were forced 
te stay well apart because the dust was thick 
with very little wind to carry it away. 

he road wound along the creek bed, 
through the farms and over grids, revealing 
Scenic facets of interest at every turn. Fascin- 
ating styles in gates intrigued, and letter- 
Oxes were made of any conceivable object 
Capable of holding mail and parcels and pro- 
tecting them from the elements. 

Suddenly, turning a blind bend we found 
Alwyn putting up a notice to indicate the 
arm turn-off for late comers. The farm road 
Proved a real driving test. First a dry creek 
bed, then a good steep nip full of pot holes, 
finally a one in four grade up a grassy knoll 
'o our parking spot. 

ere members of the group changed to 
Walking boots, arranged carrying bags, and 
Collected such tools as axes, saws, and 
ives, before heading up the mountain side 
‘oO where the brush and timber was being 
felled, 

Tt was a thrill to hear a friend call to an- 
Other to come and see a find, in sheer excite- 
Ment at discovering a rare or specimen size 
Plant. Tt was a pleasure to see members band 
‘ogether to help each other drag a particu- 
arly big fern or Dendrobium speciosum var. 
hillii onto the track. In such ways are the 
Onds of friendship welded. 

There were shrieks of delight as someone 


found a rare plant, or of fright as another 
slipped off a log or down a hole, even of 
pain as a luckless one came in contact with 
a stinging tree. 

Those out in front disturbed an old brushy 
tailed possum and it came ambling back 
right through the middle of the party, dis- 
appearing and re-appearing en route to an- 
other hiding place away from the noisy 
invaders. 

As our friend the possum vanished there 
was a cry of delight from two young children 
as a huge five foot long goanna climbed up 
a dead tree in similar flight. 

Soon the bags of many keen orchid 
growers started to bulge with fine specimens 
of D. speciosum v. hillii, Sarcochilus falcatus, 
Rhinerrhiza divitiflora the raspy root orchid. 
D. teretifolium, D. gracilicaule, D. gracilli- 
mum, D. linguiforme, sundry Bulbophyllum 
species including some fine specimens of B. 
elisae, and of course, plenty of the ubiquitous 
tangle root orchid Plectorrhiza tridentata. 
There were some truly remarkable elks and 
other ferns, including many sizes of Asplen- 
did nidas the Birdnest Fern. 

To think that all this splendour was des- 
tined for the flames until our coming! 

We dawdled back to the cars for a well 
earned lunch and much convivial fraternis- 
ing. These were magic moments when one 
could get to know fellow club members so 
much better than at a monthly meeting. 

At this stage curiosity impelled a count 
of heads, the total being 73 men, women, and 
children, plus five dogs. Vice-President Eric 
Nethery thanked everybody for coming and 
making “Operation save the orchids” such 
a success, with special thanks to our good 
friend Bob Latimore for letting us invade 
his farm. 

Some of us had the good fortune to be 
shown Bob’s private collection of outstand- 
ing native orchid specimen plants. 

After lunch the really eager enthusiasts 
went back to the brush to see what else they 
could collect. They all came back fully 
loaded. 

A few of us accepted Alwyn Flanagan’s 
kind invitation to inspect his fine collection 
of natives and hybrids. This meant going 
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back down the road four or five kilometres 
until we came to an old fridge which doubled 
as a mail box, then going up another fork 
of the creek about two kilometres to the 
farm. We crossed a paddock, went down a 
sudden dip, and onto a bridge with no hand- 
rails that looked anything but safe. 

On such a road one appreciates being the 
driver in spite of the rough spots and the 
need for care, for there were two more such 
bridges and six gates to negotiate. 

I am sure Alwyn’s parents thought they 
were being invaded by creatures from outer 
space. Their hospitality, and seeing Alwyn’s 
well grown natives shining with vigour and 
lustre, made the drive seem well worth the 
effort. 

The homestead is at about 500 metres 
elevation, at the head of a creek, with the 
Comboyne Plateau rising another 300 metres 
behind it. There are heavy frosts which 
apparently do not affect the natives, pro- 
tected as they are by shadecloth and the 
cover from a narrow leaved ficus. No doubt 
the good unpolluted air also helps them to 
flower profusely. 

A very happy and contented band of 
orchidists headed home after a wonderful 
day, and it was well after dark by the time 
we reached Wauchope. 

Contentment was matched with satisfac- 
tion at the knowledge that very many of the 
salvaged plants would survive to give enjoy- 
ment to many in years to come.

ORCHID POWER 
— John Biddle in Grafton Orchid World 

Much has been written on the effects of 
man upon orchids. May I draw your atten- 
tion for a while to the effects orchids have 
on man. 

We all know what a pleasure it is to grow 
orchids. The orchid flower is a thing of 
beauty and most thinking people will agree 
that beauty should be shared with others. 
Membership of an Orchid Society that 
holds a monthly meeting which incorporates 
the tabling and showing of flowering plants 
not only enables the orchid grower to share 
with others the beauty he has discovered in 
his flowers, but enables him to enjoy the 
beauty that others have to share. 

This willingness to share is one of the 
wonderful things I have discovered about 
the orchid growers whom I have met in my 
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own Society and who, through orchids, have 
become my firm friends. My own collection 
is based more on bits and pieces these 
friends have given me than what I have 
purchased from commercial sources. Believe 
me, these bits and pieces are not from the 
poor quality plants which would have been 
thrown away anyway, but from their best 
plants very often. This spirit of sharing may 
be summed up by the comment, “I have 
enjoyed growing this orchid, see what you 
can do with it”. 

When a grower makes a discovery of 
something in the way of orchid culture which 
benefits his orchids you might, judging from 
society in general, expect him to keep it to 
himself so that he can produce better quality 
blooms than his fellow members. Not so 
with our Orchid Society at least. Such know- 
ledge would immediately be shared so that all 
may benefit. The sharing of such knowledge 
he knows, together with the sharing of good 
quality material helps to upgrade the general 
quality of plants which the Orchid Society 
in general has to show. 

In such an environment even the most 
selfish person gradually learns the joy of 
sharing with others. 

The monthly tabling of plants is judged 
and winners are announced for the various 
sections, but there is a marked lack amongst 
the members of the so called spirit of com- 
petition. I feel that growers are mainly in- 
terested in just sharing the beauty of their 
orchids. The description of tabled plants 
helps their background knowledge of orchids. 
The judging helps them distinguish quality, 
but the beauty they appreciate is in the eye 
of the beholder. 

Our spring orchid show, too, is a sharing 
venture. Never once have I heard a person 
complain where or how his particular plant 
was placed. One might expect grumbles 
about someone not having his or her plant 
displayed so that it would capture the eye 
of the judge. If we can make a little profit 
from our Orchid Show to share with a deserv- 
ing cause so much the better. 

Yes, the orchid surely must have a secret 
perfume that strips the selfishness from man. 
Don’t you think? Flower Power Orchid

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Compatible Genera in a Cold Glasshouse 
GARTH LUKE 


_ Newcomers to the hobby of orchid grow- 
Ing invariably start off in Victoria by grow- 
Ing Cymbidiums. This is the logical way to 
Start because Cymbidiums are plentiful, 
Telatively cheap, easy to grow and easy to 
flower. They are also spectacular. Their 
Only fault, if I can call it one is that they 
grow into large plants and so take up much 
Valuable space within a glasshouse. 

Sooner or later comes the desire to try 
Something else, different types of orchids, 
Most growers start adding Australian Natives 
to the collection, again because they are 
Plentiful and cheap plus the added virtue of 
Nearly always being small plants, although 
SO are their flowers. Most of them are easier 
to grow than Cymbidiums, either grown on 
treefern slabs or grown in a coarse compost 
in pots. By this time the grower has a dual 
Collection, a lot of large plants and a lot of 
small plants, all of which flower at about the 
Same time during the main months of Sep- 
tember and October. Twelve months work 
or two months results and nothing for the 
Other ten! 

Having got to this stage I then proceeded 
ue Softcane Dendrobiums of which I now 
INE about 100 ranging in size from seedlings 
© mature plants. These seemed to fill the 
Size gap, being intermediate in size between 
Natives and cymbidiums. But all this did was 
to extend the flowering season out one more 
Month into November so in this respect they 
were not a great help. 

I was still not satisfied! I wanted more 
Orchids, different orchids, orchids in all 
shapes and sizes, that flowered at different 
Imes of the year, in different colours. Yet I 
Was bound by the disadvantage, so the ex- 
Perts said, of only having an unheated glass- 
Ouse. But it seemed to me that orchid 
Stowers who loved orchids should grow 
Raids} not just cymbidiums, natives and 
~oltcanes, Why should hobby growers need to 
Pecialise when the basic objective is to grow 
4 orchid well and flower it well so that it 
ne you, the grower, pleasure! I was sure 
aie there were plenty of other genera around 

er than the ones I had, that had attractive 
Owers, 

, Be I set out to find them and buy them 
Nd grow them, to a large extent ignoring 


advice that “you can’t grow that cold”, ex- 
cept when I knew that the plants required 
tropical type heat. Inevitably this led into 
genera that supposedly required some heat, 
i.e. intermediate growing conditions as well 
as other true cool growing orchids. 

Finding them was easy, out of books, at 
shows, at club meeting nights, every time 
making a mental note when I saw something 
I liked. Buying them was not easy! In one 
case it took me five years to finally buy one 
plant I really wanted and I have only seen 
it on sale again once. This obviously requires 
patience, but so does growing orchids, par- 
ticularly when the plant you do acquire 
happens to be pretty scruffy or just a seedling. 

Incidentally, starting off with a seedling 
of an intermediate type orchid is most prob- 
ably the best way as you have a chance of 
acclimatising the plant to your cold con- 
ditions provided you can get the plant un- 
scathed through the first winter without any 
artificial heat to help. Try to acquire these 
types of seedlings in the spring so that you 
at least have five to six months ef warm 
weather to get some size into the plant before 
the onset of winter. 

Growing them is relatively easy provided 
that you do not aspire to winning shows, 
because it must be said, that many of my 
plants will grow very much better with some 
heat. However, I am content to grow and 
flower them reasonably well. This is far more 
preferable than not trying to grow them at 
all! Generally speaking, there are two basic 
rules :— 

(1) If a plant does better with some heat 
in the winter (and you haven’t heat), then 
do not give it much water either. 

(2) Locate your warmth-loving plants in 
the warmest part of the glasshouse, i.e. at 
the north end where at least they get some 
residual warmth from the brick walls. 

My collection now includes 26 genera all 
growing cold in my Mt. Eliza glasshouse. 
The area I live in certainly helps as it is 
basically a frost-free area being so near the 
water surrounding the Mornington Peninsula 
but you should not accept this as a reason 
for not trying to grow these orchids yourself. 
You will never know unless you try yourself. 

The genera that I grow, in alphabetical 
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order, and the species only, are as follows — 

AERIDES vandarum — 

This is a cool-growing Aerides from the 
Himalayas with white two inch flowers. 

ARPOPHYLLUM alpinum, giganteum — 
Again basically cool-growing from Mexico 
but they would do better with some heat. 
The spike on A. giganteum is 10”-12” tall 
covered with a mass of small pink flowers. 

BIFRENARIA harrisoniae — 

Quite a common plant from Brazil, easy to 
grow but difficult to flower. 

BULBOPHYLLUM crassifolium, gadgarense, 

macphersonii, wadsworthii — 

A group of small growing and small 
flowered Australian natives. 

CATTLEYA bicolor, bowringiana, crispa, 

forbesii, harrisoniae, intermedia, loddigessi, 

Portia, walkeriana, warneri, walteriana — 
These are all Bifoliate Cattleyas that 
obviously will grow better with heat but 
they will grow and flower cold. 

Lately, there have been many hybrids 
with these parents and Laelias on the 
market. There are about 70 such hybrids 
in my collection. Mainly small seedlings. 

COELOGYNE cristata, fimbriata, flaccida — 
C. cristata from India is the best known 
and most freely available but the other 
two are cool-growing as are many other 
Coelogynes. 

CYMBIDIUM madidum, suave — 

Both Australian natives C. madidum being 
easy to grow cold and C. suave being just 
possible, particularly with a small piece 
to start with. Many other Cymbidium 
species of the small flowered type can be 
grown, particularly the Japanese, Chinese 
and Taiwanese species. 

DENDROBIUM chrysanthem, farmerii, flavi- 

florum, loddigesii moschatum, thyrsiflorum, 

tosaense — 
Deliberately omitted are the Nobile types 
and the Australian natives. These species 
above are more the hardcane Indian type 
D. flaviflorum and D. tosaense are native 
to Taiwan. All will do better with some 
heat. 

EPIDENDRUM ciliare, falcatum, porpax — 
These are three different kinds of Epiden- 
drums, all worth trying but again they 
would really prefer some heat. 

LAELIA anceps, autumnalis, cinnabarina, 

flava, gouldiana, pubescens pumila, purpurata, 

superbiens — 
L. anceps and its varieties are the best 
known and grown but L. autumnalis and 
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L. gouldiana are also easy. The others 
prefer some warmth but can be grown in 
with the bifoliate cattleyas. 


LYCASTE cruenta, deppei 
Just about all Lycaste species and hybrids 
grow cool and growers should at least have 
a couple in their collection. They require 
a lot of shade in the summer months. 

MAXILLARIA picta, sulphura, tenuifolia — 
All cool-growing plants, culture similar to 
Lycastes. 


NEOFINITIA. falcata 
From Japan, a small cool-growing plant. 
Miniature white Agraecum type flowers. 


ODONTOGLOSSUM citrosmum, grande, 
pulchellum — 
All cool-growing orchids, the latter being 
reasonably common. 
ONCIDIUM excavatum, flexuosum, 
pulvinatum — 
Many Oncidium species and hybrids can 
be grown cold, their bright coloured flowers 
in autumn and summer really enhance a 
glasshouse. 
PAPHIOPEDILUM harrisianum, insigne, 
villosum — 
These three in particular are easy to grow 
in a cold glasshouse and all are common 
and easily obtainable. There are however, 
some other species and hybrids worth try- 
ing provided you are careful with the water 
in the winter months. 
PHAIUS tankervilliae 
An Australian native, easy to grow but 
hard to flower cold. 
PLEIONE formasona — 
From Taiwan, I only have this one species 
but wish I had others such as hookeriana, 
humilis, praecox, pricei, etc. There is an 
alba variety of P. formosona called variety 
nivea that is very much worth having. All 
these species are true cool-growing orchids. 
PROMENEA xathina (syn citrina), 
stapelioides — 
These are amongst my favourite orchids, 
easy to grow, a mass of flowers in a small 
pot, but not very common in cultivation. 
They require shade and hate being 
disturbed. 
PTEROSTYLIS longifolia — 
A native greenhood collected at Dromana 
there are many others easy to grow, all 
make up a good display in a six inch pot. 
RANGACRIS amariensis — 
A rare species from South Africa with 
small pure white flowers having a four inch 
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spur. My unflowered seedlings seem very 
happy growing under cold conditions. 


SARCOCHILUS falcata, fitzgeraldii, ceciliae, 

artmannii, olivaceous — 
All cool-growing natives and all real gems. 
A good potful of fitzgeraldii or hartmannii 
Is a real sight to behold and all orchid 
growers should have these easily grown 
and freely available species in their 
collections. 


SOPHRONITIS grandiflora — 
This is definitely a cool-growing plant and 
my three unflowered seedlings are pro- 
gressing quite happily. A very small plant 
with a comparatively very large three inch 
brilliant scarlet flower, a real gem and a 
real must.

Acknowledgements to the Victorian Orchid Club Bulletin 
JIM RENTOUL 


For people with unheated glasshouses or 
poorly heated glasshouses, the cultivation of 
miscellaneous orchids consists mainly of see- 
ing them through the winter. At this time of 
the year, it is best to make decisions about 
passing out those genera which flower in 
the winter, because it is only with the summer 
flowering and possibly to a lesser extent the 
autumn flowering plants, that any degree of 
success will be obtained. The wintering of 
the others is best approached by putting 
them where they will not be watered too 
frequently or suffer from cold draughts. The 
part that usually gives trouble first, is the 
root system because it must be persuaded to 
enter dormancy, and that is not easy with 
any orchids not used to this state in their 
habitat. 


In genera such as Oncidiums originating 
from temperate areas, the usual state of the 
plant is continual growth and the root system 
is almost permanent. It must be expected that 
some or all of the system will decay in the 
Victorian climate in dormancy, but the aim 
should be toward a quick recovery in spring. 
Sphagnum moss is one of the best indicators 
and root propagators we have in our cultural 
range. At the onset of the cold weather and 
the need to rest a plant, a pad of sphagnum 
moss should be placed under the newest part 
of the plant even if it means digging out 
some of the potting material to insert it. This 
pad will go white if the plant is kept too dry, 
and dark green if the plant is allowed to 
become too wet. That is the point of no 
return, so it must be avoided. As soon as the 
moss pad becomes whitish green and not just 
pale green, the plant should be taken down 
and thoroughly wetted, not just hosed and 
sprayed. This should be done in the morning 
and preferably on a day when there is 
sufficient sun and warmth in the glasshouse 
to dry the plant before night with the compost 
only moist. The plant should again be put 
out of reach of the hose until such time as 
the moss again becomes whitish green, when 
the process is repeated. About once every 
month, the plant should be allowed to dry 
out completely, and it is unwise to try any 
fertilizers in this enforced dormancy. 


This form of culture may be painstaking, 
but it is commonsense and may be applied to 
a number of genera which otherwise could 
not be grown at all. It is applicable to all 
forms of potting material, but it is important 
that the plants so treated be put where they 
cannot get any general wetting when the 
glasshouse is sprayed. Winter spraying of 
the surroundings should be kept going all 
through the year, and as long as air can 
circulate into and out of the glasshouse in 
winter, little harm to most orchids will occur. 
One thing which should be remembered, how- 
ever, is that it is wetness on the leaves that 
usually makes the black patches and not lack 
of warmth. 

Growing orchids without heat even in many 
of the warmer areas of the country is a differ- 
ent proposition to growing in heated or even 
warmed conditions. Individual treatment is 
much more necessary and it is unwise to try 
to build up a large collection of miscellaneous 
orchids if you intend to continue cold culture. 
Watch those plants in plastic pots. Even 
sphagnum moss cannot tell you all about 
what goes on in them. 

PICTURE WINDOWS 

Window culture is a big trend in America. Any 
Australians tried? If you’d like to give it a go get 
the June, 1974 issue of American O.S. Bulletin, 
p. 516, and read “Orchid Culture at the Window” 
by Charles Marden Fitch. Idea is to not only grow 
adaptable ones in the window but to rotate ones 
from your orchid house so you can enjoy them 
more while in full flower. 

BE CONVERTED TO STANHOPEAS 

Are you one of those who turn up their nose at 
Stanhopes? See the light — or rather the colour 
photos of Costa Rican species published in the 
May-June, 1974 issue of Orchid Digest. You'll bé 
asking yourself: “Where can I get some babies 0 
those”. Except for S. tigrina they are hard to get 
in Australia but worth the chasing. Most do well 


with intermediate conditions and some grow cool.

In N.S.W., the Forestry Department has 
been the biggest despoiler, and to date the 
N.S.W. Wildlife Service has been the most 
‘gid prohibitionist. The Forestry Department 
will dogmatically enforce the law and pro- 
Secute anyone removing orchids from felled 
trees, yet a few days later put a fire through 
the area. 


We must uphold the law but we can solicit 
to have it changed. However, a change which 
Simply allows people to collect indiscrimi- 
Nately is obviously open to abuse. Nearly all 
ee who would collect would not know 
Ow to grow their booty. This applies to 

Nurseries” as Mrs. Probert’s letter shows. 

The answer could be in tighter control of 
Nurseries and prohibition of the sale of plants 
which are not established.

The Editor, 

I am in a state of shock!!! Over the past three 
months here on the Gold Coast I have heard and 
seen some of the most disheartening sights any 
lover of native orchids could possibly see, e.g. 

Cymb. suave potted in pure sand. 

Cymb. madiium mounted on pine board. 

Dend. beckleri marked as “Teritogofolium” (must 
be a new breed ha ha). 

Dend. tetragonum marked as Ironbark. 

Dend. kingianum as an epiphyte. 

Dend. speciosum marked as ‘Lily of the Valley’. 
_ Dend. aemulum potted in sand... and so the 
list goes on. Also, the average price for these was 
around $3, and some were even mounted by using 
nails, wire and staples through the plant itself. I 
your estimate that 75% of the specimens were 
dead. 

I saw this at nurseries marked “Native Plant 
Specialists”. ’ 

It is a shame to see our native plants and orchids 
exploited in this way, but I will give them some 
credit they were eager to identify their specimens 
correctly. One proprietor informed me she got 
her supplies from a pafk ranger who would give 
her any amount of natives she wanted — shudder, 
so much for our protective laws. 

Another informed me he had made six trips into 
southern N.S.W. and denuded an entire area of 
Sarc. australis in an endeavour to grow it here. 

I found these conditions at three nurseries here 
on the Coast, I am sure this situation is not con- 
fined to this area. Is there anyway some control 
can be used in rectifying this situation or an 
authority to give the necessary data on growing 
native flora, or before too long we will reach a 
stage where natives will only be seen in botanical 
gardens and this would be a great shame for 
civilisation to reach such .a-stage.

and policed. Can Orchid Societies, Councils, 
Lions and Jaycees, combine to create them? 

In Queensland, control is apparently 
negligible and we have the spectacle of 
Queensland orchids being sold in N.S.W. 
chain stores in a dead or half-dead state. 
Many were species which can only be 
grown in a heated glasshouse in the southern 
States. One retailer advertised the assorted 
mess in a newspaper with a drawing of a 
cattleya flower. A letter from the O.S. of 
N.S.W. protesting, and offering free advice 
on culture upon request, went unanswered. 

While he was Conservation Chairman of 
the A.O.C. Mr. John Evans laid a sound 
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framework for conservation policy. The fact 
that the present Chairman, Mr. G. Hunter, 
is a Queenslander indicates that some pro- 
gress may be made in obtaining Queensland 
Government interest. Mr. D. Fenton of 
Mackay, with the help of the Mackay Orchid 
Discussion Group, has codified an excellent 
case for more ecological reserves. 

The O.S. of N.S.W. in January, 1974, 
appointed its own Conservation Chairman, 
Mr. Wal Upton, who is a native grower and 
amateur botanist. He is backed by a strong 
committee. 

There are no easy answers to any con- 
servation problems. What is apparent is that 
negative attitudes among government depart- 
ments, in our Societies, and in ourselves, 
get us nowhere. If you have ideas of a prac- 
tical nature and are prepared to work for 
them or help finance them — then contact:

COMMONSENSE ON CONSERVATION 

India too is faced with vast conservation prob- 
lems as population grows and pressure is placed 
upon resources. Well known writer and_ orchid 
grower, Mr. Ganesh Mani Prahan, of West Bengal 
has an article Orchid Conservation in India in the 
February, 1974 issue of “American Orchid Society 
Bulletin”, page 135 in which he describes conditions 
we can recognise as applying also to Australia. 

Of felled areas he says, “Many of the fast- 
growing timber trees are types which mature in 
40 to 60 years. It takes a 100 years for a sizeable 
orchid population to build up and before this can 
happen, the forest is ready for harvesting”. 

Again, “The Department of Forests in . . . West 
Bengal has started a commercial orchid project 

. it has declared certain forest areas as Orchid 
Reserves from which no orchids may be collected 

. before certain forest areas are felled the 
authorities will collect all orchids from that area 
and remove them to either the commercial orchid 
area or io the Reserves”. 

Mr. Prahan paints a dreadful picture of what is 
taking place in the destruction of natural habitats. 
He makes suggestions worthy of careful study. Read 
his article. 


e Propagation Corner 

“Tojoi” in Blue Mountains O.S. Bulletin 

Of course nothing need ever be thrown 
away, and we would be soon overwhelmed in 
a sea of waste that would choke our cities 
and soon make our world untenable. 

However, some of us may be throwing 
away a valuable means of extending our 
collections without resorting to seed growing, 
back cutting or plant division. 

I’m talking about those seemingly dead- 
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looking canes of your dendrobiums, soft- 
woods or hardwoods. The odd cane of a 
bi-foliate cattleya and the bulbs of some of 
our natives such as D. speciosum or D. 
ruppianum. 

All of these may add valuable additions 
to our collections by the simple method of 
just putting them in a jar of water, putting 
them away in the bush house and forgetting 
them for a month or two except for adding 
a little water every now and then. 

I keep the water level to about a quarter 
of the way up the old cane, but as yet have 
not experimented to see if the addition of a 
fertilizer would make a difference. 

To date, a half dozen softwood canes 
put up in December have provided a flock 
of aerials, a couple of pseudo bulbs of 
D. ruppianum which had done nothing in 
a pot for two years, have sprouted a really 
healthy aerial with a strong root growth. An 
unknown cattleya cane has put out a strong 
new growth, and Dendrobium bigibbum canes 
have produced strong growths in three or 
four weeks. 

The one oddity is the cane of D. bigibbum 
which instead of growing a new aerial has 
produced a healthy flower spike with two 
juicy buds which are now on the point of 
flowering. 


GROW PAPHS 

—Ena Barnes in Tasmanian O.S. Bulletin 

Although these plants are often overlooked 
by beginners they are fascinating plants with 
various good points in their favour, such as 
compactness, durable flowers, extensive flower- 
ing season, and ease of transport to shows. 

Pests are relatively few if the glasshouse is 
kept tidy. There could be occasional trouble 
with woolly aphid, mealy bug and scale, but 
this can soon be fixed by a suitable insecticide 
spray as needed. 

Grow the plants in about 50% shade with 
no direct sun, good ventilation, and in a well- 
drained but fine compost which will retain 
some moisture. The following blend, with the 
largest pieces about 4” in diameter, is good: 
two parts chopped bark, one part she-oak 
needles and gum leaves, one part charcoal, and 
two parts peat moss. 

Use crocks in the bottom quarter of the pot. 
Do not pot too tightly to ensure against root 
damage. Stake plants if necessary to prevent 
wobble. Potting should be carried out anuually 
if possible.

This little gem from Brazil deserves far 
More representation in amateur collections 
than it at present enjoys. It has lots going 
for it in that it asks for little in the way of 
attention, doesn’t overwhelm for space, is 
Most floriferous and rewards one with a 
Very pleasing perfume. 


Growth habit is neat. My plant is growing 
On a tree fern slab approximately 12cm x 
6cm x 2cm thick which has practically dis- 
appeared under the mass of roots. At the 
ume of writing (2nd July, 1975) it has ten 
fully open spikes, each 30 cm long and carry- 
Ing in excess of forty blooms to the spike. 


Individual flowers are an attractive soft 
green, the colour being further highlighted 
by a small splash of crimson in the throat. 

Verage length of the unusually shaped 
lowers is around 2cms and they are carried 
©n unusually long stems which extend at 
tight angles to the main spike and show them 
to the best advantage. The colour of the 
Particularly long lasting flowers will change 
to greenish-yellow as they age. 


Culturally I am no expert, from memory 
My plant was already mounted on its tree 
€rn host when it was given to me. By good 
uck I simply hung it on the side of a terra- 
Cotta pot containing an adult cattleya which 
Was in turn hanging quite close to the glass 
In the mildly heated section of the house. 

8ain by good fortune Gomesa was hung 
with a south westerly aspect where it is 
Protected by the pot from the full force of 
the sun through the 52% shade cloth but 
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at the same time enjoys quite a bright spot. 
Work that one out! 

The plant obviously appreciated its posit- 
ion and for this reason has never been swap- 
ped around. It enjoys good air circulation 
in that it is in the fringe area of a constantly 
moving fan and through the summer has the 
added advantage of being only a metre away 
from an open screened door. 


It shows a definite affinity for the terra- 
cotta pot, the rather profuse aerial root sys- 
tem having shaped itself to the outline of 
the pot. However, as the plant is watered — 
by dipping in a bucket containing very weak 
fertiliser through the summer, the roots do 
not normally have the opportunity to ad- 
here to the pot. Neglect it for a few days in 
the summer and you have a different story, 
with many root tips clinging to the pot and 
being lost when you again separate the two. 

I am of the opinion that whilst the pot 
does not in any way act as a host it does 
provide a cool moist root run, particularly — 
in the summer. This must be beneficial to 
the plant. 

To summarise, mount your Gomesa on a 
small piece of tree fern, hang it in a bright 
spot away from full sun and give plenty of 
water and weak fertiliser through the grow- 
ing season. Keep it warm and slightly moist 
after flowering until new growth commences 
and you will be rewarded with a highly 
floriferous well behaved specimen plant 
which does not over run the glass house.

A Summary of events leading up to the 
formation of the 


“AUSTRALIAN 
ORCHID FOUNDATION” 


Following an exchange of conversation 
and correspondence emanating from Mr. G. 
Herman Slade and Gerald McCraith in 
August, 1973, expressing the possibility of 
forming an Australian Orchid Collection that 
Could be of National importance to all in- 
terested in any form of science incorporating 
Orchid species. 


After some thought, a document was pre- 
Pared to be presented to. the Australian 
Orchid Council’s Annual Meeting in Ade- 
laide 1973, seeking leave or interest to pre- 
Pare a feasibility study of such a project 
that could be presented at the next Annual 
Meeting of the A.O.C. 


This document was given publicity through 
the Australian Orchid Review, and subse- 
quently, an amount of correspondence was 
Teceived from various parts of Eastern Aus- 
tralia, that ranged from Rye in Victoria to 

therton in the North, 2,000 miles away. 
Each expressing various forms of interest and 
€nthusiasm in this project in its many seg- 
Ments. One feature of the correspondence 
was the number of letters expressing their 
€nthusiasm and support, and also their alarm 
Of the native Orchids that were very visible 
Only a few years ago, now they walk many 
Miles of the same country without finding 
any of these once plentiful species. ; 


During the period of study, it soon became 
very obvious that many problems would be 
associated with the implementation of this 
Very desirable project. Subsequently, a com- 
Prehensive report was prepared and presented 
‘o the Annual Meeting of the Australian 
Orchid Council held in Brisbane in Sep- 
tember, 1974. After acceptance, it was re- 
Solved “that a sub-committee be formed to 
Seek ways and means of establishing this 
©xciting project”. A sub-committee from the 
Orchid Society of New South Wales have 
Undertaken the task of proceeding with this 
Venture of National Orchid Collections. 


As it was envisaged that a period of time 


May elapse before a practical scheme could 
© outlined, it was felt that something prac-

Bright F uture for Growers 


Early this year Mr. Hermon Slade and 
Mr. Gerald MacCraith, with other progres- 
sives founded the Australian Orchid Foun- 
dation for the express purpose of assisting 
further orchid progress. The ultimate target 
is a National Orchid Collection. Investiga- 
tions to this end are now proceeding and 
interesting news is expected soon. 

Future Australian Conferences will be 
bigger because four. weeks’ annual leave 
makes it easier for growers to organise a 
week’s holiday at the right time. 

Hybridisers will seek to increase flower 
yields per pot to help exporters meet rising 
costs. Our lead in the pure colour cymbidium 
field is likely to be extended to minicyms, 
in which field Mr. Syd Monkhouse is 
working. Mr. Kevin McFarlane, of Cairns, 
is at present ahead of the world with inter- 
sectional breeding of dendrobiums, but the 
best is yet to come and other growers will 
take up this challenge. 

There is a whole story to be written about 
the growth of organised regionalism, 
exemplified now by the Tropical Queensland 
Orchid Council, and the Tasmanian and 
N.S.W. bi-annnual Regional Conferences. 
This type of get-together will grow. 

Although the details of the future may 
be obscure the general trend is for benefit 
to everyone who grows orchids for a hobby.

The open type display is different to our 
Australian concepts and would probably lose 
Points under our standards. No doubt we 
Na see some interesting compromises 
tween the two styles in our future displays. 

In the private grower section, heavy wood 


blocks held up peat beds in which orchid 
pots could be covered and hidden. 

Every Australian who saw the Show was 
impressed by the high quality of the pink 
phalaenopsis. The new crosses in pinks are 
as big and floriferous as the whites. 


Another group which made a strong visual 
impression was the Wilsonara, a compara- 
tively new hybrid genus. The first Wilsonara 
was registered only in 1965 by the late Mr. 
David Sanders, and there were only six more 
such registrations up to 1970. It is a com- 
pound of Cochlioda x Odontoglossum x 
Oncidium, and has good odontoglossum 
shape combined with startling colours. 


To date the Wilsonara group has not been 
seen at our shows in Australia but they im- 
pressed so many who saw them that you can 
be sure they will be before long.

TASMANIAN ORCHID SOCIETY d 

The Tasmanian Orchid Society began in 
February, 1947, as the Hobart Orchid Club 
and with only ten members. By February, 
1953, its influence had spread throughout 
the island and the name was changed to 
Tasmanian Orchid Society. Mr. H. J. Exley 
was foundation President. and initial Tas- 
manian Editorial Associate for “A.O.R.” 

Shows started in 1951, and now Autumn, 
Winter, and Spring Shows are held each 
year, together with a display at the Royal 
Hobart Show. 

Mr. Chris Nicholas and his wife Phyllis 
have both served terms as President and, 
together with Mr. Len Clark of Launceston, 
Mrs. Jean Nanscawen, the present President 
Mr. Gerry Reid, and stalwart Secretary 
Mr. John Longden, have helped build the 
Society into an important element in the 
Tasmanian community. 

THE GREAT SURGE FORWARD 

Although the founding of State Societies 
and Clubs generated some influx of new 
growers the major public awareness of the 
hobby arose from a combination of fortui- 
tous circumstances. 

The first circumstance was the unfortunate 
war. The wonderful old English nurseries

where breeding lines had been established 
for sixty or seventy years had suddenly to 
reduce their stock for such reasons as staff 
shortage, fuel rationing and the need to 
convert their glasshouses to food produc- 
tion. Thus they sent tens of thousands of 
their best seedlings overseas, mainly to the 
United States and Australia at sacrificial 
prices. 

The second circumstance was the flush of 
ready money around after the war, and the 
third the rise of the export market. 

All these factors led to the rapid growth 
of small local societies all over Australia, and 
particularly in New South Wales and 
Queensland. In N.S.W. cymbidium growers 
fiourished because this was the export centre, 
in fact 90 per cent of the export market 
comes from the area Wollongong to New- 
castle. Queensland, with its wonderful tropi- 
cal climate, was a natural area for the pure 
hobbyist because conditions there make it 
easy to grow a wide range of genera. 

In the thirties the English nurseries had 
started using such cymbidium parents as 
C. Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt,’ C. Paulwelsii 
‘Magnificum’ and C. Paulwelsii ‘Comte de 
Hemptine,’ C. Ceres ‘F. J. Hanbury,’ and 
C. Rosanna ‘Pinkie’. The significance of 
tetraploids was then not fully realised and, 
of course, many of the seedlings that came 
to Australia had one or more tetraploids as 


parents. Some of the seedlings developed as 


chance tetraploids themselves. 

Around the end of the war many of thesé 
expatriates were at the flowering stage and 
a large number showed themselves to be 10 
world class. 


Cymbidium Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt’ bred | 


by the late Mr. H. G. Alexander and un- 
doubtedly the most famous cymbidium stud 
plant of all time was parent to the famous 
grex C. Swallow, hundreds of which camé 
to Australia around 1940. 

C. Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt’ was a chance 
tetraploid from an inspired crossing of C: 
Eburneo-lowianum and C. insigne ‘San- 
derae’. This superb chance tetraploid passed 
on to its progeny wonderful shape, textur¢ 


’ and floriferousness. The latter not always 


in full measure because of the C. eburneut! 


influence. Its genes lacked only real colout; | 


the flowers of its descendants being pre 
dominantly cream or white. 


The C. Swallow cross was first made from | 


C. Alexanderi ‘Westonbirt’ and C. Pauwels! 
‘Magnificum’ to produce a whole range 0 
whites and yellows better than anything 
known up to that time. Famous Australiat 
clones of the cross were ‘Soulangeana,, 
‘Daffodil,’ ‘Magnolia,’ ‘Bellevue,’ ‘Patricia 
— in fact, the number of clonal names 
given could be hundreds. 

A remake using C. Paulwelsii ‘Comte d¢ 
Hemptine’ produced many pink Swallows such 
as ‘Kingsford’ and ‘Del Ray.’ Between 1939 
and 1958 the R.H.S. and societies in the 
United States and Australia gave 34 awards 
to clones of C. Swallow, nine of them being 
HCC’s from the Orchid Society of N.S.W: 

The earliest C. Swallow Award in N.S.W: 
was to Dr. J. A. Vote, in 1945, for the flush 
pink flower ‘Hebe.’

Odontoglossum Sunfly ‘Glenda Raymond’, FccC/voc 
was an early Award (1953) by the Victorian 
Orchid Club to Mr. R. Bruce Hogg. Very few of 
this genus have been awarded. This worthy example 
is indicative of the Victorian interest in a wide 
range of genera. Odontoglossums do well in Victoria 
if kept cool in summer. 


C. Girrawheen clones. 

The rise of the Girrawheens is a Cinderella 
story, their fall as sudden as a stock market 
collapse. Old growers thing back on this 
epoch-making grex with nostalgia. 

The Girrawheens were among a_ large 
batch of migrant siblings brought to Sydney 
at the beginning of World War II by the 
late Mr. Carrington Deane. Their parentage 
C. Flamenco x C. lowianum did not look 
auspicious and they attracted no interest. 
Further there were only about 14 in the 
batch. 

Yet most of these 14 became the status 
symbols of the great cymbidium boom that 
raged for nearly 20 years following the 
war’s end. 

C. Girrawheen ‘Enid’ earned a FCC for 
the late Dr. Keith Kirkland in 1941, and 
an HCC for Mr. R. Brownsell in 1947. 
C. Girraween ‘Gloria’ grown by Mr. Deane, 
was awarded an AM in 1945, also a 
ucc/voc for Mrs. W. Wright in 1958, and 
the clone ‘Red Star’ a Hcc/osNsw for Mr. 
Alan Birdsall in 1952. Other distinctive 
Girrawheen clones were ‘Zenzi,’ Elaine,’ and 
‘Cronulla.’ 

‘Enid’ and ‘Gloria,’ together with C. Dor- 
chester ‘Jeanette,’ dominated the show 
championships right up to the early sixties. 
‘Gloria’ is still seen occasionally but most 
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growers who keep up with the trend have 
long since put ‘Enid’ to the incinerator. 
THE GREAT CYMBIDIUM BOOM 

The availability of many champion type 
cymbidium clones, plus the rash of competi- 
tive shows organised by the now great 
number of firmly established societies, 
coincided with a period of mighty spending 
power. Savings accumulated during the war 
when goods were scarce, and after the war 
when demand sent wages and prices soaring. 
For a time, dealing in orchids became almost 
as frenetic as the Dutch tulip boom of over 
200 years ago. The Dutch got to the point 
of selling one hundredth or even one 
thousandth of a share in one bulb before 
the inevitable collapse. 

The boom centred mainly in Sydney, and 
to some extent in Melbourne, and on balance 
did much more good than harm. It attracted 
people to growing cymbidiums, and _ ulti- 
mately other orchid genera, inspired more 
importations of quality plants from England 
and the U.S.A., ensured the rise of local 
nurseries and hybridisers, stimulated the 
founding and growth of suburban and town 
societies, and laid the ground for an active 
flower export industry. 

It ended not with a bang or a whimper 
but like the gradual descent of a plane to 
a safe, sure landing. 

RISE OF THE AFFILIATES 

During the fifties new societies germinated 
like seeds in a nutrient-rich flask. Of course, 
some few are older than this and some few 
are brand new. 

The Orchid Society of N.S.W. has over 
fifty affiliated societies, Queensland more

than thirty, the Victorian Orchid Club has 
five, Tasmanian Orchid Society three, and 
the South Australian Orchid Club at least 
six. Although there is only one suburba! 
societies in Perth the Orchid Society of W.A: 
has at least three country groups under its 
wing, and also an active native orchid group: 

Native growers are catered for by the 
Australian Native Orchid Society, which has 
two groups in Sydney, one in Melbourne, an 
others in Newcastle and Toowoomba. Theré 
is also the Queensland Native Orchid Society 
in Brisbane, which boasts as well a Speciés 
Orchid Society.

_ AUSTRALIAN ORCHID REVIEW, SEPTEMBER, 1975 


The spread of organised societies has 
Mainly been along the areas most suitable 
to the natural growth of orchids. By sheer 
fluke of nature Sydney has proved one of 
the world’s best areas for growing hybrid 
Cymbidiums without the need for heated 
glasshouses. The Queensland coastal strip is 
Ideal for cattleyas, dendrobiums, vandas and 
Other warm growers. It is natural therefore 
that along the N.S.W. and Queensland coasts 
here are societies in just about all major 
towns, with eighteen in Sydney and around 
ten in Brisbane. 

Victorian and Tasmanian growers are able 
to grow a wide range of genera too, but 
glasshouse and some winter heat are neces- 
Sary for most of them, albeit there are some 
Cold growing genera like odontoglossums and 
Masdevallias which do very ‘well in these 
Cooler climates. 

South Australia and West Australia also 
have climatic problems but hobbyists have 
learnt to adapt growing conditions to suit 
_ Nearly all genera. For years there has been 
4n active society at Whyalla which has only 
4 250mm (10 in) annual rainfall, and there 
are other dry area societies at Mildura in the 
xtreme north-west of Victoria and at Mt. 
Sa in Queensland. At the other extreme are 
the growers of the Tamworth Orchid Society 
Who must contend with frost and snow. This 
applies to growers at Canberra, Bathurst and 

Tange where there are, as yet, no societies. 

No matter what conditions apply in their 
Ometown areas growers have responded 
Ngeniously to creating micro-climates suit- 
able to growing the genera they like. Anyone 
Who would like to grow orchids but considers 
their local conditions difficult should check 
to see whether there is a society active in 
4n area similar to their own and then contact 

€ secretary for advice. Addresses of most 
SOcieties can be found in the June issue of 

A.O.R.” 

The cymbidium boom hardly touched 

ueensland because this genus required a 
Marked night temperature drop to grow and 
Ower well. In high areas like Toowoomba 
and even the Atherton Tableland they do 
Well, and around Brisbane they can be made 
to flower by night watering. 

._ The price boom in cymbidiums tapered off 
' the mid-sixties and by then nearly one 
hundred orchid societies were active through- 
Sut Australia. All have established a social 
Pattern of value to their communities, 
Providing not only a healthy and engrossing 
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pastime for many but, through society 
shows, entertainment for the public. Many 
have used their shows to raise money for a 
local charity. 

At first, all shows were held in halls with 
admission charged, and while orchids were 
still a novelty this tended to meet expenses 
with something left over for charities. For 
many years the Orchid Society of N.S.W. 
and the Victorian Orchid Club were able to 
run massive Orchid Festivals in their respec- 
tive Town Halls, but lately the tendency has 
been to have shows in shopping complexes 
on the principle that orchids should be 
presented to as wide an audience as possible. 

In those centres where cymbidiums had 
dominated culture the end of the boom 
meant a greater interest in other genera. 
Growers came to realise that a mixed collec- 
tion of genera could mean flowers right 
through the year. Fortunately, many nur- 
series had grown to the point where they 
could cater for this demand. 


ORCHID FLOWER EXPORT 


Mr. J. Mitchell, of Kogarah, N.S.W., was 
the man who pioneered the export of cym- 
bidium flowers. It was not an easy business 
and early exporters had to learn by their 
mistakes, while those without merchandising 
or exporting knowledge were quickly forced 
out of business. Nevertheless, by 1960, — 
Australia was earning about $60,000 from 
flower exports and this has grown steadily 
since. ray 

In those early years Mrs. Enid Prende- 
gast was second only to Mr. Mitchell as a 
flower exporter. 

The big exporters today rely on small 
suppliers as well as their own production. 
The largest is Mr. Norm Loader, of Dural, 
N.S.W. Others are Mr. B. Schwartz, Mr. 
H. J. Lawler, Mr. Alvin Bryant, Mr. H. 
Bond, Mr. L. Sasso, Mr. Habel, Mr. and 
Mrs. Gulbis, and a few others including a 
couple of co-operative organisations. All of 
these are in N.S.W., which State provides 
about 90 per cent of the export flowers. 
Small but increasing quantities come from 
the Melbourne and Adelaide areas. 

Growth of the flower export market gave 
small growers the opportunity to make some 
money from their hobby. Rejection of 
flowers by exporters gave them a positive 
incentive to improve quality and, conse- 
quently, they turned to nurseries for seed- 
lings and plant divisions which gave promise 
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During a recent visit to Bangkok we were fortunate in seeing hundreds 
upon hundreds of Vandas and Ascocendas in bloom. Practically all were 
top world class in a wide range of almost unbelievable colours. 

We were able to purchase mother flasks of this stock and we are now 
offering replated flasks at sensible prices and we confidently anticipate 
that many award winners will eventuate.

GROWTH OF THE NURSERIES 
The demand for better export cymbidiums, 
a wider range of genera, and for hybrid 
seedlings with show and award potential, 
has been responsible for the growth of such 
Nurseries as Wondabah, founded by the late 
Mr. Leo Giles, Adelaide Orchids, where Mr. 
Sydney Monkhouse holds dominion, and for 
the establishment by McBean’s of England 
of an Australian offshoot in Melbourne 
under the direction of Mr. Russell Martin. 
Or a time the Dos Pueblos’ Sydney offshoot 
Of the huge U.S. nursery exercised a pro- 
found influence on the Australian market, 
hot only with cymbidiums but by the 
Importation and breeding of innumerable 
Other genera, many of them new to this 
Country. 
Deference is due to such nurseries as 
Limberlost, run by Mr. J. Jones, of Cairns, 
Cr its influence in breeding hardcane 
dendrobiums, also to Mr. Barry Paget for the 
Popularising of vandaceous orchids. Also to 
€ssrs. Bob Deane and Jim Mackinney for 
Many new, unusual and rewarding inter- 
Seneric hybrids. 
Queensland has many small to medium- 
Size nurseries catering for the hot and mixed 
Senera grower. They include Orchidglen, run 
by Mr. Ron Williamson in Brisbane, Mr. 
John Walker’s McLeod Nursery now in the 
Process of moving to the Atherton Tableland, 
and at Cairns the Kirkwood Nursery is still 
°perating in spite of the sad death of its 
founder, Mrs. Eunice Kirkwood. Mrs. Kirk- 
Wood was the first to undertake large 
ybridising from New Guinea species. 
In Townsville, the Burleigh Park Orchid 
ursery, run by Mr. Jan Walters, is unique 
€Cause it specialises in species orchids. It 
Otters a very good range. Further south, at 
Bundaberg, is the McVeigh Nursery, with 
an excellent range of warm growing orchids. 
At North Rockhampton the Bambrick 
Ursery maintains a similar range in seed- 
lings and flowering size plants. 
: In Sydney, Wondabah was early in the 
‘eld with cymbidium breeding and many of 
the early crosses were excellent for export. 
ater they produced the world’s best reds in 
N€ cross C. Sensation, and possibly the 
hest show bench yellows with C. Wallara. 
s Mr. Frank Slattery’s establishment at 
REIcY; Sydney, is unique as a clearing house 
°r the world’s best clones in all genera 
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because he both exports and imports. Other 
Sydney nurseries of note are Sunnybank, 
owned by Mr. Ron Lin, and known for 
range of genera, Mr. Jim Neal’s Archbold 
Orchids, specialising in good seedling stock, 
particularly dendrobiums and cattleyas, and 
the top-quality cymbidium nursery run by 
Mr. Tom Henry. Lugarno Orchid Co., 
directed by Mr. Bert Schwartz, carries a 
huge stock in all genera as well as being a 
major flower exporter. 

Mr. Alvin Bryant, of Sydney, would 
possibly ~be the most forward-thinking 
breeder with cymbidiums and his work has 
helped maintain Australia’s leading position 
in cymbidium hybridising, particularly with 
pure colour, or albino strains. 

For quality small-growing types the 
Juanita Nursery at Caringbah has estab- 
lished an enviable reputation. 


Beside McBean’s, Melbourne has the 
Hodgins Nursery which has specialised in 
cymbidiums for fifty years, and Nindethana 
Orchid Nursery dealing in all genera. Small 
establishments catering for a big range of 
assorted genera are run by Mr. Harry 
Schulze and Miss Majorie Kirkbright. 


In Adelaide the two largest nurseries—in 
fact, they would be among the largest in 
Australia—would be Adelaide Orchids, 
already mentioned, and Valley Orchids, 
operated by Mr. Merv Dunn and his son- 
in-law. Valley Orchids specialised in cymbi- 
diums and phalaenopsis and were early to 
follow the development in pure colours 
initiated by Mr. Alvin Bryant plus adding 
some innovations of their own. They have 
very good stock and are producing large 
quantities of seedlings with the pure-colour 
factor. One of these, C. Sleeping Dream 
‘Tetragold,’ was last year awarded AM/RHS. 

In the north-eastern Adelaide suburb of 
Highbury, the long-established firm of 
Johnson’s Orchids has earned a high reputa- 
tion for good plants in most genera. Here, 
too, Mr. Nicky Zurcher, late of Radcliffe’s, 
specialises in species and primary hybrids of 
paphiopedilums and runs a flasking service. 

West Coast Orchids, as the name implies, 
is in West Australia. Run by Mr. Harry . 
Lodge, who is renowned as a hard worker 
for the Orchid Society of W.A., the nursery 
specialises in hybridising paphiopedilums and 
has excellent parent stock. 

For native species, both terrestrial and

THE AUSTRALIAN ORCHID COUNCIL 

By 1960, orchid floriculture was well 
Organised in each State but no one State 
had authority to speak or act on Australia’s 
behalf in orchid matters. This was awkward 
On such occasions as the international World 
Orchid Conferences, the first of which was 
held in St. Louis, U.S.A., just 25 years ago. 

The late Sir John Hall Best was President 
of the Orchid Society of N.S.W. at that time 
and his vision led to the founding of the 


Australian Orchid Council. Sir John was a- 


highly experienced organiser, having been a 
Lt.-Col. in the Australian Dental Corps and 
a member of the wartime Directorate of 
Manpower. As President of the Australian 
Dental Association he had organised a major 
Dental Congress. Above all, he was one of 
Nature’s gentlemen. 

Other orchid men of like calibre had also 
been thinking along the same lines, thus all 
State Societies were quick to answer Sir 
John’s call to a meeting in Sydney. From 
this evolved the Australian Orchid Council. 
The Council made possible a standard 
Australian judging system, Australia-wide 
awards, and regular Australian Orchid 
Conferences. 

_ The Council was also able to issue an 
Invitation to the World Orchid Conference 
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Body for the Sixth World Orchid Conference 
to be held in Sydney. The sixth W.O.C. 
marked the maturity of orchid culture in 
Australia. The Conference Show was the 
greatest orchid show Australians have seen 
and the best-attended. 

Mr. Gerald MacCraith, of Melbourne, was 
active from the start of the A.O.C. and 
followed Sir John as President. He instituted 
such major items as a Slide Programme 


-Library and the Australian Orchid of the 


Year Award. 

The bi-annual Australian Orchid Con- 
ferences have grown bigger and more 
spectacular each year. The first three have 
been noted for superb good fellowship, grand 
entertainment, and papers of marked value. 
The Fourth Australian Orchid Conference 
carries on a fine, firmly established tradition. 
ORCHID PERSONALITIES : 

Many good folk have contributed, in large 
and small societies, to the development of 
organised orchid floriculture in Australia. 
Some few have been .mentioned. Other 
notables would include Mr. F. A. Weinthal, 
a collector and grower for over 60 years. 
He was prominent in the early years of the 
Orchid Society of N.S.W. and found several 
new species, two of which are named ‘after 
him. N.S.W. has also benefitted greatly from 
the efforts of Mr. Lou Sasso, a superb grower 
and artistic exhibitor, and Messrs. A. Begg 
and A. Birdsall, growers and administrators. 

Mr. Bill Paddock, currently Vice-President 
of the A.O.C., has filled every post in the 
Victorian Orchid Club with distinction. Mr. 
Jim Rentoul, another Victorian, would be 
Australia’s most highly regarded orchid 
journalist. 

Besides Mr. Syd Monkhouse, South Aus- 
tralia owes much to growers like Mr. Wes 
Harris, Mr. Rex Thompson, a leader in 
seeding and seedlings, and Mr. C. K. Yates, 
a long-serving secretary now President. 

West Australia has been well served by 
such stalwarts as the late Mr. Harold Hill 
and the versatile Mr. Herb Foote. 

In Tasmania, the orchid world owes much 
to Mr. Chris Nicholas and his wife Phyllis. 
Both have been T.O.S. President, consistent 
workers and exemplary growers. Mr. Barry 
Dudman, then a mere youngster, founded 
the Orchid Society of North-west Tasmania. 
He has been a prominent grower ever since. 

Queensland has produced such able 
administrators as Mr. Ron Williamson and 
Mr. Jim Mackinney. 
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NEW ZEALAND EXPORTS 


by Pat Sowman 


The New Zealand climate encourages the 
growth of many varieties of plants to delight 
the traveller. Hawke’s Bay, on the eastern 
coast of the North Island, suits the beautiful 
Cymbidium orchids, natives of North India, 
Burma and Thailand. On a hill four miles 
west of the city of Napier, “South Pacific 
Orchids Ltd.” is open to the visitor from July 
to November when orchids of every colour 
are in bloom. 

The flowers are grown in an array of shade 
houses which contain thousands of plants, 
and visitors who go there are well rewarded. 
To Mr. Bill Hardgrave and his assistants, 
the growing of orchids is work, hobby and 
joy. 


With names like ‘Copper Cascade’, ‘Won- 


dabah’, ‘Lotus Land’, ‘Surf Green’, ‘Blood- 
stone’, and ‘Misty Morn’, they cluster to- 
gether on their benches. Here a large tub of 
pure white blooms, cool as new snow; there 
a pale pink like faintest blush on a cheek. 
Gazing around you want to hurry along to 
see those moonlight mauves or the creams 
and bronzes which bring a touch of autumn 
with them. Flowers for all seasons — winter 
snows, pale greens and lemons of spring, 
bright pinks and reds of the summer sunset 
and the autumn leaf tonings — a riot of 
glorious colour. 

To gain admittance to this fascinating 
place you go first to the Information Centre 
on the Napier. Marine Parade where a tele- 
phone call by the person on duty will arrange 
a time for you. Coach tours also have South 
Pacific Orchids on their itinerary. 

A drive through Napier city, suburbs and 
surrounding farmlands, a short climb, and 
you can park your car and be greeted by the 
Overseer or one of his assistants who will 

show you around. 

The door first opens on to a magic cave 
of beauty with great tubs of orchids spread- 
ing their sprays of cream, pink, gold and 
yellow on all sides. Baskets filled with cas- 
cading. fountains of rainbow hued trailing 
branches hang from the ceiling. 

Begun as a hobby a number of years ago, 
the business has grown until now orders are 
received from all over the world and half a 
million blooms find their way to America, 
Europe and Japan each year. 


The shade houses cover 44 acres and con- 
tain two heated houses only, as the orchids 
are mainly grown outside under cover. The 
first heated house is devoted to the growing 
of seedlings. Imported from America in glass 
flasks the tiny seeds are set in a jelly sub- 
stance and travel well. The flasks are broken 
when the seedlings are ready to be planted 
out and they are put in small plastic pots in 
rows on the benches. They soon develop into 
sturdy plants and are left in this house until 
they are large enough to be put outside under 
cover, but unheated, to grow to maturity. 
When flowering spikes appear on the early 
types in July they are transferred to the 


second heated house to hasten their develop- — 


ment. Later in the year the plants just flower 
in the  light-adjusted, unheated, well- 
ventilated houses. 

The copious amount of water required is 
pumped from artesian wells at the foot of the 
hill into holding tanks and thence to the 
plants. 

Louvre windows and huge fans, controlled 
automatically, ventilate as the temperature 
rises and falls. The control panel for all this, 
which would rival the control room of a 
modern power station, is situated in the 
packing room and is the nerve centre of the 
whole project. 

For overseas orders the spikes are picked 
the day before packing and stood in tubs of 
water over night. To further ensure their 
freshness on arrival, the stems are placed in 
test tubes of water sealed by a rubber ring. 
The Department of Agriculture always in- 
spects the blooms for disease. The packing 
team of six or eight concentrate hard on their 
work to ensure the flowers are not broken 
off as they pack the spikes into long card- 
board boxes. The orchids, although so fragile- 
looking, are really quite leathery and will 
bend and stand considerable handling, which 
makes them ideal for sending overseas. The 
stems can last up to six weeks in water so, 
although costly, this makes them invaluable 
for decoration. 

Woodwool is used for packing for the 
American market and green shredded waxed 
paper for the European and Japanese matr- 
kets. The packing is put in the box and the 
stem, in its test tube, laid on top. A special 
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tool is used to insert a covered wire tie 
around the stem, through the box, and this 
is tied off on the outside. Three of these ties 
are put on each stem so there is no move- 
Ment to damage the flowers. Each flower is 
then packed separately, a cardboard cover 
is put over the entire box and it is sealed 
teady to be air-freighted away. Flowers 
packed one morning could be in a spray 
Carried by a bride in any part of the world 
by the next afternoon. 

Each country has its preference — 
American likes the large blooms which they 
Use singly; the Europeans and Japanese pre- 
fer the sprays of smaller blooms, and the 
Italians always want the bright colours. 

As well as importing seedlings from 
America there is a great deal of cross pollin- 
ating done on the premises to produce the 
best characteristics of two plants in one new 
Plant. This is exciting as the grower never 
knows just what type or colour he is going 
to obtain. Even on a single stem there is a 
Change in colour toning from flower to 
flower, so slight as to be almost an illusion. 

“Great things from little acorns grow’ is

and old saying and ‘Big Bertha’ as a staff 
member affectionately calls her, certainly 
bears this out. From a small seedling this 
plant has: multiplied in 9 years to fill a tub 
of 3 feet diameter, the heights of the stems 
reach up to 6 feet and it carries between 25 
and 30 spikes of flowers. 

An extensive building programme is going 
on and the future plans include a “connois- 
seur’s” house of exotic plants which will be 
an added attraction to this already fascinating 
complex. 

When the time comes to leave, a walk 
outside to the front of the property, discloses 
a magnificent view of Hawkes Bay. Cape 
Kidnappers, the home of the huge gannet 
birds, extends far out to sea on your right, 
and, in the blue haze to the left, Mahia 
Peninsula can be seen stretching out its long 
arm as if to try and join hands with Cape 
Kidnappers. 

Behind and to the left again, lies the 
Kaweka mountain range, snow capped in 
winter for a few short months, but usually 
standing high and green as a background for 
the picture of sea and sky.

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The Culture of Cattleyas in South Australia 
GORDON COTTLE 


Hot, dry or semi-arid and a fairly high 
Number of hours of sunshine in the summer 
months, cold, dull and sometimes wet con- 
ditions in the winter months, that is the 
Climate of Adelaide, South Australia. 

To grow Cattleyas in this climate, a 
Climate far removed from their natural habi- 
tat, calls for some adjustments to be made in 
Culture and environment. To assist in this, 
My Cattleyas are grown in a heated glass- 
house. The heat source being two small ke- 
Tosine burners of the Aladdin type which 
have proved to be quite sufficient and 
efficient, besides giving off CO. gas into the 
glasshouse which is very beneficial to the 
Plants, they also give me a temperature lift 
Of 38 deg. F on outside temperature when 
turned up to maximum which incidentally 

as never been required as the minimum 
Adelaide temperature in winter does not 
fall below 36 deg. F. 

To increase the efficiency of the heaters 
and also to prevent the drip of condensation 
from the roof, the whole of the inside is 
COvered with .010 inch thick clear plastic 
Sheet to within two feet from the floor. 
Potting 
plastic pots and commercially produced 
Fir Bark” is what I use of about 16 mm size 
With no additions to stretch it. So much for 
the tools of environment, now for your con- 
Sideration: “A typical year of an Adelaide 

attleya grower”. 

The most difficult time for a grower here 
are the hot, dry, summer months. A com- 
Mon and a very misunderstood disorder of 
Catts” that occurs at this time of year is 
leaf tip die-back of new leaves. The die- 
ack symptoms occur on newly matured 
faves as a darkening of veins approximately 

Mm from the tip and later developing into 
4 dark sunken spot which spreads to cover 

6mm to 25mm of the leaf tip. There is 
Usually a clean line of demarkation between 
the healthy and dry, necrotic tissues, but 
SOmetimes there is a band of yellow, 
Chlorotic tissue separating necrotic and 
€althy tissues. Severe die-back of new 
°rchid leads may cause death of the entire 
Caf and growing tip. 

Plants are most susceptible to this when 
active leaf expansion occurs during the hot 
Summer months when high temperatures and 


light intensities are present. In fact, a plant 
with die-back symptoms on present growth 
may initiate a new growth in the autumn 
with no apparent symptoms although the 
plant has been maintained under the same 
cultural conditions. There also appears to 
be a genetic factor involved since some hy- 
brids are severely affected while others are 
not affected at all. Cattleyas with “Bow 
Bells” in their ancestry seem to be rather 
susceptible to this. 

Several factors must therefore be present 
in order for die-back symptoms to occur. 
First the plant must be in active vegetative 
growth, especially the stage of rapid leaf 
expansion which would require high light 
intensities, good fertilization and warm 
temperatures. : 

Secondly, temperatures surrounding the 
root system must be higher than normal. 

Third, the degree of susceptibility is de- 
pendent on the genetics of the plant. 

To counter leaf-tip die-back, and “Bud 
burst” which is really pretty much the same, 
susceptible plants are placed on the floor 
and lightly sprayed with water. 

In general, culture for Catts in the sum- 
mer months consists mainly of a good soak- 
ing of water once a week, fertilize with fish 
emulsion at half strength twice a month and 
a light spraying of the leaves with water in 
the evenings after a long hot day. 

March is the start of the autumn months, 
no more very hot days to worry about, con- 
genial temperatures, plenty of sunlight and a 
start to the autumn flush of flowers make this 
month a pleasure, although any month is a 
pleasure for a Catt grower. 

The coming of the winter months of June, 
July would Iead one to think that there 
would be little to do in the Glasshouse but 
that is not the case, repotting that never end- 
ing job is still to be done. When I have a 
plant at its peak I am loath to disturb it, 
but if I don’t there is only one way that plant 
will go and that is down, but don’t get car- 
ried away on repotting and repot everything 
in sight that needs it. If you repot a dormant 
plant the chances are that the leaves will 
yellow and drop off, roots will possibly die, 
and then you would end up with a nice potful 
of sour mix. The ideal time to repot a Catt- 
leya is a matter of consideration of size of

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Plant, breakdown of potting medium and 
What is most important growth cycle. So let 
Us take an imaginary plant case. This plant 
badly needs repotting, it is dormant, the 
Psuedobulbs have shrivelled badly and the 
Pottery medium has broken down! What to 
do with it? 

Quite simple really, put it to one side but 
don’t give the pot any water, but lightly spray 
the leaves with water, then when you see 
Signs of root activity at the base of the stem 
80 for your life and repot. Knock the plant 
Out of its container and what do we see, 
totted down compost, all right in the garden 
but not in the pot, roots, half of them dead, 
the other half half dead so to speak, so let’s 
Clean it up, ready for two years in a pot.

Famous works reprinted 

Two classic orchid books have just been 
Tepublished in facsimile editions, jointly by 
Ohnson Reprint Corporation (New York) 
and Theatrum Orbis Terrarum Ltd. 
Amsterdam). : 
F The first great work is John Lindley’s 
€rtum Orchidaceum, a wreath of the most 
eautiful orchidaceous flowers. ‘This was 
qaeinally published by J. Ridgway of Lon- 
On in 1838. The work has 50 full page 
“oloured plates, each accompanied by one 
Caf of descriptive text. Pages are large folio 
Which is 49 cm high by 345 mm wide. 

James Bateman’s The Orchidaceae of 
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Mexico and Guatemala has been produced 
as a companion volume and reduced about 
20 per cent from its original size. This was 
first published by Ridgway in 1837 to 1843. 
It has 40 colour plates each accompanied by 
a leaf of text. 

Each page of the originals is a work of 
art, most of the work in both volumes having 
been done by the two top botanical artists 
of the era: Mrs. Withers and Miss Drake. 

The facsimile volumes have been produced 
by the offset process using colour separation 
negatives made by photographing the origin- 
als, and are works of art in themselves. The 
originals were printed from lithographic 
stones in black, then each plate was hand 
coloured by the artists. 

The new editions are each limited to 
1000 numbered copies. The price for each 
is $US250, or $US440 for the two. Orders 
may be sent to Johnson Reprint Corporation, 
111 Fifth Avenue, New York, N.Y. 10003. 


ORCHID REGISTRATION 


Circumstances arise in which a grower wishes to 

name a hybrid of which he is not the hybridiser. 

The International Registration Authority (C/- 

R.H.S., Vincent Square, London, WSIP 2PE, 

England) will only accept such application where:— 

1. The intending registrant has the originator’s per- 
mission (or his assignee) in writing. It must be 
clearly stated on the back of the official appli- 
cation form whether permission is for any name 
or one approved by the originator. 

2. Where an originator can’t, be located precise 
efforts re doing so must be stated on the back 
of the application form, including his last known 
address. The Registrar. may use discretion or 
request further data. 

3. Failure by an originator to give a proper written 
and dated refusal within six months of receiving 
a request for permission from a particular appli- 
cant may be treated by that applicant, and by 
the Registrar, as consent by default. : 

4. The right of an originator (or assignee) to refuse 
permission lapses after twelve months unless 
he claims an extension from the Registrar, Prior- 
ity: for registration only extends from the date 
of such lapse. 

5. Originator’s permission is not needed:— 

(a) Where originator is a corporate body or 
society which has gone out of existence 
without assigning rights. 

(b) An individual originator is deceased, except 
that a surviving wife or partner is auto- 
matically accepted as an assignee. 

6. Where an originator’s permission is dispensed 
with his name must still be stated in registration. 
If given as unknown and subsequently discovered 
his name-may be added as originator of that 
grex.

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FOURTH AUSTRALIAN ORCHID CONFERENCE 


A lovely bunch of happenings

There were lots of pleasant things about 
the Fourth Australian Orchid Conference but 
undoubtedly the one thing which added to 
all of them was the environment in which it 
was held. 

Show, cocktail party, banquet, lectures and 
judging seminar, were all held on the one 
level just two escalators from George Street. 
The floor was carpeted, the lighting subtle, 
the space adequate, and, what early on the 
committee thought might be a disadvantage, 
namely the use of separate rooms for portions 
of the Show, proved a real advantage. Moving 
about was like moving from one section of 
a garden to another with separate surprises 
and thrills in each. The natives deserved a 
room to themselves; the fine decorative 
section, freed from the competition of the 
Society displays, became a Show in its own 
right; cut flower displays in their separate 
room had quite a different atmosphere from 
the larger halls. The Hilton management 
could not have been more co-operative. 
ABOUT CUT FLOWERS 

There can only be the highest praise for 
those interstate Societies who organised dis- 
plays from flowers brought in air freight 
boxes. In devious and ingenious ways they 
turned a seeming limitation to advantage. 

Victorian Orchid Club, under the masterly 
guidance of Mr. Ron Smith, created an 
aesthetic synthesis of tinsel and flowers that 
was a distinctive break with convention. 
Rightly, it swept the V.O.C. into first place 
in Class 1. Those who attended the Second 
Australian Orchid Conference in Melbourne 
will long remember Mr. Smith’s dramatic 
staging of plants on that occasion. 

In this section Rockhampton Orchid 
Society produced a scene like a setting for a 
stage drama. In the background a treasure 
ship, floating off a South Pacific Island, 
spilled its treasure of orchid blooms into the 
sea around it, so that they spread like a 
crimson and mauve peacock’s fan towards 
the observer. Simple and wonderful. 

The Orchid Club of South Australia 
borrowed non-flowering pots of cymbidiums 
and attached spikes in realistic fashion. West 
Australia made effective use of countless 
native terrestrial blooms to sell their State. 


They were certainly a tantalising enticement 
to be in that State for orchid excitement 
during the 1977 Conference. 

Cut flower exhibits came also from the 
North West Tasmania Orchid Society and 
the Tropical Queensland Orchid Society. 
Both displays were spectacular and indicative 
of the high standard of culture in these 
widely separated areas. 

A DOUBLE NO TROUBLE 

Sydney’s North Shore Orchid Society 
pulled off the double win with “Best Affiliated 
Society Display” and “Best Native Display”: 
This meant some hard work by a great team 
of growers under President Roger Wilson, 
including designer Warwick Betteridge, and 
muscle men like Lloyd Woolnough and 
Roger Bedford, etc., etc., backed by by some 
very helpful ladies. 

ALL CHIEFS IN THIS CLAN 

Cymbidium Highland Mist ‘Barrita’ was 4 
regal Champion, splendidly upright, opef 
faced, with broad segments, and leathery 
texture. Congratulations to Mr. Geoff Barrié 
for his careful culture of this fine orchid. 

This highland clan is chockful of chieftains 
such as C. Highland Mist ‘Kersbrook’, ‘Dilli- 
birri? and ‘Lalchere’, the A.O.C. Orchid of 
the Year. The grex is the ninth hybrid 
generation and includes bloodlines — of 
should it be saplines? — from five species. 
The influential grex C. Alexanderi appears 
five times in the lineage. 1 

With so many fine clones in the cross it 
will be interesting to see how they pass on 
their very desirable attributes to theif 
progeny. 

THEY CAME A LONG WAY 

West Aussies are a friendly lot and it was 
a pleasure to feel their enthusiasm. There’s 
a deal of work in bringing plants nearly 4 000 
kilometres and then setting them up to make 
a display to compare with the large Sydney 
Societies. They achieved everyone’s interest 
by emphasising the uniqueness of Westralia? 
terrestrials. They made forthright conttl- 
butions to the A.O.C. Annual General Meet 
ing and Judging Seminar, while Herb Foote’s 
slides and descriptions of West Australia? 
orchids were a delight. All his friends misse 
Herb, whose paper was presented for him. 
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We really have got something to look for- 
ward to in 1977 at the Fifth Conference. 
See you then Herb, and Roy Brown, Bill 


Janney, Harry Lodge, George Marshall — 


and, in addition, all those Westralians who 
Just couldn’t make it to Sydney this year. 

I talked with Pam Tyler who came all the 
way from Tom Price in the heart of the iron 
ore country of West Australia. Not an easy 
place to grow orchids, yet Pam’s enthusiasm 
and tender loving care is helping her com- 
Pensate for the difficulties. Pam really enjoyed 
every bit of the Conference and picked up 
quite a few plants to take back. Good luck 
With them Pam. 

ONE MAN ART SHOW 

Key McFarlane put on the only one man 
exhibit at the Conference — no small effort 
Since the flowers had to come all the way 
from Cairns. Kevin’s breeding successes 
are now receiving international recognition 
following his Gold Medal win at the Eighth 
World Orchid Conference. The stand con- 
tained mostly phallies with a few hardcane 
dendrobes. But what an impact! Not just 

is famous cross Dendrobium Impact which 
Was good enough to win First and Second 
Prizes for Phalaenanthe Section Dendro- 
biums, but also the splendid Reserve Champ- 
lon Phalaenopsis, a cross between two as 
yet unnamed crosses (P. Caruso x P. Juanita) 
X (P. Spring Flowers x P. Alice Gloria). 
There was a lovely pink lipped phallie named 
after Key’s daughter Karen Ann whose sister 
lanne was there to help set up and grace 
the Conference generally. Dianne has a 
dendrobium named after her which has unique 
Candy stripe clones. 

This exhibit received three HCC Awards, 
One for the Reserve Champion, another for 
Dendrobium Summit Gold ‘Gold’, and one 
for Phalaenopsis Karen Ann McFarlane 
Karen’, plus nine other First and Second 
Placings. A wonderful standard from plants 
all bred by the exhibitor. Thanks Kevin. 
GUIDE TO THE BEST 

The commercial exhibitors were an in- 
teresting guide to the best in new crossings. 

Valley Orchids displayed only cymbidiums 
and therefore lost so many points for genera 
& not to be in the running competitively. 
Nevertheless they picked up nine prize cards, 
Mcluding Champion Pure Coloured with C. 
Pharoah ‘King of Kings’. 

Adelaide Orchids had a varied display 
Which included eight prize winners, while 

cBeans, winners of the commercial section, 
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had an attractive range of cymbidiums and 
dendrobiums. Tom Henry Orchids also had 
an outstanding display in this section. 
INDIVIDUAL GROWERS’ FINE EFFORTS 

In the individual display class growers were 
allowed to team and all entries were of a joint 
nature. A wide range of genera was covered 
by the winners, Messrs. Hughes, Wright and 
Lambert, whose plants also won many indivi- 
dual classes. Mrs. Pat Jagger, and Messrs. 
Peaty and Dean came second with every 
plant of a very high standard. Ray Dean 
must be giving very special treatment to his 
Cymbidium Royden ‘Eldorado’ which was 
judged “Best Cymbidium Seedling”. Ray is 
a very good grower and this one will be 
worth looking for in next year’s shows. C. 
Royden is the cross of C. Balkis and C. 
Vieux Rose. 

NURSERY ON THE MOVE 

Mr. Deane Johnson, son of the founder 
of Johnson Orchids of South Australia, is 
young enough to have several generations of 
orchid breeding ahead and with top stock, 
built up by his father over a period of more 
than 20 years, to work on. In the cut flower 
section Johnston’s Nursery won “Best Cym- 
bidium” with a superbly flowered C. Joyce 
Duncan ‘Susan Hughes’. Deane confided that 
he thought his father’s nursery had been 
under-rated in size in the September issue 
“History”. He said this was not so because ° 
currently they might be larger than any other 
Adelaide orchid nursery, and certainly would 
be when they had completed moving to a 
new five hectare site. ~ - ; 

As was said in the September issue this 
nursery “has earned a high reputation for 
good plants in most genera”. Deane says that 
currently some interesting developments with 
phallies are taking place at the nursery and 
he has promised to tell something of this in 
a future issue. ; 
| WAS LUCKY 

When it first flowered last year I thought 
I had a fairly good Dendrobium Bardo Rose. 
This year it flowered a little more floriferously 
so I made it the centrepiece of a small native 
display at the Berowra Spring Show. I thought 
it might just have a chance in the native 
hybrid class. It was a shock to walk into the 
Show and find it occupying pride of place 
as Champion of the Show. 

On Conference setting up day it had been 
out three and a half weeks so I was not 
optimistic about its chances. However, it is 
indicative of the firm texture of its flowers

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that they still looked fresh and glistening at 
judging time.

A nice Conference gesture was the decision 
to award an autographed copy of Rebecca 
Northen’s “Home Orchid Growing” to the 
Society with the largest percentage of regis- 
trants. The honour, and the fine book, went 
to Whyalla Orchid Society of South Australia. 

tom a membership of 33 members nine 
attended the conference, more than 27%. 

This is further proof of the keenness of 

/hyalla growers where they have to contend

THE COLOUR QUESTION 

To the pure all things may not be so pure 
after all. A discussion at the Fourth Aus- 
tralian Orchid Conference centred around the 
question of “pure colours” and “non-stainers”, 
Or “self colours” as descriptive terms for the 
New strain of anthocyanin free cymbidiums. 

One school pointed out that a “pure 
Colour” could mean a pure red. 

The term “albino”, according to Encyclo- 
Paedia Britannica, “applies to a pigmentless 
‘dividual of a pigmented race. Pigmentation 

€pends upon the presence and interaction in 
€ tissues of colour bases, chromogens, 
Colourless in themselves, and ferments or 
*nzymes which, acting upon the colour bases 
yield coloured products. If therefore, either 
Of these ingredients is absent from the con- 
Stitution of an individual it must perforce 
Temain pigmentless. An albino is an indivi- 
ual whose tissues lack the power to elabo- 
Tate either the ferments or the colour bases”. 
_ Experiments show that albinoism is a 
Simple Mendelian recessive (for references 
See Encyclopaedia Britannica) and thus there 
are a great number of carriers of the recessive 
petles. Selective breeding can concentrate 

ese, 

The objection to the term “albino” for this 
‘train of cymbidiums lies in the fact that an 
anthocynin deficient flower is not necessarily 
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white (the word comes from the Latin albus 
meaning white) and many yellow and green 
forms, as well as white, are being produced 
by this line of breeding. 

“Concolor’” is frequently used to describe 
such plants and the term does have historical 
precedence. However, what is needed, and 
because this type of flower is with us to stay, 
is a simple non-ambiguous term of horti- 
cultural significance. 

“Non-stainer” may be correct but it de- 
scribes a symptom only and is clumsy. 

“Albino” is too exclusive. 

“Pure colour” can be ambiguous. 

“Concolor” has the advantage of long use, 
and C. lowianum var. concolor appears to be 
in the lineage of all cymbidiums carrying this 
genetic factor. 

However, to assist judges, simplify show 
schedules, and define this type of breeding 
so that we all understand what is meant we 
need a simple, scientifically accurate term. 

Any suggestions? 

“FATHER FIGURE” OF N.Z. ORCHIDS 

Albert Blackmore is the grand gentleman 
of orchidology in New Zealand, a founding 
member of both the New Zealand Orchid 
Society and the New Zealand Orchid Council. 
His wife is just as devoted to orchids and for 
very many years was editor of the “New 
Zealand Orchid Review”. It was Mrs. Black- 
more who carried out the organising work 
for a large New Zealand party at the 
Fourth Australian Orchid Conference. Un- 
fortunately, a few days before the party was 
due to leave Mrs. Blackmore fell and broke 
her arm, and thus was unable to come. Mr. 
Blackmore carried on as tour co-ordinator 
and was a very keen observer at the A.O.C. 
Annual General Meeting and Judging 
Seminar. 

The New Zealand Orchid Council has 
appointed him as Chairman of a_ sub- 
committee “to formulate rules and standards 
and means of facilitating judging in all areas”. 
His wide experience in growing all genera 
and long years in orchid administration will 
undoubtedly help to establish a sound judging 
system for all member societies of the N.Z. 
Orchid Council. 

NEW ZEALAND ORCHID COUNCIL 

There were forty-nine registrants from New 
Zealand at the Fourth Australian Orchid 
Conference, most under the auspices of the 
newly formed New Zealand Orchid Council 
which comprises nearly all the orchid societies 
in that country. It has similar objectives to 
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our own Australian Orchid Council and, as 
such, is deserving of the goodwill of all 
Australian growers. 

This New Zealand Orchid Council is led 
by a strong committee of growers headed by 
Mr. Tom French of the Taranaki Orchid 
Society. With him in Sydney were Vice- 
Presidents Lt. Cdr. F. E. J. Mason and Mr. 
N. G. Wood. These gentlemen have laid the 
groundwork for a constructive co-operation 
between the New Zealand and Australian 
Orchid Councils. 

One highly desirable result of such a 
national body in New Zealand will un- 
doubtedly be a New Zealand Orchid Con- 
ference.

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HOUSING YOUR ORCHIDS — A SERIES BY RONALD KERR 


The Plastic Growing House 


Plastics have so influenced this age that 
they could well be regarded as its symbol. 

orticulture has been strongly influenced by 
Plastic pots, which are lighter and retain 
Water longer; by plastic piping, which is 
quick to lay and does not corrode; and by 
Corrugated plastic sheeting, which, together 
with the new ultraviolet resistant reinforced 
flexible sheeting, can take the place of glass. 
. In the past few years flexible plastic sheet- 
ing has been used on an increasing scale for 
Commercial vegetable and flower crops. In 
Such cases cost and life of the growing house 
Can be measured against returns very quickly, 
and increasing use indicates the economics of 
Such houses to be sound. 

Orchid growers were quick to apply cor- 
Tugated and flexible sheeting to orchid 
Culture. 

The corrugated sheets are fairly rigid and 
hard to break. Fibreglass was possibly the 
first of such sheeting to be available com- 
Mercially and it was quickly tried for mak- 
ng growing houses, and for converting 

Ushhouses to weatherproof structures. 

Unfortunately it tended to become brittle 
Under ultra-violet light, darken, and lose 
ability to pass light. This loss of light trans- 
Mission was gradual over a period of about 
WoO years and seriously affected the ability 
of plants to grow well. 

Earlier on there was a tendency for some 
Stowers to use any available colour. How- 
ver, colour is that portion of the light spec- 
Tum reflected to the eye after an object has 
absorbed the balance. 

Tests show that plants mainly use the red 
and blue ends of the spectrum, and the fact 

at leaves are green indicates this for it is 

€ unwanted portion of the band which we 
Ste. Therefore it is advisable to use a clear 
Plastic. One that is light green is permissible, 
and the modern ultra-violet resistant plastics 
are generally a very light blue. A clear acrylic 
ype plastic lets through about 92 per cent 
Ol visible light — a higher percentage than 
glass, 

The ultra-violet resistant polyvinyl chloride 
(PVC) sheets, or polyvinyl acetate (PVA) 
and the acrylic type plastics are relatively 
€xpensive, but this is more than compensated 
r by the increased durability. 

t is a good idea to see what other growers 


are using in the way of plastics, and the re- 
sults they .are getting. Should this not be 
possible then settle for a clear acrylic or 
vinyl sheet, or one with the faintest of green 
or bluish tinges. 

Flexible plastic sheeting, or polyethylene, 
has been widely used as a lining material for 
growing houses, and even for making such 
houses. It is more commonly known by the 
registered trademark “Polythene”. It is ob- 
tainable in a number of widths, and in 
gauges from 12um to 250um (.005” to 
010”). 

Its most common application is for lining 
a glasshouse. If the glasshouse is not of tim- 
ber then it will need to be internally framed 
with battens, preferably with 50 x 25mm 
hardwood. The poly can be held with lighter 
battens, preferably dressed timber. It is an 
advantage to screw these on so that the poly 
can be taken down for replacement easily. 
An alternative and quicker method is to use 
a staple gun. These cost about $12. 

Double the edge or use waterproof tape if 
stapling. For lining poly of .002 to .004 
gauge is usually used. If used for an outer 
cover then a gauge of at least .005” is 
advisable. 

Poly lining provides an insulating space of 
still air, making a sharper cleavage between 
inside and outside temperatures than is pos- 
sible with only one divider. Heat loss is al- 
most halved, and leaves are prevented from 
brushing against cold glass. 

A wide space is no real advantage, and 16 
to 25 mm would be optimum. 

Ordinary polyethylene becomes brittle 
within a year or eighteen months and disinte- 
grates. Many growers remove it entirely for 
summer and start the winter by relining with 
new material. 

Nowadays, ultra-violet stabilised transpar- 
ent plastic films are available. Some are made 
with reinforcing threads, such as rayon, to 
ensure great strength. They are extremely 
light and can be set up on light framing. 

One such film, characterised by a greenish 
colour, is available in rolls 183 cm wide 
and fifty metres long. This would be enough 
for a growing house 10m wide by 3.5m 
wide and 2m high. Cost would be around 
$300 depending on how sturdy a frame was 
required.

Trenches 30cm deep and 15 
cm wide were made along 
each edge in which to bury the 
plastic sheet. ; 

Centre: The floor consists of 
blue metal screenings piled 
about 75 higher than ground 
level. Black poly has been 
wrapped around the iron as a 
padding. Ventilation is achieved 
by opening both doors. Most 
of the seedlings shown are 
succulents which can stand drier ~ 
and higher temperatures than 
orchids. For orchids more over- 
head shading would be essen- 
tial, possibly 60 per cent shade- 
cloth suspended 40 or 50cm 
above the house. In cooler 
climates a lesser percentage. 
For best results an evaporative 
cooler is advisable. 

Bottom: The only spacers 
used are along the ridge line. 
These are also 12 mm pipe cut 
to lengths of 125cm. A 3 mm 
hole is bored through the centre 
line of each curved pipe, and 
number nine gauge galvanised 
wire is passed through the 
spacers and centre line holes 
and anchored each end to the 
door frames. Hessian has been 
laid directly over the house as 
a shading medium. This would 
not provide sufficient shade for 
seedling orchids in a _ hot 
summer climate. With adequate 
shading this structure could be 
very suitable for flowering ex- 
port cymbidiums. 

Mr. Cady is now using the 
ultra-violet resisting reinforced 
poly on this frame. After four 
years’ experience he points out 
that an insulation between the 
pipe and poly is very import- 
ant to prevent deterioration at 
points of contact. 
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A view of Mr. Dudley 
Parker’s seedling house show- 
ing details of construction. 
Wooden battens to support the 
Corrugated plastic roof have 
been secured to the pipe frame 
by “J” bolts. A single sheet of 
Corrugated plastic has been 
Nailed to a frame to make the 
door. Shadecloth on the sides 
has been laid over wire netting 
With this house watering can 
be efficiently controlled.

By lining a bushhouse with it you virtually 
Convert it to a greenhouse. 
Bubbles and Igloos 

Polyethylene sheeting can be easily heat 
Welded to create igloo or bubble shaped 
houses which have the bottom edge buried 
In trenches and a fan pushing air into the 
Interior. The air can be warm if a fan heater 
IS used, or it can pass through an evapora- 
lve cooler. Thermostats can be used to con- 
trol the supply of cool or warm air as needed. 

The idea has been applied to commercial 
food crops, and also to the covering of 
Swimming pools, using warm air, to enable 
their use in winter. Readers who have applied 
It to orchids, or who know of such applica- 
tion are invited to send details and 
Photographs. 

The bubble house needs no frame, only 
4 constant supply of air. A tunnel type house 
©n pipe framing is an alternative widely 
Used in Australia. It is simple to construct. 

“Polythene” made by I.C.I. can be ob- 
tained through suppliers with two lengths, 
€ach about 3.5 m wide, welded edge to edge, 
and about 21m long. One such source in 
Sydney is Rumsey’s Seeds Pty. Ltd. of North- 
Mead. Cost is around the $60 mark. In other 
tates you may need to phone or write to 
LCI. for the name of a supplier. Piping 
Would cost about another $70 or $80, plus 
the cost of bending. 

The frame of the tunnel house consists of 

2mm galvanised pipe bent to 210 cm radius 
(seven feet). A good circular bend is impos- 
Sible without special equipment and if you 
fannot arrange this through a pipe supplier 





find a manufacturer of corrugated iron tanks. 
The machine used for bending corrugated iron 
can also be used to bend piping. 

The 7m wide sheet makes a growing 
house about 21m in length, and 14 lengths 
of 12mm pipe and 3 length of 25 mm are 
required. Total cost could be about $250. 

Details of construction can be easily 
grasped by examining the illustrations and 
accompanying captions. 

It must be stressed that this is not a 
structure likely to be approved by Councils 
in non-rural areas. It is ideally suited to use 
by a nursery for seedling stock. 

Ventilation must not be overlooked with 
plastic lined or plastic built houses. A double 
thickness, made up of glass and plastic, two 
walls of plastic, or even shadecloth and plas- 
tic, will make positioning and control of 
vents particularly important. 

When heat loss is reduced overheating can 
become a problem. Plant growth slows down 
in dry temperatures, particularly over 35°C., 
and orchids may be killed or severely burnt 
in temperatures over 40°C. 

Thus means should be established for both 
cooling and humidifying in localities where 
extreme high temperature can occur. 

An electric fan with damping down by 
hand hose may be sufficient. An evaporative 
cooler would be excellent particularly if con- 
trolled by a thermostat. The tunnel type 
house would work well with an evaporative 
cooler pushing air through from one end. 

The creation of optimum conditions is 
part of the achievement of growing orchids.

"+ COLCHICINE” 


Records show that the species of the genus, Cym- 
bidium, have two sets of chromosomes in their cells. 
They are called “diploids”. But this has not always been 
carried on in their hybrids for in the early 1920’s there 
appeared two notable hybrid Cymbidiums, C. Pauwelsii 
‘Compte d’ Hemptinne’ and C. Alexander ‘Westonbirt’ 
both of which, some 25 years later, were conclusively 
proven to be “Tetraploids”. Their cells each contained 
four sets of chromosomes and they passed on to their 
progeny two sets of chromosomes compared to the 
diploids one set. Accordingly these two parents were 
dominant when crossed with diploid species and diploid 
hybrids. 

Traceable back to these famous parents are many of 
today’s outstanding and awarded tetraploid parents. The 
list includes: Rosanna, Balkis, Nam Khan, Babylon, Joan 
of Arc, Vieux Rose, Shiraz, Dorama, Sheba, 12th Night, 
Pearl Balkis, Mazatlan, Snowsprite, Mary Ann, Etta 
Barlow, Pearl Easter, Anne Baxter and; Stanley Four- 
aker, Fred Stewart, Lila and Sylvania! the latter four 
all being partly from the chance tetraploid, Early Bird 
‘Pacific’, which itself is unconnected with the “AWB” 
or “PAUWELSII” line. Inter crossings among the above 
have produced in recent years, many fine new tetraploid 
stud plants in colours of white, pink and yellow. When 
these have been crossed with intense coloured diploids 
they have produced many high quality flowers on bounti- 
ful “triploid” plants. 

According to Mehlquist in “The Orchids. Scientific 
Studies” edited by Withner, at page 395, a tetraploid 
can arise in four different ways: 

1. “Through hybridisation of two diploid species 
followed by spontaneous doubling of the chromo- 
somes. 

2. “Through hybridisation of two diploid species, each 
of which contributes unreduced gametes. (Occasion- 
ally gametes are formed which can contain twice the 
usual number of chromosomes, that is, they contain 
the 2n or somatic chromosomes number instead of 
the n or gametic number). 

3. “Through hybridisation of two autotetraploid forms 
of species. 

4. “Through pollination of an autotetraploid by a dip- 
loid or vice versa.” 

The tetraploid characteristics of the flowers and plants 
recorded in the observations of this article are probably 
due to 1. of above “Through hybridisation of two dip- 
loid cultivars followed by spontaneous doubling of the 
chromosomes”. In these instances the doubling of the 
chromosomes is likely to have been brought about by 
the use of the plant derivative, colchicine, which was 
applied to the plants about the time of or just after the 
seed germination stage or, in the case of mericlones at 
the protocorm multiplication stage, in the aseptic flask. 

These notes are intended as a guide to Cymoidium 
growers to what to look for in the flowers of the plants 
which have been treated with colchicine. Many such 
plants have labels with the letter “‘C” as a prefix to their 
catalogue number, for example “C152” or, following the 
plant’s name in the case of mericlones or. the parents’ 
names in the case of seedlings, the notation “4+-C”. For 
example “Lunagrad ‘Elanora’ +C”. In the six to eight

The 
plant’s leaves are stiff, of heavy substance with many 
longitudinal keels. The flowers were not over-large 
for the cross but showed distinct petal shapes by 
having near round ends compared to the sharp 
points of the petals of the flowers of many Zumma 
Boyd plants. 

7. Lunagrad ‘Elanora’ (+C). Always a difficult flower 
to produce a worthwhile picture as the petals of all 
pictures of the normal Lunagrad ‘Elanora’ appear 
like the spokes of a wheel. The plant pictured was 
judged “Best Cymbidium” of the “Open Section” at 
the O.C.S.A. August meeting when high quality 
Cymbidiums were benched. The flowers measured 
6 in. across the petals and were of the same sub- 
stance we have now come to expect from plants 
affected by treatment with colchicine. 


In Sydney for the 4th Australian Orchid Conference 
when visiting many orchid nurseries I had the pleasure 
of being shown several plants of Zumma Boyd +C, the 
flowers of which showed similar characteristics to those 
described and pictured. I was invited to photograph the 
flowers and did so, but, unfortunately the pictures pro- 
duced would not do the flowers justice so they have not 
been proferred with these notes. My apologises to those 
kind orchid growers who so willingly showed me their 
highly valued orchids. 

In the same week two further Sydney growers de- 
scribed to me two plants (one each) which they had 
flowered this season. Their descriptions and in one 
instance, a line drawing of an enormous flower, fitted 
the details listed above ‘leaving no doubt that the 
plants, as indicated by the labels, had been hit with 
colchicine. One plant was a further Zumma Boyd and 
the other a Sleeping Beauty (coloured) of the cross SB 
‘Sarah Jean’ x SB ‘Giant’. The Zumma_ Boyd was re- 
ported to have been mericloned and the Sleeping Beauty 
was smothered in pods all of which appeared in great 
shape as did all the plants and flowers of this huge 
collection of Cymbidiums. 

There is much speculation on the breeding capabilities, 
possibilities and patterns of these orchids. Acting on the 
weight of evidence that these plants are tetraploids, like 
others, we have pollinated their flowers and used their 
pollen in many instances on what, because of their 
breeding, are safe to say are tetraploids. We have also 
introduced them to our pure-colour strains of cym- 
bidiums, with trepidation in many instances, as the 
chances of pure-colour tetraploids (if the “4-C” plants 
are tetraploids) will be very much reduced from the 
chances of pure-colours in the diploid plants where one 
parent is a factor carrier and not a pure-colour. 

Finally, this writer is unable to determine the ploidy 
of these plants, or to describe in chemical terms the 
plant derivative colchicine, or its effects on cells, 
chromosomes or ploidy so, like many others, must “wait 
and see” the results. As the flowers on all the plants 
noted are of such high quality, propagation of the plants 
by the protocorm multiplication technique will no doubt 
be undertaken when the plants have proven themselves 
in rigorous production tests.

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Dendrobium speciosum — another point of view 
NOEL C. JUPP 


It was with great interest that I read the 
article by Mr. J. Rentoul in the June issue 
of the A.O.R. He raised some fascinating 
points and certainly gave anybody interested 
a great deal of food for thought. His state- 
ment that “we could be dealing with separate 
species instead of the various regional forms” 
should certainly provoke some comment both 
for and against. Whether or not we choose to 
regard the separate forms as species there 
is no doubt that we are looking at a species 
in the midstream of slow evolution into a 
number of species from one common pro- 
genitor and perhaps only for the interference 
of man, a botanist coming on the scene in 
the far distant future would probably have 
no hesitation in describing or designating at 
least four if not five separate species. 

To a nurseryman and hybridist D. speci- 
osum offers many possibilities, it is a robust 
species, attractive and very showy in flower 
and amenable to pot, rockery or epiphytic 
culture and can be grown in any situation 
from heavily shaded fernery to full sun (with 
proper acclimatisation). 

Several attractive hybrids are already in 
existence including the two natural ones D. 
delicatum and D. gracillimum. However, if 
the hybridist uses D. kingianum to give him 
colour he very quickly run headlong into a 
brick wall especially if he wants to create 
more than one or two generations. This 
applies not only to hybrids between D. kingi- 
anum and D. speciosum but other species 
as well. This sudden sterility is not uncommon 
in hybrids of other genera but when you 
consider the ease with which the primary 
hybrids are made it is difficult to understand 
the sudden halt after the second generation 
hybrid, especially when we look at the 
amazing fertility of the multi-generation 
hybrids in the Phalaenanthe and Ceratobium 
sections of the genus. Research by M. K. 
Maxwell has shown us part of the reason 
in his research into D. kingianum by demon- 
strating the wide variation in chromosome 
counts. Unless the hybridiser knows the 
chromosome count for each of his parents 
he can quite unwittingly breed triploid forms. 

However, after several years of breeding 
and close observation of the results I am 
convinced that there is another factor in-

volved. Seed obtained from second genera- 
tion D. kingianum hybrids becomes so fine 
that it is almost impossible to pick up and 
sow. This retrogression in seed size and 
diminishing fertility also occurs in other 
hybrid genera but to my mind it is so marked 
in D. kingianum breeding as to become an 
outstanding feature rather than just another 
example. There is no doubt that this sterility 
arises in the most part from D. kingianum, 
for as I will show later much different results 
can be obtained by avoiding the use of D. 
kingianum altogether or by introducing it 
into the line very carefully. 

What then is our other factor? Mr. Ren- 
toul in his article mentions that D. kingianum 
“could have received its colour from a pro- 
genitor now entirely removed from the Aus- 
tralian dendrobium range”. In this I must 
entirely agree as I feel sure that a now 
extinct species has cast its influence on other 
species as well. It could easily be that our 
extinct species evolved into what we now 
know as D. kingianum, a species that is not 
so vigorously ecologically as it would appeat 
to be. Many other species have managed to 
spread over a much wider range than D. 
kingianum, possibly because of their much 
greater fertility or because it failed to ever 
manage to descend from its ledges on high 
rock faces. 

There is perhaps another factor and that 
is that D. kingianum is the result of hybrid- 
isation between two now extinct species hence 
the extremely wide variations in colour, shape, 
plant form and polyploidy. The previous 
existence of a now extinct species is borne 
out by several of the hybrids I have made 
over a long period. 
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Since first becoming interested in our 
native orchids almost twenty years ago I 
have always been on the lookout for superior 
forms and forms with unusual characteristics 
for use in a possible breeding programme. 
Among these plants are a number that play 
a part in our hypothesis. Usually all plants 
used in our breeding programme are given 
a varietal name so that their use can be 
traced back through our records. Our 
Characters then are D. kingianum ‘Dark Red’, 
2. speciosum ‘Compactum’, D. speciosum 
Ingham’, D. speciosum ‘Storm’ and D. speci- 
osum ‘Micros’. 

I obtained the first two mentioned at almost 
the same time, the D. speciosum ‘Compactum’ 
being perhaps the most unusual form of the 
Whole lot. Its habitat, I believe, is the western 
Side of the Dividing Range in North Queens- 
land, and its very compact form attracted 
me as a possibility for breeding compact, 
very hardy plants. 

I fully expected the cross between D. 
Speciosum ‘Compactum’ and D. kingianum 
Dark Red’ to produce a few highly coloured 
flowers and the rest an intermediate shade 
etween the two. However, the results were 
the other way around and if anything the 
ted colouring was intensified, not only florally 
ut also vegetatively. Under 65 per cent 
Shade cloth the leaves and pseudobulbs turn 
almost a deep burgundy red. This colour 
Intensification could only arise from the fact 
that the D. speciosum ‘Compactum’ carries 
a gene for colour, the same as D. kingianum 
Dark Red’. Improbable! On the surface, 
yes, but the pieces fit neatly with our now 
€xtinct species. 

Our D. speciosum ‘Ingham’ comes from 
North Queensland too, but much nearer the 
Coast, the plant is much more robust, the 
Owers larger, but the important thing is new 
Stowths carry the same red purple colouring 
as the D. speciosum ‘Compactum’ clone and 
the D. kingianum ‘Dark Red’. I have not 
Used this form in breeding as yet but it adds 
Weight to the common gene theory. 

A few years ago a party of us visited a 
Spot in the Wattagan Mountains to observe 
an unusual form of D. striolatum J had 
Observed there some time before and in our 
Scramble up the mountainside discovered a 
Onus in that some of the hundreds of D. 
SPeciosum .growing on the huge boulders 
Were in flower. Close examination showed 
that one of them was an outstanding form, 
Much larger flowers than any we had seen 
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before and of extremely heavy texture. This 
too was crossed with D. kingianum ‘Dark 
Red’, the resultant seedlings have yet to 
flower but they show no sign of any red- 
purple colouring except for occasional mauve 
anthocyanin spotting where they have re- 
ceived more light. D. speciosum ‘Micros’ is 
actually a form of D. speciosum var. hilli. 
This was found by my two children as a poor 
half-dead specimen laying on the ground 
and despite much derision on my part was 
taken home and carefully nursed to flowering 
size. The plant is unusually compact for D. 
speciosum var. hilli and when it flowered the 
flowers were a very light yellow which is 
unusual as most forms in this area are white 
flowered. For many years I had thought of 
crossing the Phalaenanthe and Ceratobium 
sections onto the Dendrocoryne section but 
efforts ended in failure. 

However, this clone accepted pollen from 
the primary cross D. canaliculatum x D. 
attennatum quite readily and the resultant 
seedlings now planted show no signs of any 
red-purple colouring, but a companion cross 
of (D. canaliculatum x D. attennatum) x D. 
speciosum ‘Compactum’ is so __ intensely 
coloured that at times it is almost impossible 
to pick them out against the charcoal they 
are potted in. In this case the red-purple 
colouring could only come from the D. 
speciosum. 

A parallel case to further illustrate the 
point is D. speciosum “Compactum’ x D. 
tetragonum var. hayesianum. This too de- 
veloped the deep red-purple colouring and 
other crosses involving D. tetragonum vat. 
hayesianum reveal no.sign of this colouring. 
All these comparisons point to one fact and 
that is the red-purple colouring comes from 
our North Queensland D. speciosum ‘Com- 
pactum’. Did it acquire this from a natural 
reaction to a hostile environment or from 
chance hybridisation with our now extinct 
progenitor? I think the latter is probably true 
and these North Queensland forms have 
already implanted in them the diminishing 
fertility factor as in D. kingianum. 

Our crosses with D. speciosum ‘Compac- 
tum’ have proved to be stubbornly infertile 
but D. delicatum as found in the wild will 
usually prove to be fertile, or at least most 
of the selected forms I have are. Mr. Rentoul 
thought it highly improbable that the influence 
could have come from the D. biggibum com- 
plex but perhaps the opposite could be true, 
our long lost progenitor could have had

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affinities with both the Phalaenanthe and 
Dendrocoryne sections hence the origin of 
the freely produced aerial growths on D. 
biggibum ‘Compactum’ as in D. kingianum. 
Difficult maybe but not entirely impossible 
In my view. Perhaps in the words of a once 
popular song “the answer my friend is blow- 
Ing in the wind” and we may never know but 
I hope someone with more scientific quali- 
fications than I have will provide the answers. 

As I stated earlier I think it quite possible 
to avoid the diminishing fertility factor in 
D. kingianum hybrids by carefully breeding 
to avoid use of D. kingianum especially in 
the early stages. For instance, D. Andrew 
Persson (D. speciosum x D. falcorostrum), D. 
Star of Gold and D. gracillimum are all very 
fertile seed producers. I am sure that many of 
these clones now around will breed on to 
further generations if we carefully avoid the 
Use of D. kingianum. Early in our breeding 
Programme I crossed D. Andrew Persson with 
D. kinigianum ‘Dark Red’ to produce the 
lovely D. Alan Printer, a cross that produced 
Colouring from deep pink to almost pure 
White. 

_They were of such heavy substance that I 
tried all clones in my possession as breeders 
and found that they were all sterile except 
for one clone which has so far accepted pollen 
from D. delicatum (syn. D. kestevenni) 

Owendoc’, a lovely clone given to me by 
a friend who was aware of my interest in 
Unusual forms. This one was a near white 
With mauve-purple spotting in the petals 
and as it has turned out a very free seed 
Producer. The resultant seedlings from this 
CfOss were not many but they were most 
teluctant to grow even in flasks and are 
Showing very tight compact growth in flats. 

look forward to their eventual flowering 
With great interest as it has pushed the 
frontier back to a fourth generation hybrid 
and I am sure that it shows it is possible 
‘0 produce many more multi-generation 
hybrids in the future.

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Dendrobium speciosum and seed dispersal 


G. C. MORRISON, M.A.I.H., F.L.S. 


May I express my appreciation for the 
interesting and informative article on 
Dendrobium speciosum by J. R. Rentoul as 
published in A.O.R. for March and June 
1975. This type of article does much to boost 
the interest and status of the Review. 

By way of further contribution to this 
Subject I would like to comment on two 
points. 

Firstly Mr. Rentoul has attributed the 


_ dispersal of orchid seed solely to wind and 


postulates that the dispersal would be slow, 
presumably because it would be on a small 
Scale, i.e. by short hops. 

Garay (1964) states that orchid seeds are 
readily distributed by wind, occasionally up 
to 400 miles, but commonly much less. In 
1,000 years (or even 100 years) it is not 
Mconceivable that D. speciosum seeds could 
be wind carried, to a favourable germinating 
area, in several comparatively long hops of 
a few hundred miles. 

However, my point is not to theorise on 
Prevailing winds or wind dispersal but rather 
On dispersal of seeds by birds. Many plant 
Seeds are dispersed by birds, either via the 
digestive tract or by birds spitting out the 
Seed after eating the fruit. It is not suggested 
that orchid seeds are carried by either of 
these methods but rather without too much 
active co-operation of the bird. If this is 
Possible then we have a ready means whereby 
Orchid seeds can be carried quickly from pod 
tO a germinating place over reasonably large 
distances and frequently. Sanford (1974) 
Considers that such a possibility cannot be 
Ignored. Garay (1964) argues against birds 
48 carriers (migratory birds as distinct from 
Ocal populations) as follows— 

a) A migratory bird must be present when 
the plant discharges its seeds. 

b) The seeds must become attached to 
the bird’s feathers. 

C) The birds must migrate immediately 
(so that the seed remains viable). 

4) On arrival at another continent the 
Still viable seed must be deposited on a 
Substrate containing the required mycorrhiza. 

€) The new seedling must enter into 
‘Ompetition with existing vegetation. 

Garay considers that the chances for all 
factors to be favourable is very slim. 


However, let us consider some of these 
points— 

a) Birds are both arboreal and terrestrial 
according to species and activity and have 
every chance of being in the right place at 
the right time. If we concern ourselves only 
with local bird populations, present fairly 
continuously in an area, rather than the once 
per year migratory types, this does not seem 
to be much of a problem. 

b) The physical configuration of feathers 
seems to form an ideal trap for tiny orchid 
seeds either picked up in flight or while 
nesting. Additionally, feathers are composed 
largely of a fibrous protein called keratin. 
Other well known keratins are wool and hair. 
Those who have worn woollen garments while 
sliding along a plastic car seat are aware that 
the cloth (and the body) attains an electro- 
static charge. Similarly, dry hair, when 
combed attains an electrostatic charge and 


often “crackles’’. 


There seems to be no reason to doubt that 
feathers would also attain such a charge either 
from friction due to ruffling or from dust 
particles while in flight in much the same 
way as an aeroplane in flight accumulates a 
static charge due to particle co-incidence. 
Minute particles, like orchid seeds, could 
probably be held on to feathers by this 
electrostatic force. ; 

c) Even local bird populations may have 
separate feeding and nesting areas and make 
daily sorties from one to the other. Also as 
environmental conditions deteriorate in one 
place, highly mobile birds are the first to 
leave in favour of better conditions so that 
some progressive movement over longer 
distances is made. 

d) After feeding, the bird may preen its 
feathers and unwittingly deposit orchid seed 
on the tree or ground. This may account for 
the conglomerate clump of D. speciosum, D. 
gracillicaule and D. gracillimum (as quoted 
by Mr. Rentoul) so interwined that it was 
impossible to take out an isolated piece. — 
Perhaps a “contaminated” bird had preened 
on this branch. 

On the subject of mycorrhiza Warcup 
(1971) in studying Australian terrestrial 
species of Caladenia and Diuris found high 
specificity between these and their mycorrhi-

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zal fungus. I do not know of any similar work 
relating to Australian epiphytes. However, in 
general, little is really known about specificity. 
Rhizoctonia solani, a very widespread fungus, 
ls commonly associated with the rhizosphere. 
Harvais and Hadley (1967) found that 
Rhizoctonia spp obtained from orchid free 
regions were capable of symbiotic association. 
So the problem of having a suitable fungus 
Present at the germinating point does not 
appear to be very great and in fact is less 
of a problem with bird-borne seed as com- 
Pared to wind-borne seed. The bird could 
readily carry spores or mycelium on feathers 
Or feet and so “sow” the fungus along with 
the orchid seed. 

€) This is the case with seeds generally, 
however, epiphytes or lithophytes could have 
marked advantage over other seeds in that 
they have very little competition. 

As the environment changes*from forest to 
Semi-desert so the bird population moves to 
Secure new nesting and feeding grounds. 
Therefore, in addition to the day to day 
distribution possibilities, we have the long 
term progressive distribution of seed from the 
Old deteriorating environment to the newer 
developing environment. If one considers long 
Tange dispersal by both wind and birds the 
Significance of a land bridge between 
Tasmania and the mainland does not seem 
Important unless seed is limited to transport 
by land animals or in very short steps. There 
Could be some other reason why D. speciosum 
has not penetrated into Tasmania. 

In 1883 Krakatao erupted with a big bang 
destroying all vegetation. The first orchids to 
Teturn to the island were found in 1896 (3 
terrestrials) and by 1933, 17 epiphytic and 

8 terrestrial orchids were reported. Sanford 
(1974) points out that orchids were not 
among the first plants to arrive even though 
Seeds are easily dispersed. He feels that the 
Major factor in dispersal is the establishment 
Of a suitable habitat for germination. 

The second point deals with the red-purple 
Colour in flower stems and leaves of some 

-Q. plants of D. speciosum and speculation 
as to whether or not this plant may be a 
hybrid of D. speciosum and some unknown 
Plant containing an anthocyanin, e.g. 
D. bigibbum. Both of these plants have a 2n 
Chromosome number of 38 so it is not clear 
Why Mr. Rentoul has rejected D. bigibbum 
as the source of colour. However, if a colour- 
ss chromophore precurser, e.g. a leucoan- 
thocyanin, is present in the tissue it only 
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requires one nitotic aberration to produce an 
enzyme which would convert the colourness 
form to the coloured form and one can 
imagine “sporting” to occur over a lengthy 
period of time. Here we should introduce a 
little chemotaxonomy. While the actual 
identification of an anthocyanin (providing 
the red-purple colouration) requires a deal of 
work, the comparison between anthocyanins 
in both plants is a relatively simple operation 
designed to determine if these are identical 
or different. This would at least suggest that 
D. bigibbum could or could not be a parent 
of the N.Q. form of D. speciosum. The most 
difficult part is acquiring the plant material 
with which to work.

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MORE ON SEED DISTRIBUTION 

Sir, 

Since writing to you last month on the distri- 
bution of orchid seed I have had the opportunity 
of checking on some seed from Pferostylis nutans. 

The seed sheath measured 1440 x 120 micro- 
meters and consisted of many transparent cells 
forming a curved cylinder apparently open at the 
ends. This cylinder enclosed the proembryo meas- 
uring 180 x 90 micrometers and had the appearance 
of a mite, minus the legs. The seed was placed in 
an electrostatic field of at least 150 v/mm which 
caused the seeds to jump to the positive pole and 
align themselves vertically along the field, resem- 
bling in the process a lot of pins hanging from a 
magnet. Seeds were also attracted to and held by 
the negative pole, although apparently not so 
strongly but this was assessed by observation only 
and not by measurement. 

After running a comb through my hair I placed 
the comb near the seed and ended up with a comb- 
end full of orchid seed. There seems no doubt, 
therefore, that these seeds will jump an air gap 
under the influence of an electrostatic field. 

Another point of interest with respect to orchid 
seeds in general is that the seed sheath must surely 
break down upon germination of the proembryo 
and it would be of interest to know just how 
important the resultant constituents may be in 
feeding the germ cell and/or supplying it with the 
hormones needed.

Orchids and a Cyclone 
JANET RABY 


Many stories have been told already of 
the effect of Cyclone Tracy upon the people 
of Darwin, but until now, nobody has 
written from an Orchid Grower’s angle. 

The wreckage of gardens and bush-houses 
Was given but a cursory glance on Christmas 
morning 1974, because of the enormous 
tasks — involving survival and sustenance of 
life itself — which had to be accomplished 
first. So orchids had to take a back seat 
and a low priority until more pressing prob- 
lems had been attended to. That, in itself, 
did not matter so much, because rain fell in 
large amounts, every night and often during 
the day, so orchids that remained, did not 
dry-out as badly as they might. have done. 

Many bush-houses were blown down or 
away and Sarlon cloth was ripped off. So 
there was no shade at all. This became a 
Serious problem when the rain stopped and 
a period of dry, very hot weather took over. 
Orchids belonging to those people who had 
been evacuated, now became burnt and dried- 
Out. Where this was known, willing friends 
took in “evacuee” orchids to their own 
homes and cared for them until their owners 
Could return. 

Many of the naturalised orchids suffered 


_ because they were either blown off and away 


from their former habitat of trees or rocks 
Or else their host-trees fell and crushed them 
beneath. Some, indeed, were recovered from 
Neighbouring gardens and some were dis- 
Covered days later clinging dejectedly to 
garden fences — alive if not kicking. 
Earthenware and cement pots 
Smashed and plastic pots crumpled — their 
Contents scattered. But one of the biggest 
eadaches was retrieving sad little orchids 
Without names. One enthusiast gathered up 
More than ninety detached name-tags, so 
Until the poor dears flower again, there is 
No way of knowing what has survived. 
Mature orchids, still whole and in their 
Pots, after recovering from their initial shock, 
Immediately began to burst into bloom. 
Unfortunately many had their stems snapped 


in half — the top portion nowhere to be 
Seen. The vandaceous varieties soon began 
to produce plantlets round the base — as 


Many as five and six to a plant in some 
Cases. Phalaenopsis had their leaves torn off 
Or shredded, so that they eventually died. 





were. 
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A crop-dusting plane flew low over the 
entire city every three days spraying Mala- 
thion to eradicate flies but it probably helped 
to keep down pests and diseases on plants. 

Treatment of remaining orchids after the 
Cyclone was in all cases, conservative: 
shade and adequate water, out of the wind 
until they recovered from shock. 

In late July, for the second successive 
year, there will be a display of blooms from 
the Darwin Orchid Society Members at the 
Darwin Show: not so impressive as last year, 
of course, but a valiant effort nonetheless. 
Which seems to point-up the fact that 
orchids, like the majority of Darwin people 
are tough and resilient, carrying on with 
living with a minimum of fuss. 

There is no doubt at all that the wonderful 
encouragement and help in many forms 
received from Orchid Societies all over Aus- 
tralia has given added enthusiasm to what 
was a very Junior Orchid Society.

Like myself, many readers will be surprised 
to learn that N.S.W. has the most diverse 
flora of any Australian State. We have become 
conditioned into regarding West Australia or 
Queensland as superior in this respect. The 
two latter certainly have a unique flora but 
N.S.W. has a wider range of habitats from 
alpine to rain forest, woodlands, tablelands, 
through to desert, and this — with its 
accompanying wide range of rocks and soils 
— has resulted in a wide range of species. 

The book has an authors’ team of four. 
Mr. E. R. Rotherham’s precise photography 
Is its basis and 90% of the illustrations are 
from his cameras. He will be remembered for 
his artistic work in the other two volumes, 
and also for his co-operation with Mr. Leo 

ady in the excellent volume Australian 
Native Orchids in Colour. Other team mem- 
bers have all had years of experience with 
Plants in the area. Mr. Don Blaxell is a 
botanist and Ms. Barbara Briggs is Deputy 
Chief at the Sydney Royal Botanic Gardens 
and National Herbarium. Mr. Roger Carolin 
1S Associate Professor of Biology at the 

Niversity of Sydney. 

Only six orchids are pictured and a sur- 
Prising omission is Dendrobium speciosum. 
Nevertheless the book is valuable to orchid 
Stowers because it depicts ferns and foliage 
Plants which are grown in conjunction with 
Orchids. Of course, it is worth possessing for 
Its beauty alone. If you enjoy occasional trips 
Mto the bush this book is a must. 

Beside detailed captions with each of the 
556 illustrations there are excellent texts 
devoted to particular terrains. 

While the illustrations show only about a 
twelfth of the species in the area the selected 
Ones are the most spectacular ones and a 
pebtesentatiye cross section of each habitat 

Tea. 

The nomenclature is accurate and there 
are few technicalities. Only long accepted 
COmmon names are given. Clarity of each 
lllustration ensures that it can be easily 
Matched against a living specimen for identi- 
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fication. A useful list of reference books is 
given, also an excellent glossary of botanical 
terms. 

The book is now freely available at book- 
sellers and is recommended as a very suitable 
gift for a bush ranging husband or wife.

BOOK REVIEW 
Die Orchideen — Part 6 


Dr. F. G. Brieger’s careful revision and 
embellishment of the famous Rudolf Schlech- 
ter work has now reached its sixth part of a 
projected 18 parts. 

The parts to date cover a review of the 
entire family of the Orchidaceace. Part 6 
includes a complete review of the Diuris tribe 
and thus is of particular interest to Aus- 
tralians where most species are indigenous. 

The value of the work lies in the complete- 
ness of its comparative keys and descriptions 
of the characteristics of tribes, subtribes and 
genera, in logical order. 

It is in German but the illustrations, Latin 
terms, and a good German dictionary are 
all that is necessary for the person who is 
not a German scholar to be able to compre- 
hend the broad structure of the work, and 
consequently of the whole wonderful family 
tree of orchids. 

The publishers now propose to hasten ~ 
completion of the work by releasing the first 
part of Volume II dealing with the cultivated 
orchids simultaneously with the next botanical 
part. Volume II will cover all aspects of 
commercial growing. 

The printing standard and layout of the 
work is superb. Each part so far has con- 
tained a fine colour plate, the one in Part 6 
is reproduced from a painting by J. Mergner 
and depicts Laelia autumnalis.

STAY ALIVE 

If you wish to stay alive for a long time to enjoy 
your orchids, the following precautions are worth 
noting. ; 

Empty pots and other litter, including loose 
hoses, left around the glasshouse can become a 
hazard. Slime accumulating on concrete pots can 
cause a nasty fall. Stakes used to support your 
spikes should be curved or covered on the tips to 
protect your eyes. This also applies to cymbidium 
leaf tips; a poke in the eye can be extremely 
dangerous, particularly if the plants have been 
sprayed with insecticide. 

Just a word of warning to those growers who 
have fertiliser or insecticide systems connected into 
the water supply line. This is illegal and dangerous 
feedback may occur to your domestic supply. 

Never spray insecticides without adequate pro- 
tection to nose, eyes and skin; avoid staying in a 
glasshouse that has recently been treated. 

If you ever use ammonium nitrate remember 
that it becomes highly explosive when mixed with 
fuel oil as used in most glasshouse boilers, so stow 
with great caution. 

Faulty electrical wiring and appliances can be 
most dangerous, particularly in a wet glasshouse. 
Play safe — let an expert do the job.

REPORT FROM “DOWN UNDER” 


CHRIS NICHOLAS 


What a wonderful event is an Australia- 
Wide Orchid Conference, as the events of 
last September proved once again. Strangely 
enough, the States to benefit most are those 
Which grow the fewest orchids, namely West 
Australia and Tasmania. 

We benefit not because of the interesting 
and informative papers presented, not be- 
Cause of the opportunity to compete against 
Our big brothers, but the very chance to see 


the latest in blooms all grouped together in 


the one exhibition where we can make com- 
Parisons, study trends and generally bring 
Ourselves up to date. 


I cannot really speak for West Australia 
but I do know that in Tasmania we suffer 
badly in this regard, hence the increasing 
Numbers of Tasmanian growers who are 
attending interstate conferences. 

Our problems are two-fold. Firstly, we are 
Sull lacking local up-to-the-minute orchid 
Nurseries where one can see the latest in top 
Notch blooms in the flesh. As the numbers 
of growers in Tasmania increase the possi- 

ilities of such nurseries could become more 
than a pipe dream, but not in the near future. 


Secondly, cost is a factor. Very few, if 
any of us, would or could consider paying 
Up to $100 a bulb for what is still very much 
a hobby proposition in Tasmania. The slow 
Tate of multiplication here precludes the 
°pportunity to split costs and make a quick 
Sale of a bulb to a fellow grower. 


Mericlones are up to a point providing the 
answers and we shall continue to rely heavily 
On these in the future. But, because of the 
me lag when we first see or hear of a 
Particular clone blooming and manage to 
Procure a 15-20cm mericlone of it we are 
Still four to five years behind our counter- 
Parts by the time we flower it. 
T espite our problems orchid growing in 
asmania is progressing apace. Veteran 
Stowers such as Len Clark of Launceston, 
4 Om we thought was lost forever, are re- 
Urning to the fold. Len, incidentally, has 
fen growing orchids longer than most 
People in Australia. 


ti Launceston Orchid Society, launched at the 
ae of our First Tasmanian Orchid Confer- 
Nee, is developing into an enthusiastic group 


who are concentrating on growing top level 
plants and really specialising in miniature 
Cymbidiums. The most outstanding display 
of miniatures I have seen was in Launceston 
in 1972 and this was immediately after the 
severe frosts which decimated so many Tas- 
manian collections. 

The north-west coast area, a skip and jump 
from Melbourne has two societies, the old 
established Orchid Society of North Western 
Tasmania based at Burnie and the newest and 
undoubtedly most progressive group in the 
State located at Devonport and known as the 
Devonport Orchid Society. Devonport showed 
its capabilities when it organised and hosted 
the highly successful Fourth ‘Tasmanian 
Orchid Conference in October, 1974, only 
four years after its formation, it now has in 
the vicinity of 100 members and is growing 
rapidly. 

Overall we have between 300-400 members 
in the four State societies together with an 
unknown number of growers who do not 
belong to any organisation. 

Cymbidiums, of course, form the backbone 
of most collections. ; 

We can grow them in shadehousés, moving 
them under cover as the buds emerge from 
the sheaths. This means that the smaller , 
grower can avoid the expense of a glasshouse 
until such time as the bug really bites. 


Cattleyas, vandas, phalaenopsis, etc., have 
a reasonable representation but are of course 
limited to growers who have a heated area. 


Cooler growing types such as masdevallias, 
Mexican laelias, varicosum type oncidiums 
and our own Australian Natives have always 
done well in Tasmania in an unheated glass- 
house but now we are finding another trend. 
This has been introduced largely by newer 
growers and is in the cooler growing cattleya 
and allied genera range, largely species and 
primary hybrids. Members are learning the 
art of growing these without heat and we can 
soon look forward to all the year round 
flowering from this sector. 

That is one feature about orchids, there 
is always something else around the corner, 
just waiting for the initiative of that enter- 
prising grower who wants to be different.

The story of Andree Millar, 0.B.E. 


RONALD KERR 


“To Mrs. Andree Millar the OBE for 
services in the fields of horticulture and 
botany” so began the citation in the June 
1975, Honours List of the world’s youngest 
government, as published in the Port Moresby 
Post-Courier. 

I read it with elation, as would everyone 
who knows Andree Millar and her dedication 
to conservation, horticulture, science, and to 
Papua New Guinea itself. 

Few men, and certainly no other women, 
have traversed as much of Papua New Guinea 
as Mrs. Millar. As botanical assistant at Lae 
Herbarium she was liaison officer with some 
of the American Archbold expeditions and 
also made innumerable field trips with other 
visiting scientists and forestry officers. 

___ I first met Andree in Lae nine years ago, 
but I have known her longer than that, first 
by repute, then by correspondence, for she 
has long been an avid contributor to the 
Australian Orchid Review. 

Although Andree was officially on leave 
at that time she devoted some days to showing 
me the orchid specimens in the Herbarium, 
the living orchids in the growing houses, and 
the sights of Lae in general. 

I had been told that she was a tough 
disciplinarian with the bearers and camp 
assistants on field trips, but it was obvious 
that the gardeners at Lae adored her. 

The Lae Botanic Gardens in which the 
Herbarium is situated were established after 
the war under the direction of the Govern- 


ment Botanist, Mr. John Womersley. The site - 


was a strip of rain forest, some of which has 


been preserved, on the outskirts of Lae. John © 


Womersley, with the able help of dedicated 
people like Andree, has turned them into on? 
of the great public gardens of the world. 

Andree and her late husband lived at 
Bulolo during its great gold boom days. 

In the September, 1953, issue of Austra- 
lian Orchid Review, Andree described het 
introduction to the orchids of New Guinea: 

“A few years ago one of my native house 
boys walked in with a spray of orchids behin 
his ear, instead of the customary hibiscus. 
asked him where the plant was and he said, 
‘On top bikpela diwai’. We left it at that but 
later he was ‘broke’ and said he’d get the 
plant for ‘two marks’ (two shillings). He did: 

“That’s the end of the first part of the 
story. Any orchid grower knows the rest”. 

By 1955 John and Andree Millar had 
three bushhouses, each about 20 by 5 metres 
in size, filled with more than 2500 orchids 
and also New Guinea begonias, hoyas, fern’: 
and balsams. 

‘It had become more than a hobby becaus? 
at this stage they were collecting herbariu™ 
specimens for botanist John Womersley 19 
Lae, and building up living native plants fo! 
the new Lae Botanic Gardens. 

When the gold boom tapered off the 
Millars moved to Lae and Andree accepté 
a position as botanical assistant at La° 
Herbarium. Most of the huge and patiently 
acquired collection of orchids and othe! 
plants from Bulolo were incorporated int? 
the Botanic Gardens stock. By the mid sixttes 
these gardens were undoubtedly one of the 
finest tropical gardens in the world, despit® 
the fact that the Herbarium staff had 1 
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devote most of their time to more economic 
Pursuits, particularly forestry. 


After the tragic death of her husband (she 

as a son and daughter, the latter a doctor) 
Andree devoted every waking moment to her 
Career in horticulture and botany. During 
this period she covered every section of 
Papua New Guinea, doing much but seeing 
how vast was the work that needed doing. 


In spite of the wealth of experience she 
Was gaining, and the not inconsiderable 
achievements of this period, she wrote, 

Those of us engaged in field botany collected 
Specimens and plants whenever possible, but 
little systematic collecting could be done when 
shepherding visiting scientists and researchers 
M search of everything from beetles to 

allucinating mushrooms”. 


Then in 1970 came the great opportunity, 
When the founding Vice-Chancellor of the 
Niversity of Papua New Guinea, John 
Gunther who was knighted in the same 
Onours List of last June, invited Andree 
illar to establish a garden for the University. 


Sir John and Andree defined the major 
Odjectives as being “to establish a teaching 
Sarden for the students in all phases of their 
Studies in agriculture, science, and horticul- 
lure; to make pleasant surroundings for the 
Students and people of Port Moresby for re- 
axation and as a buffer against the pressures 
Of daily life; and to build a garden in Papua, 
48 We have in Lae, in which to establish a 


Viable collection of the unique flora of 


apua’”’. 


Tn less than five years these objectives have 
been achieved but Andree feels the task is 
really just beginning. Conservation has now 

fCOme a major task because she knows too 

Well the depredations of timber getting and 
ad clearing for agriculture. In a recent 
article she wrote, “One of the projects we 
ave in the University Gardens is to raise 
reed of any species we can and plant them 
ack in their natural environment”. 


f Andree contends that the export of plants 
‘Om the jungle should be banned, but 
autserymen should be taught to grow them 
fo seed and export established plants and 
Owers. This is already a viable industry in 
‘ountries such as Singapore, Thailand, 
aiwan, Hawaii, and Australia, besides those 
‘Ountries with an established horticultural 
Tadition. 
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Already Andree is helping Papua’s first 
orchid nurseryman to become established, 
others will follow. Backed by the country’s 
great wealth of nearly 2000 orchid species 
the export of flowers and plants will become 
an important industry. 

Andree was a co-founder — and is still 
honorary secretary of — the Orchid Society 
of Papua New Guinea which now includes 
graduates and students of the University 
among its members. 

However, her dominant concern is for the 
accurate classification of the huge number of 
orchids in Papua New Guinea. Since the in- 
tensive field journeyings and taxonomic re- 
search of the great botanist Dr. Rudolph 
Schlechter during the first decade of this 
century no detailed taxonomic work on New 
Guinea orchids has been carried out. Un- 
luckily the good doctor’s type specimens were 
destroyed by World War bombing, although 
a few duplicates exist in Sydney Herbarium. 

Accurate classification, particularly of 
living things, is one of the fundamentals of 
our culture. Andree knows this and plans for 
the day when someone, hopefully native 
born, can devote a life-time to completing 
the work of Dr. Schlechter in New Guinea. 

Meanwhile she is adding substantially to 
the foundations on which such a scientist can 
build, making the University Gardens even 
more beautiful, more useful, preaching and 
practising conservation, and constantly 
making field trips to areas where tribesfolk 
are just emerging from the stone age. 

Only twenty years ago the carriers Andree 
hired near her Bulolo home called her the 
‘Jong long misis wasat pei gutpela moni 
pulpul i nogat kaikai’. Pidgin “long long” 
translates somewhat like our colloquialism 
“way out” and the whole phrase as “mad 
lady who pays good money for flowers she 
cannot eat”. 

Now her faithful garden colleagues at Lae 
and Port Moresby are saying, “Misis bolong 
pulpul kisim OBE”, meaning “Lady of the 
flowers awarded OBE”. 

The forward looking Government of Papua 
New Guinea appreciates the hard work and 
dedication of a wonderful person who has 
done, and is doing, so much for Papua New 
Guinea. 

There is a pleasure in the pathless woods,

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IN THE STEPS OF SCHLECHTER 


ANDREE MILLAR, O.B.E. 
Being a paper delivered at the Eighth World Orchid Conference 


The greatest name in the history of orchid- 
ology in Papua New Guinea is that of Dr. 
Rudolph Schlechter, who in the years of the 
German administration covered a great part 
of what was then called German New Guinea, 
on foot. In only a few years — 1901-1902 
and 1907-1908 — his achievements were 
little short of miraculous. 

In rugged country, he walked and collected 
and made his voluminous notes. You all 
know the type of country, if only from 
pictures, and it is truly magnificent scenery; 
sheer, breath-taking mountains and rushing 
rivers; endless miles of sun-baked head-high 
grassy savannahs and narrow hunting tracks 
that wind on the very edge of cliffs thousands 
of feet above the rocky ravines. It is 
back-aching, leg-wearying, _ spirit-breaking 
country to walk in, though to the dedicated 
orchid collector, the rewards are great. I too 
know all of this, all of the hardships, all of 
the joy, for I have followed in the steps of 
Schlechter, seeing for the first time the beau- 
tiful orchids that he too saw for the first time. 

Orchid collectors and growers, who deal 
with commercial nurseries cannot have any 
conception of jungle work. Even today, with 
two-way radios, modern medicine and emer- 
gency kits, helicopters which can be called in, 
and patrol posts in the back country — even 
with all those, orchid collecting in the still 
untouched and virgin bush can be dangerous, 
fraught with un-named fears: un-named fears 
because one dares not put a name to them. 

Rudolph Schlecter had none of these latter- 
day aids and comforts to jungle work. He set 
out not knowing of the variations in topo- 
graphy, rainfall or vegetation. In addition to 
his gifted pen and inspired drawing pencil, 
he had nothing but his great heart, his love 
of all living plants and his tireless legs. 

It was enough. He visited New Ireland and 
New Britain. He sailed up the Sepik; he 
collected behind Aitape to the Torricelli 
range. For one whole year he worked inland 
from Astrolabe Bay, crossing over the Fini- 
sterre Ranges to the Ramu River. He climbed 
to 6,000 feet in the Bismark Range and cris- 
crossed the Finschhafen-Satelberg area. He 
made a base camp on the Waria River and 
climbed up and down the mountains above 


that tumultuous, treacherous river — and 
there can be no corner of the world more 
merciless and more cruel to the stranger, than 
the mountains in the Waria Valley. 

Although he was the greatest of all 
collectors to visit this area, it was in tax0- 
nomy that he made the most valuable of all 
his contributions to the botany of Papua New 
Guinea. In addition to the plants he de- 
scribed himself, he also described species 
collected by his contemporaries. No-one 1s 
yet quite sure of the number of species 10 
New Guinea, more have been discovere 
since Schlecter’s time and I believe there are 
more to be found yet. Of the 1830 species of 
Papua New Guinea orchids recognised up t0 
1960, one thousand five hundred and forty- 
nine were described by this great man. 

It is a well known saying — and only to0 
often proved true — that the good that met 
do is interred with them and the evil they 
have committed lives on. But with Rudolph 
Schlechter, the good he did, will live on a§ 
long as man and science last on this earth, 
and while there is one descendant of any one 
of the plants he discovered growing some 
where in Papua New Guinea, his memory 
will live too. 

In paying tribute to this great German, I 
speak for the country I live in, and whic 
I have the honour to represent at this con 
ference. Papua New Guinea is today taking 
its first steps into the world of botany, int? 
the happy fraternity of orchid growers. Let 
there be no mistake, as the people of Papu@ 
New Guinea take their place in the disciplines 
of sciences, they will join with the rest © 
us, all the world over, in paying homage at 
tribute to a great man, a man who exhibited 
the virtues most admired by all men: physic4 
courage and academic integrity. 

The visible memorial Rudolph Schlechte! 
left behind when he died in 1925 was his 
monumental work, “Orchidacee! 
von Deutsch-Neu-Guinea”, (The Orchids ° 
German New Guinea). There is not 2!

Mrs, Andree Millar, O.B.E. and Mr. Anos Ninjio, 
apua New Guinea’s first commercial orchid 
grower, examining a fine Phalaenanthe type 
Dendrobium. 


_ But today, the most humiliating question 
M the orchidology of Papua New Guinea is: 
After Schelchter — Who? What? and even 
More revealing —- When? The answer is 
Very sadly, practically nothing. Those of us 
“gaged in field botany, collected specimens 
and plants whenever possible but little 
Systematic collecting could be done when 
Shepherding visiting scientists and researchers 
M search of anything from beetles to hallu- 
‘inating mushrooms. Until three years ago, 
My work could best be described as botanical 
aby-sitting. 

It is true that other noted men have 
Worked from Schlechter’s great book and 
’dded to its scientific stature. A second 
€dition with additional material on culture 
Was published in 1927. A third edition has 
Now been launched, and intensive revision 
Undertaken by Dr. F. G. Brieger and much 
Up-to-date material has been _ included, 
‘Specially on pollination, genetics, distri- 
ution and taxonomy. Regrettably, we do not 
Yet have this edition in Papua New Guinea. 

This brings me to the point of what I am 
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personally doing, and what is tk. state of 
orchid research in Papua New Guinea today. 

.To answer the last question first; anyone 
engaged in botanical surveys will collect 
specimens if the plants happen to be there 
and in flower at the precise spot where the 
collector is at the time. The herbarium at 
the national gardens in Lae are full of 
specimens identified to genera only and filed 
away in dusty drawers. Duplicates by the 
hundred are lodged in the great herbaria of 
the world — Kew, Edinburgh — Munich, 
Oakes Ames, etc., waiting for someone to 
make the Orchids of Papua New Guinea 
their lifetime job. There has not during the 
years of the Australian administration, been 
any serious botanical patrols especially 
mounted to search for, collect and record, 
the orchids of this country. 

I left Lae Botanic Gardens in 1970. In 
1971 I came to the University of Papua New 
Guinea at Port Moresby. It was raw and 
new and had few buildings; the countryside 
was ragged and rugged — savannah, with 
only eucalypts, cycads and scattered hardy 
trees such as Antidesma and Nauclea. My ‘ 
magnificent men have transformed this into 
a place which is beautiful, proud and pleasant 
to live and work in. The orchid garden which 
we began as a relaxation for ourselves is 
now a research garden for our new industry. 

What we have done, we have done without 
large sums of money. Indeed in most cases, 
we have had to earn the money ourselves 
so our garden lacks the orderly dignity and 
serene beauty of the gentle acres I will see 
in time-old Europe. We have collected our 
own plants and tried to reproduce their 
natural conditions. 

In the operation of these gardens we have 
to divide our time — and our energies and 
our small financial budget — into three 
sections: display, conservation and research. 

We need the display so that we can keep 
hitting people in the eye with our beautiful 
orchids and we mass them so that their 
magnificence is overwhelming. Even I must 
admit, a'dozen posts with a hundred flowering 
plants of Dendrobium discolor is truly 
breathtaking — it thrills me every day and 
as many times in each day as I see them. 

So the orchid Garden is used for recreation 
by residents and students to show our visitors 
and is high on our tourist attractions list. 

Conservation in our language at present is 
just rushing out where we can, when logging 
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or clearing operations are going on, and 
scooping up every thing we can before the 
bulldozer or the fire-sticks gets there. This 
is why we have so many thousands of any 
one kind on posts in our Orchid Garden and 
especially those around Port Moresby. 

Research is a difficult story. We have first 
to discover what we have and then where 
each species is distributed. I have no hesi- 
tation in saying that there is no-one who 
can speak with authority on the complete 
distribution of the orchids of Papua New 
Guinea. I think I can say, without boasting, 
that I have more knowledge of what grows 
where than anyone else alive today. Believe 
me, that is pitifully little. 

However, in the last two years I have 
accomplished more than I have done in the 
preceding ten years due to a grant made by 
the American Orchid Research Council. I 
have found orchids I have never seen before, 
and which I believe are quite new discoveries. 
I now know a lot more about the extension 
of the orchids of North Australia to our 
Western District of Papua. I have studied 
the beautiful “Sepik Blue” in its own environ- 
ment. I would like to elaborate on this last: 
few foreigners can have any idea of the 
physical effort involved in researching a 
species so justly famed as the Sepik Blue. 
The Research Council of the American 
Orchid Society did however, recognise the 
difficulties and made it financially possible 
for me to study and collect it on its home 
ground, and I know that Papua New Guinea 
is as grateful to them as I am myself. 

Since I was very young, I had heard of 
the Sepik Blue, which we called Dendrobium 
ostrinoglossum, and the May River Red, 
which was known in the days of Dutch New 
Guinea, as Dendrobium lasianthera. I had 
always wanted to look for these in their own 
locality. I believed they were the same 
species, and Americans, may god of Orchids 
bless and reward them, made it possible. 

It is a comfortable ride to Wewak in a 
Fokker Friendship. A small plane takes you 
to Ambunti: many miles in 45 minutes. Then 
an enchanting five days up the mighty Sepik 
to the tributary May River in a trawler. 
Then two hours in a large canoe with an 
outboard motor, followed by two hours in 
a one-man paddle canoe, and we were in 
the swamps where the “May River Red” 
grew so prolifically on the Nauchea trees. It 
is a very prolific place, the Sepik. 
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I collected 400 plants and with help from 
the Australian Army brought them back to 
Port Moresby to our Research Garden. I tied 
them on teak posts in full sun, and they 
grew and flowered like the beauties they are. 
As they flowered, I photographed, recorded, 
measured, made specimens and I am now 
sure that Dendrobium lasianthera is correct 
name, and I have selected breeding plants. 


Their very great differences in colour, 
shape and size, point out the need for more 
and immediate physical research, not only 
into this species but into every other orchi 
which has hybridising and commercial 
potential. 

Another very well known species is Den- 
robium lineale. Many hybrids were pro- 
duced from this orchid under its earliet, 
better known name, Dendrobium  veratri- 
folium. For years we knew only this form, 
the white with mauve lip. 

Now I know a series of islands in the 
Huon Gulf where you see all kinds of vari 
ations. I have not spent more than six 
hours on these islands in my whole life; ! 
need at least a week and of course a trawlet- 


In the last twelve months, I have faced uP 
to the realisation that my greatest enemy 4 
time; I am not getting any younger and s° 
must make every day count. This young 
country is being catapulted into achieving the 
industrial and rural position in less than fifty 
years, to which other nations came slow!y 
to where they are today, through many 
centuries of measured development. Many 
millions of orchids have because of these 
rushed crash programmes for the develop- 
ment of a cash economy, gone up in flames: 
in tea, rubber, coffee, cattle and sites for 
processing factories, and of course in the 
destruction of the beautiful forests. 

In areas where Schlechter worked, I have 
a starting point. I know what to look fo! 
I know what he found and consequently have 
an idea of what might else be there. As he 
did I must make careful herbarium spec! 
mens, even on the deck of a trawler. Though 
I know Schlechter has been in an area befor’? 
me, and I am very small fry to bask in his 
great glory, I must look very carefully, 
Vanda hindsii was recorded many times bY 
him, but I had the great good luck to find 
a rare yellow form, on the opposite side ° 
the ridge. In the Western District, on the 
Fly River in the Gulf of Papua down to the 
West Irian border, on the Sepik River and 1! 
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turbulent tributaries — the May, the April, 
the Yellow, the August and others — in 
these places he did not go, and no-one else 


as done any systematic or sustained work — 


either. These places I want to go to, indeed 

Must go to, and in the next twelve months. 
Chlechter saw Vandopsis waroqueana in 

Orobe district. I found another one in the 
Gulf country, above Kikori, a beautiful, com- 
Pact bright orange colour. Who knows what 
Others are there? There is a world of beauty 
yet to delight the world, especially in the 
ulbophyllums genus, that Schlechter saw and 
SO faithfully recorded. - 

I had hoped to find the time to raise my 
©Wn hybrids this year. There are indeed 
Many Dendrobium hybrids on the market 
'oday, with Papua New Guinea parentage. 
N the early hybrids, not all were successful 
and many of the first crosses had little to 
‘ommend them. Many people rushed into 
hybridising with any Papua New Guinea 
rchid they came across by fair means or 
oul. Papua New Guinea orchids were new, 
‘onsequently made money. Little scientific 
tesearch and precious little judgment were 
“sed in all too many cases and the resulting 
ybrids were no credit either to their per- 
Petrators or orchidology in general. 


My plans for the days ahead are to collect 
S widely as time and money allow. There 
ate many things to take into account and not 
“l€ least is weather. In Port Moresby for 
stance we go twice to any area, for there 
'S a vast difference in the same area from 
.€ dry season to the wet. Some orchids flower 
the wet, some in the dry: terrestrials appear 
ove the ground at the beginning of the 
Wet, and vanish again in the dry. 
Guahere are not as yet any Papua New 
faueans engaged in seed raising. I have 
asked many native species myself. We have 
“ few active native members in our Society 
‘nd the number is growing but they are 
©ollectors in the true physical sense of the 
Word. They are Pidgin or Motu speakers, 
and they do not read or write. This year, 
at the first time we have two graduates and 
mas Student, and we intend to get on with 
tc flasking when I get back. I had no 
rouble raising seeds. I could not find the 
Me to follow through with re-planting, 
°mmunity pots and on to planting out be- 
Use of routine work pressures. 
5 We have an Orchid Society — the Orchid 
ciety of Papua New Guinea. Our badge 
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bears the imprint of the lovely Dendrobium 
johnsoniae, which grows in all districts and 
on many of the islands above the 600 metre 
mark. We have twice survived an exodus of 
two-thirds of our members: who returned to 
Australia for a variety of reasons. We are 
now climbing back with a solid core of 
people living here permanently. 

University students found Arachnis bec- 
carii; for the first time in many years. Anos 
Ninjio, the first Papua New Guinean orchid 
farmer, went with me to the Asean Orchid 
Congress in Bangkok. Anos is only a pidgin 
speaker, but a jolly good grower and he now 
exports native orchids; Frank Ginate is a 
Papuan, and my Assistant Curator. He won 
the trophy at our 1974 show for the best 
novice exhibitor. Amos Anio who has twice 
beaten me for the best grown native orchid, 
was presented with the Australian Orchid 
Council trophy by the A.O.S. President 
himself. : 

Along with scientific research and live 
plant collecting for our national gardens, we 
are trying to establish collecting points for 
our new industry. 

Just recently, with Dr. Schoser and Mrs. 
Eva Groz, we sailed to Sewa Bay on Nor- 
manby Island, and found Paphiopedilum 
violascens. It had only been seen once before, 
by Dr. Brass in 1957. But we found it again. 

My years in Papua New Guinea have been 
good years. I have walked across reefs, 
rowed from trawlers into narrow lagoons: 
everywhere children have helped me, the dear 
laughing youngsters of Papua New Guinea. 
I have stayed in the evening to talk to people 


in other canoes, and they have shared their 


food with us. Many times, tired and happy, 
I have had the thrill of returning to the 
trawler with just what I had hoped to find; 
I have slid down cliff faces in the sure know- 
ledge there will be someone to catch me at 
the bottom. Often in the evenings, the village 
people have danced for us. Truly we are the 
lucky ones, truly this country is paradise 
on earth. 

Mornings at sea are beautiful beyond need 
of words, when a loving God begins our day 
with a glorious glittering golden sunrise; and 
in the evenings, with a gentle, soul-cleansing 
patch of gold, the same sun sets on another 
day, when we have been privileged to follow 
in the footsteps of Rudolph Schlechter.

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AUTOMATION 


WITH 
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ELECTRONICS 


G. C. MORRISON, M.A.I.H., F.L.S. 


Over the years many articles have appeared 
in orchid journals detailing methods of glass- 
house automation. These have largely used 
electrically operated devices to control tem- 
perature, humidity and watering and the 
sensors have been of various types. Many 
growers reject the idea of automation in that 
they obtain a lot of enjoyment out of tending 
their plants, however, I venture to say that 
any grower who has experienced automation 
finds it too invaluable to do without. In any 
case when one goes away for weeks or 
months it is re-assuring to know that ones 
plants will not be dependent on rain for their 
water whether these be orchids or any other 
type of pot plant. Additionally it becomes 
unnecessary to wear out ones good-will with 
neighbours by asking them to look after the 
plants, particularly if ones collections runs 
into hundreds or even thousands. 

_In the October 1975 issue of “The Garden” 
(Royal Horticultural Society Journal) 
Deenagh Gould-Adams, in an article “Green- 
house Automation for Amateurs” states— 

“T have seen one modest sized orchid house 
with cool and temperate sections, where no 
less than fifteen time clocks and nine thermo- 
stats were devoted to the orchid’s welfare. 
The owner is absent for months but I have 
never seen healthier plants”. 

The author’s greenhouse was equipped 
with simple thermostats and a light sensor 
plus a watering measure control all operating 
from 240 volt mains. Although it is some- 
times necessary to use a.c. mains in a wet 
situation it is preferrable to minimise this 
usage as much as possible. This applies 
particularly to the 240 volt system in use 
here. In the U.S.A. the 115 volt supply is 
much less dangerous. 

When expansion and rebuilding became 


necessary it seemed that control system up- 


dating by using electronic systems would be 
appropriate in this day and age. These 
systems use a 12 volt power supply for most 
of the circuitry, hence are safe and they allow 
considerable flexibility in the interlocking of 
functions, e.g., no water when no light. 

The present system in use rather grew like 
Topsy as additional bits were added, experi- 
mentally, to the original. There did not 


appear to be any guidance material on what 
is required to control the greenhouse an 
how to do this electronically so that it became 
necessary to start from scratch and build uP 
as one went along. 

Firstly, an electronic thermometer wa’ 
constructed using a sensing element measul 
ing about 5mm long and 2 mm in diametel 
The response of this was quite rapid at 
could readily sense the heated air from one 
hand wrapped around the sensor. The sma 
nature of the sensing element also meant tha! 
it could be fixed to a small surface and mea 
sure the temperature of say, a portion of @ 
leaf. Also, by adding a five position select0! 
switch, five such elements could be distribute 
about to measure the temperature in various 
places. 

With such a device functioning, the nex! 
step seemed to be the development of 4” 
electronic thermostat using a single sensilé 
element to turn on or off the heat, a fan a? 
a cooling-misting spray with panel controls © 
pick off the voltage (representing tempet® 
ture) required. This development had 1 
problems but now the heater turns off 
12°C (or whatever is required, as set in from 
the front panel). The fan turns on a 25 
and the cooling mist at 30°C.

Light control is obtained from a cadmium 


sulphide cell (Note 4) and a light sensitivity « 


control is provided to adjust the circuit to its 
operating point. As the water sensor can also 
turn the water on and off it might take weeks 
to adjust the light sensor to the desired value. 
To overcome this problem an “adjust- 
operate” switch is fitted. When set to “adjust” 
the water sensor is inactivated and the light 
sensitivity control is adjusted slowly under 
day-time light) until the neon lights. It is left 
in this position and the switch returned to 
“operate”. 

The water sensor used was home-made and 
has no sophistication. As the diagram shows 
it is mounted at right angles to a wooden 
support block which has been sprayed with a 
silicone waterproofing compound (from your 
favourite handyman bar). Four strips of 
chromotography paper grade Whatmann 
3MM each measuring 9cm x 4cm are 
clamped between brass strips 9 cm long x 1 
cm wide. The resistance when wet is about 
10,000 olims which is sufficient to cut off 
the water flow. No doubt blotting paper 
would be a suitable substitute but the 
Chromotography paper has the added advan- 
tage of being mechanically tough, although 
it would hardly be worthwhile procuring a 
small piece especially for this device. 

A long wander lead should be attached to 
the water sensor to permit it to be located in 
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the most advantageous position. Under the 
water spray gives quick wetting and short 
water-on times, a remoter location gives a 
longer water-on time. Also the shade/sun, 
wind and humidity will control the wet/dry 
periods. The experimental work is yours. 
Typical wet/dry periods experienced are— 
water on for 7 seconds and off for 15 minutes 
(i.e., water on for less than 1% of daytime). 
Water on for 25 seconds and off for half an 
hour, (i.e., water on for less than 1.5% of 
daytime.

Both of these water on times have been 
used with charcoal potting medium for 
epiphytes and with ordinary cymbidium 
compost for terrestrial types. 

A spring loaded push button marked 
“water over-ride” on the front panel allows 
the user to turn on the water at his discretion, 
irrespective of light, temperature or wetness. 

There is no suggestion that the device 
described herein is the ultimate in a misting 
system. It is a first step and very simple and 
inexpensive. It could be made more complex 
and designed to think more for itself but this 
could get beyond the amateur grower’s pocket 
and needs.

3. An excellent washing machine solenoid is that 
made by Goyen Controls of Padstow, N.S.W. 
Type 712, 240 volt 125 m/A. This has been 
used to feed seven nozzles quite satisfactorily 
and would probably be adequate for a larger 
number. An additional advantage is that the 
high pressure inlet side of the solenoid valve 
can be made entirely in copper pipe by using 
a 4” to. 5/8” coupler between the 4” supply 
pipe and the brass inlet fitting on the solenoid 
valve. This eliminates the need for pressure 
hose on the water inlet side. 

Another smaller solenoid made by the Concen- 
tric: Manufacturing Company of Birmingham is 
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satisfactory for a modest spray coverage using 
4 nozzles but would be better if used with 2 
nozzles. 


4. The cadium sulphide cell can conveniently be 
enclosed in the plastic case of a pencil sharpene! 
(after blade removal) and the case wrappe' 
with adhesive coloured plastic tape, leaving 
slit of about 1 to 2 mm wide at the end fot 
light penetration. Ensure that water cannot 
penetrate into the case.

The descriptions were made from 
plants collected by a Dr. Thompson on 
Mount Adolphus Island in Torres Strait. 
They were sent to the then very well-known 
nursery of Loddiges & Sons in London where 
they were grown and flowered. 

A lot of confusion has existed for almost 
100 years over the names D. bigibbum, D. 
phalaenopsis and D. schroederianum. It seems 
that Fitzgerald, a noted Australian orchid 
expert of last century, published a descrip- 
tion of D. phalaenopsis in 1880 based on a 
plant which was originally said to come from 
“near Cooktown”. This was subsequently 
changed to “Cairns”. In 1885 the English 
botanist, Hooker, identified some plants 
from Tanimbar Islands as D. phalaenopsis. 
Since that time no plants corresponding to 
Fitzgerald’s description have been found in 
Australia and it seems almost certain that 
this plant from Cairns was, in fact, a culti- 
vated plant originally from elsewhere. 

Now the difference ‘between D. phalae- 
nopsis and D. bigibbum is not outwardly very 
obvious and, at a glance, the southern form 
of D. bigibbum resembles D. phalaenopsis 
more than it resembles the northern form 
with the reflexed petals and sepals. There- 
fore it became quite common to identify the 
southern form as D. phalaenopsis. 

The differences as described by Dr. S. T. 
Blake in the Australian Orchid Review, 
March, 1966, are set out in the following

ently restricted to a small group of islands 
near Timor. 

As regards the different forms of D. bigib- 
bum there remains some difference of opinion. 
The late Dr. S. T. Blake, Australia’s most 
respected botanist during the last 20 years, 
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was of the opinion that the naming of varieties 
could not be justified as there is an almost 
continual range of variation from the 
smaller reflexed-petal form with a white 
throat to the larger southern form. 


Alick Dockrill, however, recognises two 
varieties — var. bigibbum and var. superbum 
with the later having two subvarieties — 
superbum and compactum. Blake argued that 
these should be treated as “cultivars” as the 
features on which they are separated are 
trivial, Blake also makes the suggestion that 
the “compactum” form may be due to the 
environment and it has been reported that 
bush-house grown plants do show a tendency 
towards elongation. 


It is definite that the Queensland plants 
are D. bigibbum, the rest is a matter of 
opinion and while I feel that Blake is prob- 
ably correct, it may well be best to follow 
the recent and accessible scheme set out in 
Dockrill’s ’Australian Indigenous Orchids”. 

D. bigibbum occurs north of a line roughly 
west of Cairns to the Torres Strait Islands, 
but not to New Guinea as far as is known. 
It occurs on both coasts and in the centre 
of the Peninsula but prefers areas with high 
summer rainfall and a prolonged dry season 
in which rain is virtually absent for seven or 
eight months. Consequently, it is not common 
in wetter areas such as Iron Range or the 
Mclllwraith Range. It is common in “dry” 
scrubs with deciduous trees, in the low vine 
thickets of the east coast and in rocky gullies 
where the rocks give a measure of protection 
against fire zmd allow a few scrubby trees 
to grow.

Fitzgerald and D. phalaenopsis 
RONALD KERR 
Robert David Fitzgerald is one of the giants of 
Australian orchidology and the creator of one of 
the world’s great orchid books. 


Australian Orchids was published in twelve parts 
between the years 1875 and 1892, the last part 
posthumously. In addition there are 92 unpublished 
drawings by Fitzgerald in the possession of the 
Mitchell Library, Sydney. 

The twelve published parts comprise Volume I, 
parts 1 to 7, and Volume II, parts 8 to 12. 
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At the time of publication no established 
commercial techniques existed for printing colour 
plates. These only evolved with increase 
sophistication in photographic colour separation. 
Thus ‘Australian Orchids was printed one colour 
lithography and the colours for each copy applied in 
water colour by an artist to match original artwork. 


Lithography means “stone writing’ and is 4 
chemical reproductive process wherein the artist 
draws with a greasy crayon onto a finely grained 
slab of limestone, using a mirror to obtain 2 
reverse image. The drawn image will accept oil- 
base ink but repell water. The balance of the stone 
accepts water which repells the oily ink. Thus by 
alternating water and inking rollers, and placing 
paper in contact with the stone under pressure, the 
image can be reproduced many times. 


Fitzgerald sought and obtained permission for 
the work to be produced under Government 
auspices, using the Lands Department lithographic 
press. This stone press was used for maps 0 
Government sub-divisions and it remained 1 
service until well into this century. 


Most of the drawing onto stone for Australian 
Orchids was done by Robert Fitzgerald himself, 
working from his own original paintings, but a few 
were done by the lithographer A. J. Stopps. 


The parts were distributed to schools and libraries 
as they appeared. It is a fine artistic achievement, 
as well as being a botanical milestone. It ha 
weaknesses, for instance there is no index nor are 
the pages numbered. Naturally there have beet 
some adjustments to nomenclature in recent years. 
Unfortunately Fitzgerald failed to make dried 
specimens of his types and this has led to some 
confusion, particularly so in the case of his 
Dendrobium phalaenopsis. 


D. phalaenopsis was named by Fitzgerald as a? 
Australian orchid. It was named, presumably, 01 
the evidence of one clone brought to Sydney bY 
the seafarer, Captain Broomfield, who was 
neighbour when Fitzgerald lived at Balmain. 0 
Captain Broomfield’s recollection it came from 
Cairns and if so and we accept Dr. Blake’s careful 
research as leading taxonomists have done, it must 
have come from a private collection. 


This has high relevance today because of the 
introduction of the Ira Butler Memorial Awards 
for native hybrids. For instance, can the gte* 
Dendrobium Pauline, which was _ registered by 
Stuart Low Orchids in 1932 as the progeny 2 
D. phalaenopsis and D. undulatum (now ae 
discolor) be regarded as an Australian hybrid? 
Then there is D. Baily’s Blue, which is the cross 
of D. tofftii and D. Pauline.

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Impetus to Australian Native Hybridising 


IRA BUTLER NATIVE HYBRID AWARDS 


Hybridising of orchids is a combination of 
skill and patience. It calls for work, dedica- 
tion, research, and capital investment — and 
more work. 

Naturally the major efforts by hybridisers 
have been directed to the most economically 
rewarding — and glamorous — genera and 
species. For the fine results achieved we have 
much to thank a long line of famous breeders 
and scientists. 

But too often the interesting and pleasant 
by-roads have been overlooked as most of 
us thunder along the main highway. 

One such pursuer of the quiet way and the 
exquisite backwater was the late Ira Butler. 
His country upbringing and bushwalking 
years established his wide interest in nature 
which led to orchid growing, and ultimately 
to a devouring concern for native orchids and 
_ the conservation of our botanical heritage. 

The late Mr. Butler’s first experiments in 
native hybridising were tentative, probing, but 
above all novel. He learnt quickly from ex- 
~ perience and constantly sought the co-opera- 
tion of native growers in obtaining outstand- 
ing clones for stud purposes. Many progeny 
of his best crosses have yet to flower. 

The death of Ira Butler shortly after an 
early retirement, which he intended to devote 
to a programme of orchid breeding and to 

conservation work, was a tragedy. 
_ But his work has become an inspiration. 

He was a devoted and popular member of 
North Shore, Ku-ring-gai, and the Native 
Orchid Societies. All of these, together with 
others, have contributed to a fund to establish 
Ira Butler Memorial Trophies. 

Organisation for the project was substan- 
tially in the hands of the Australian Native 
Orchid Society, and control is in the capable 
hands of a Committee comprising three mem- 
bers from that Society and three members of 
the Orchid Society of N.S.W., with the six 
appointing an independent Chairman. 


RECOGNITION OF MERIT 

The new awards will ensure that the 
breeders devoted to the same ideal as the late 
Ira Butler, namely the conservation of native 
orchids by the selective development of 
superior hybrids, will now receive recognition 
and encouragement. 


Ira Butler Memorial Trophies, which will 
be retained permanently by the recipients, 
will be of two types:— 

(a) Annual National Trophy for 
Australian native orchid hybrid. 

(b) Trophy of Achievement to be awarded 
by the Ira Butler Memorial Committe? 
for achievements in hybridising Austra 
lian native orchids and their hybrids. 


ANNUAL NATIONAL TROPHY 

To be eligible for the Ira Butler National 
Native Hybrid Award the owner must subml! 
the plant to the Orchid Society of N.S.W. 
accordance with the normal rules for awat 
submissions. It must also be colour phot0- 
graphed. Even though it may not receive 42 
Award the points and transparency will be 
retained for end of year appraisement. Thus 
a plant which just missed an H.C.C. coul 
still be eligible for the trophy. However, the 
Orchid Society of N.S.W. and A.N.O.S: 
reserve the right not to make the Ira Butlet 
National Trophy Award in any year.

The late Mr. Ira Butler 


Ira married another ardent bushwalker, 
Dorothy Butler nee English, who is well 
known as a mountaineer and conservationist. 
Shortly before his death Mr. Butler and his 
wife planned the setting up of a fund for con- 
servation. Details were finalised after his 
death by Mrs. Dorothy. Butler. 

The Ira and Dorothy Butler Conservation 
Fund is not part of the Ira Butler Memorial 
Trophy Fund. The latter has been established 
by his many orchid friends, and those who 
know the value of his work and wish to 
encourage others to carry it on. 

In personality the late Ira Butler was a 
shy man and strangers might easily be deceiy- 
ed by his apparent diffidence. This shyness 
was almost certainly due to the naturalist’s 
abhorrence of crowds combined with the 
economist’s training in assembling and care- 
fully assessing facts before expressing an 
opinion. lee 

Pressed for an article in “A.O.R.” when 
the depth of his penetration into the breeding 
of Sarcochilus hybrids became apparent he 
claimed it was still far too early to judge the 
worth of his results. Only after several re- 
quests did he consent to produce what he was 
pleased to call an “interim report”. (See 
“A.O.R.” June, 1967). 

He had in mind a further “interim report” 
at the time of his death. We are poorer it did 
not eventuate because at that stage interesting 
results were starting to emerge.

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GROWING CATTLEYAS IN BRISBANE 


NOEL HARSFAEL 


I was about to head this article “Growing 
Orchids My Way”, but on giving that a little 
thought, I realised that all I know about 
Stowing Cattleyas is what I have read in 

he Australian Orchid Review”, “The 
American Orchid Society Bulletin”, Rebecca 

Orthen’s “Home Orchid Growing” and 
Many other publications too numerous to 
Mention. So, to the teachings of the many 
very experienced growers who have written 
these articles, I can only add a very few 
ideas of my own, with particular emphasis

All of my orchids are grown in plastic 
*quat pots — adult plants in seven inch pots.

«faving a very limited amount of the 
since SSN” to spend on the purchase of large- 
pd plants I have grown nearly all of my 
“tchids from seedlings or mericlones in two 
Mech pots. On receiving these small plants 
‘om the commercial nurserymen, I invari- 
ably te-pot them in my own mix, because I 
ad that_most of them are potted in a mix 

at is too moisture-retentive for my watering 


programme. Once again, for economic 
reasons, I grow all my orchids in bark and 
charcoal that I collect from the forest country 
around Brisbane. (In the unlikely event of 
a conservationist reading this — I only take 
bark from dead trees). 

I have used the bark of two different 
types of casuarina trees and found them 
most suitable, as they do not break down 
within the two year period. I am also ex- 
perimenting with several other types of bark 
at present, namely, one of the larger wattles 
and several of the eucalypts. I am fairly 
confident that these also will meet the 
necessary requirements. 

Fertilizing is carried out every Sunday 
morning (winter and summer) using one 
heaped teaspoonful of “Garden Gold” or 
“Aquasol” in a two-gallon bucket of water. 
Approximately once a month I use fish 
emulsion to add a bit of variety. 

I differ from most of the “experts” in that 
I do not believe it necessary to allow the 
plant to dry out completely between water- 
ings and when one has only half an hour 
to water several hundred plants in the morn- 
ing before leaving for work, there is no time 
to delve down in the compost, or to lift up 
the pot to check the weight to find out 
whether or not the compost is still moist. So, 
on an average my plants get watered every 
second day during the summer months and 
twice a week during the winter. The small 
plants in three inch pots (I never use any- 
thing less than three inches) would be 
watered more frequently; most of them would 
get some water every hot dry day in the 
summer and every second day in the winter; 
but, of course, all watering does depend on 
other weather conditions, such as, showers or 
constant cloud cover; also, when the days 
are very windy the compost dries out to a 
greater degree and must be allowed for. 

It is my usual practice to “pot on” plants 
from three inch to five inch pots in the 
spring, avoiding any disturbance to the root 
system, by merely placing them in the larger 
pot, adding more compost, watering and 
returning to the bench. 

With adult cattleyas the procedure is very 
different; they are re-potted soon after flower- 
ing and if possible, just as new roots appear

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Cultivation of Cymbidium suave 
D. CARNEGIE 
From A.N.O.S. Victorian Group Bulletin 


Of our three indigenous cymbidiums x 
have found Cymbidium suave the most diffi- 
cult to grow successfully. However, with its 
fragrance and golden green blooms it is most 
rewarding and well worth the extra care and 
trouble. Having really battled with it until 
recently, I have picked up a few points. (I 
think it’s given me more hiccups than any 
other orchid I’ve grown). 

Firstly, it hates ‘root disturbance. If and 
when you collect, shift, or repot, do so in 
July/August. 

Secondly, the container. Having grown and 
lost plants with monotonous regularity I felt 
that the potting was at fault. We know that 
in its natural state the plant’s roots can grow 
down to the hollow centre of a dead tree for 
up to 30 feet (10 metres). I therefore was 
pleased to receive a good tip from Bob and 
Kath Unsworth, two keen native growers . 
from Cleveland. Making up a basket approx. | 
18 in. (45 cm) deep by 6 in. (15 cm) on all 
four sides using + in. (1.3cm) wire mesh, 
I lined it with elkhorn peat, and filled it with 
a compost of half standard cymbidium com- 
post, quarter charcoal, quarter of the red 
rubble from hollow trees, plus Mag-Amp 
fertilizer. 

Now, for the key point. When roots start 
to emerge from the bottom, make up a 
second basket, same size, same shape. Fill it 
with compost and wire it to the bottom of 
the first, and you’re in business. (I don’t 
know what happens in ten years’ time 
though). My plant already has five new leads 
and really looks good. — 

Thirdly, and finally, concerns shade. Keep 
it in fairly heavy shade until well established, 
and then approximately 50 per cent shade 
during summer . full sun in winter. 
Eminent advice notwithstanding, do keep it 
lightly moist. When I first tried to grow 
Cymbidium suave, several experienced + 
growers told me to “Stick it up high, and 
forget the hose”. I did, but with dire results. 

To wind up: when the buds first show, 
shift into heavy shade to get that nice, clear 
green. 

Go to it — the perfume is beautiful during 
the morning.

THE SHADEHOUSE 

Having established a congenial area for 
non-glasshouse orchids, plants should be 
placed in it with a view to their specific 
needs.

The art of growing is to learn 
the conditions your shadehouse provides and 
manipulate your plants accordingly.

Many of the terrestrial 
orchids that I knew well nearly eighty years 
ago I have not seen for years, because of 
farming development. I hope that some still 
exist in remote places where they are safe. 


ORGANISED ORCHID GROWING 

As with Australia, orchid growing in New 
Zealand has of recent years become very 
popular. To illustrate this let me give a brief 
history of organised growing on this side of 
the Tasman. 

The first ever meeting of orchid growers 
took place in Auckland in April, 1947, when 
eighteen (18) interésted persons met, having 
been called together by the Auckland Horti- 
cultural Council, to discuss the formation of 
an Orchid Society, and so was formed the 
New Zealand Orchid Society, which has done 
so much for orchid growing. 

Monthly meetings were held, Bulletins 
containing Notices and Culture Notes were: 
posted to members after each meeting. The 
enthusiasm shown by the few soon built up 
membership, which came from all parts of 
the country. pee 

As membership and the number and 
quality of orchid plants grew, especially 
in and near Auckland, Orchid Shows were 
organised, at first small in conjunction with 
the Auckland Horticultural Council’s annual 
Show. In 1957 members, showing courage, 
which many did not feel, decided to go it 
alone and hold their own Show, still as | 
previously, without competition for prizes. 
The fact was that there were no orchid judges 
in New Zealand. To rectify this the President, 
Mr. W. J. Potter and I, his Secretary ap- 
proached Australia, U.S.A, and England to 
find how best to organise judging. A special 
Committee was set up to prepare Rules and 
Standards and after their adoption a Judging 
Committee was formed, myself as Registrar 
and some of our most experienced growers 
were appointed Judges. 

The 1959 Orchid Show held in Auckland 
had few classes to judge, but so that we could 
get off with the right foot we invited Frank 
Slattery of Sydney, well known in the orchid 
world, to be at the first judging, both for 
prizes and for Awards. From this small 
beginning the New Zealand Orchid Society

CLIMATE 

Before dealing with actual growing let us 
have a look at New Zealand’s climate. A map 
will show that for the size of the country we 
have a lot of coast line, which means that 
temperatures are governed by the sea to a 
great extent. During the whole year round 
day-night temperature of water is relatively 
constant and air carrying moisture travelling 
inland helps to keep a more even climate 
through the year. Hence little or no frost near 
the coast in the winter and summer heat is 
usually below 80 degrees F. I have read some- 
where that water has a capacity to retain heat 
approximately 3000 times that of dry air. 

With New Zealand latitudes from 34 
degrees south to 48 degrees south, Aus- 
tralian counterparts being from Sydney to a 
little below Tasmania, our climate is varied, 
but as mentioned previously, with breezes 
inland at night, is free of frost. However, 
inland, especially in higher altitudes, winter 
can be colder and summer warmer than: 
coastal areas. ; 

Our climate lends itself to orchid growing 
of all genera with temperate days, cool nights, 
humid atmosphere and rainfall that varies 
little from year to year. Housing can and is 
provided with winter heat where necessary, 
but many genera are being grown without 
protection. grid 

Most growers are hobbyists although of 
recent years exporting cymbidium flowers is 
being carried out successfully, especially dur- 
ing the later part of October and in Novem- 
ber, when the demand in the northern hemis- 
phere is heavy and Australian Cymbidiums 
flowering has finished.. Having become profi- 
cient with cymbidiums many try their hand 
with other genera and a great deal of pleasure 
is had by visiting and learning from others.

HIT FEATURE AT MELBOURNE EASTERN 


SHOW 

Most talked about feature of the Melbourne 
Eastern O.S. Spring Show was the clever 
educational stand set up by Messrs. F. Date and 
§. Rowland. It demonstrated the complete life cycle 
of a cymbidium. The exhibit showed seeds, flasks, 
and seedlings at various stages right up to flowering 
plants.

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BOOK REVIEW 
“You can grow orchids” 


Now a fourth edition of Mary Noble’s 
book “You can grow orchids” has been pub- 
lished. The first edition was published in 
1953 and the fact that tens of thousands have 
been sold over the years is an indication of 
its merit. 

It is an ideal beginner’s book. The struc- 
ture is logical and simple, the chapters deal- 
ing in sequence with plant structure, culture, 
potting, orchid genera including hybrids, pro- 
pagation, pests and diseases, housing, and 
finally how to enjoy your orchids by creating 
corsages and arrangements. 

Each chapter covers its theme with breadth 
and accuracy, but in a medium size volume 
some detail must be missed. Mary Noble 
acknowledges this through having written 
two specialist orchid books in the same 
format: “You can grow Cattleya orchids” and 
“You can grow Phalaenopsis orchids”. All 
three books make a reasonably well balanced 
orchid library for the hobbyist, except that 
for Australians the genus Cymbidium is not 
so well covered. However, the general princi- 
ples for orchid culture described so very well 
in “You can grow orchids” also apply to this 
genus. 

The book is written for the United States 
hemisphere and reference to seasons and 
months must necessarily be translated to Aus- 
tralian time slots. 

Mary Noble’s books may be obtained from 
Adelaide Orchids of Brairdale Road, O’Hal- 
loran Hill, S.A. 5158, or direct from the 
author at 3003 Riverside Ave., Jacksonville, 
Fla.

New pots are soaked in water (to get rid 
of the air in them) for approximately 24 
hours. A layer of.large crocks covers the 
hole and helps drainage. 

The paphiopedilums are put into the 
smallest pot the roots will allow. 

Watering is an item which is very import- 
ant, in summer I water overhead every 
two days and twice a week in winter. Water 
left in the leaf axis does not in my experience 
cause bud damp. ; 

In fertilizing I use Aquasol and Peters 
18-18 18:— Aquasol, June to December 
and Peters, January to May, from June to 
September I only feed once a month and 
fortnightly the rest of the year. The above 
are only used at half strength. 

Fungicides and insecticides are used spar- 
ingly, those used are Consan 20, very good. 
Benlate, White Oil, Malathion 50, Meta- 
systox and Gammathene Smoke. 

For warm growing species I use a water 
tank heated to 76° F. with fish tank heaters, 
this ensures good bottom warmth and warm 
humidity for these particular Phaps. 

There is a considerable amount of con- 
jecture with regard to shell grit and limestone 
in the mixture, but I find that the plants are 
healthier, stronger and the mixture lasts. 

There is one thing to try if your plants look 
yellow-green, put a teaspoon of dolamite 
powder on top of the mixture and water in 
lightly, within a few days the leaves will 
darken and the plant will look healthier. 

If you don’t want the condensation on the 
glass roof dripping on to your Paphs then 
line the inside of your glasshouse with clear 
004 in. plastic sheeting. This also helps keep 
in heat during winter. .

Just think about it. The Sixth Australian 
Orchid Conference in Hobart, September-

air. I decided a cold shade house with a 
glassed in roof would be its home for the rest 


of its life and to share the bench with my 
newly acquired cymbidiums. 

From May 1975 the plant was growing in 
cold conditions. I kept it very dry, in fact the 
roots were so tight I doubt if the water would 
have penetrated. About June I noticed the 
familiar swellings evenly spaced up_ the 
pseudobulbs and decided that they could not 
all be aerial growths, some just had to be . 
flower buds. I cautiously cut away all the 
shrivelled bulbs that had no swellings hoping 
that these were the ones that had finished 
producing and pulled off all the yellowed 
and blackened leaves which left little if any 
leaves at all. There are only two new pseudo- 
bulbs pushing through the compost at the 
present time. The obvious thing after 
blooming is finished is to split up the plant 
as soon as possible. 

I kept the plant on the dry side until I 
saw the flower buds emerging from the 
swellings and then potted the whole rootmass 
into a 25cm plastic pot using Society cym- 
bidium compost and thoroughly soaked 
the whole plant and then transferred it to a 
warm glasshouse at 20°C. The buds began 
to swell rapidly and I was amazed that all 
the swellings turned out to be buds producing 
150 blooms. 

However to summarize: The large amount 
of blooms in my view could be caused by 
previous neglect due to underwatering and 
very warm temperatures, plus the fact that I 
heavily soaked the mass of roots and gave 
it lower temperatures and plenty of T.L.C. 
and a weekly feed of Fish Emulsion. 

The plant appears to be saying “Thank 


you very much”.

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Simple culture of Phalaenopsis in a Brisbane subur! 
JOAN BUTLER 


No doubt many people reading this article 
grow phalaenopsis better, but some of the 
plants luxuriate in an elaborate setting. The 
only real concession I give them is a small 
fan 24 hours a day all the year round, and 
of course a heater for three months at night 
in the winter. While the flowering rate 
remains the same (almost 100 per cent year 
after year) I think why pamper them with 
humidifiers, water troughs, low per cent 
nitrogen fertiliser, or fancy composts! 

In the beginning ten years ago I was 
helped greatly by the late Mr: John Wills 
who had many awarded plants in his nursery 
on the Gold Coast. Phal. amabilis was the 
first discovered in 1750, but the first hybrid 
was registered in 1920. Mostly all flowers 
were white, and now with the shape almost 
perfect they are still the most spectacular, and 
command attention wherever they are shown. 
In the last few years with the introduction

Retention of leaves is an indication of good 
culture and a well grown plant should hold 
four sets of leaves. They do not demand a 
complete rest, I never seek a secondary spike 
but for those interested in them commercially 
they can be best kept in flower indefinitely. 

My plants are grown in a small house 
facing north and south, three sides glass and 
the western side PVC sheeting. A current of 
air comes in through the bottom vent right 
along one side and goes out through a small 
set of louvers at the top on the opposite side. 
Gravel is laid on the floor to help build 
humidity. Years ago shade cloth was 80 per 
cent and a fair amount of tan bark in the 
compost, now they grow in much more light, 
and more open compost. I much prefer plastic

FERTILISER ; 
It is not a good idea to double the strength 


of the fertiliser, or add a bit extra, because 
that is not the way your plant works. You 
will upset the chemical reactions. Better to 
give a little and often. Phalie roots are very 
fleshy and easily burnt, and take a long time 
to repair any damage. 


WATER, 
If the spikes receive too much water, they 


will grow long and’ have only a few flowers 
on the end. Warm leaves and very cold water 
don’t make a good combination. The tissue 
(mesophyl) between the upper and lower 
surface of the leaf can collapse, and the leaf 
cannot make chlorophyll. So it is better to 
water later in the morning. 

Keep in mind that the plant is a living 
thing, and the process of manufacturing food 
is going on all the time according to the 
amount of water, carbon dioxide and light 
it receives — so steady culture not extremes 
will give strong branching spikes with a head 
of flowers. 

I like clear pots for the seedlings to watch 
the roots, and if all the repotting is done 
early you only have the climate with which 
to contend.

Mostly I grow what is known as the cool 
growing dendrobes such as D. nobile and 
hybrids from it such as D. Gatton Sunray. 
Other species grown are D. fimbriatum, D. 
densiflorum, D. chrysotoxum, D. chrysan- 
thum, and a lot of the native dendrobes. 


My plants grow under 30% shadecloth 
with trees throwing about another 5% to 
10% at various times of the day. My orchid 
shelter faces north with the south wall 
blocked off. 


Whatever my containers should be, 
whether tree fern logs, baskets or pots, I use 
a coarse compost, made up of coarse pine 
bark, No. 6 charcoal, coarse strands of tree- 
fern fibre and small pieces of sandstone. Any 
two or more of these make a good compost. 
Being so open allows plenty of air through, 
but requires heavy watering. I water twice 
a day in summer very heavily, and I use 
fowl manure which needs lots of water, so 
as not to burn. In winter, I water two or 
three times a week, depending on the plants, 
but only lightly and maybe a light misting. 
I do not feed in the cold months. 

Unless we have a very wet winter most of 
my dendrobes stay out under the shadecloth, 
and only when the flowers are opening do 
I take them in under glass. 


I have found, like a lot of other growers, 
that when grown in terra-cotta pots, if this 
pot is placed inside another pot it keeps 
the plant cooler and does not dry out 
immediately. Also, it allows me to top up 
with fowl manure. 

My plants give a share of aerials, but 
these can be potted up for society auctions 
or show stalls, or distributed among friends 
or other growers. 

When my soft canes have finished flower- 
ing, I cut them off and hang them on the 
mesh walls of my shelter. They throw aerials 
which I leave on the cane until they throw 
their lead growth. When these plants are 
wound off they never look back. But some- 
times aerials wound off are very slow to start 
growing. 

If a piece of 50 mm mesh wire netting is 
formed into a 18 cm or 20 cm circle, closed 
off at the base and filled with a coarse com- 
post, these aerials with new leads can be 
fixed around it with one on the top, and in

All the dendrobes mentioned respond 
well to fowl manure and plenty of water, 4 
also do some of the native dendrobiums;

Growing Dendrobium ruppianum 

Most native growers in N.S.W. and 
Queensland grow D. ruppianum in pots, 
baskets, or rafts using a chunky compost that 
drains readily. However, Mr. David Jones, 
a famed Melbourne native grower, comments 
in a recent A.N.O.S. Victorian Group 
Bulletin: 

“Den. ruppianum is ‘safer to grow in 
Melbourne on a hardwood slab as it is much: 
less susceptible to rotting from overpotting 
or compost breakdown. Potting into large 
pieces of media is commonly practised in 
tropical areas, but does not work in Victoria. 
Plants dry out far too rapidly in summer and 
roots find it difficult to establish. The secret 
with dendrobes is always to underpot rather 


than overpot”’.

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Cultivation of Odontoglossums and Miltonias 
A paper presented by Gerald McCraith at the Fourth Australian Orchid Conference. 


The Odontoglossum and Miltonia species 
are native to the various countries in South 
America. These genera are closely related to 
the Oncidiums, Cochliodas, and other genera, 
with which, intergeneric breeding has been 
successful over a long period of years. The 
_magnificent modern hybrid that we know 
today, owes its origin from the selected 
clones of Odontoglossum crispum that were 
used in the early days by the hybridist. The 
colour range of the Odontoglossum hybrids 
was confined to white, yellow and plum 
purple. In the early 1900’s Cochlioda noetz- 
liana, a small but brilliant red was crossed 
on to Odontoglossum pescatorei, thus creating 
the first Odontioda and thus opening the 
avenue for a wonderful new range of colours. 

A wealth of material has been published 
over a long period of years about these very 
colourful and graceful aristocrats of the 
Orchid kingdom, much of which has emana- 
ted from England, where the pioneers of 
orchid breeding were so successful with the 
cultivation and breeding of these orchids. 

During this paper, I will refer to Odonto- 
glossums, but the same could refer to the 
modern Odontioda, Odontonia, Vuylstekeara, 
Wilsonara, etc. In many respects, the same 
conditions will suit many other genera in- 
cluding Masdevallia, Lycaste, Paphiopedilum, 
and many others with minor modifications. 

Because climatic conditions can vary so 
greatly in areas that may be separated by 
a comparatively short distance, a very care- 
ful look at the local area is most important 
when a grower decides to grow some of 
these aristocrats for each and every glass- 
house provides a challenge to the grower 
according to the surroundings, the elevation, 
surrounding trees or buildings, or even pollu- 
tion in the air of our modern environment. 
In Melbourne, a city of beautiful parks and 
gardens that is blessed with a good and an 
adequate water supply, and where hot con- 
ditions prevail during the summer months, 
and often with a very low relative humidity 
factor, tends to make conditions rather 
difficult for the well-being of this complex of 
Orchids, unless some assistance and control 
over the growing conditions for these Orchids 
is installed and provided. 

During winter, snow rarely falls below 
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2,000 ft. elevation, but frosts are frequent! 

Therefore, in this 
region, a mechanical device that will supply 
a volume of cool moist air during the hd 
weather is a great advantage, while a heat! | 
that will be capable of keeping the temper 
ture at a minimum level of 55 deg.

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The material is quite inert, and will only 
retain moisture on the outer surface and will 
never become saturated or rot away. This 
material also has the properties to improve 
the thermal balance of the potting medium 
throughout the year. It’s use can be recom- 
mended. A potting medium that appears to 
have general acceptance among the European 
growers for their odontoglossums, etc. is a 
mixture of polystyrene, peat moss, sand and 
sphagnum moss. 

THE PLANT GROWTH 

The odontoglossum hybrids of today, have 
no defined flowering season. Therefore, in 
any collection, we will have a number of 
plants in various stages of growth and de- 
velopment. When an odontoglossum bulb is 
matured or developed, it will appear to rest 
for awhile, then it ‘will either show a flower 
spike or begin a new growth; the plant will 
rarely do both at the same time. 

It is a great risk, and a mistake to allow 
a small plant to flower, but human nature 
will usually demand that the bud be allowed 
to develop and flower. It is absolute foolish- 
ness to allow that flower to remain on the» 
plant. The first spike should be restricted to 
one bud only. An important factor to re- 
member is that when a flower spike first 
becomes visible, and the flowers are allowed 
to develop and open, it will be about six 
months before the new growth will begin its 
development. This is why a clone may flower 
in January one year and July another. 

Allowing that the vital conditions exist 
within the glasshouse, one of the easiest ways 
to get a significant increase in the Odonto- 
glossum bulb size, is to sacrifice the flowers 
entirely by pinching out the flower spike as 
soon as it is visible. The result is that the 
bulb will continue to develop to give a strong 
new growth, and occasionally to multiple 
leads developing. 

It should be recognised that the growth 
of these Orchids appear to slow down con- 
siderably when we get long spells of warm 
weather that exceeds 85 degrees, combined 
with warm nights that we would expect during 
10 to 12 weeks of our Melbourne summer. 
During this warm and hot period, the 
Odontoglossum hybrids usually show visible 
signs of distress and it is quite noticeable, 
just how quickly these plants revive and re- 
spond in the cooler conditions of autumn. 

Autumn is a period of the most active 
growth of the odontoglossum hybrids, and 
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it is considered that the night temperature 
should be maintained around 60 degrees and 
allowed to ease back to 55 degrees as winter 
advances. 
THE POTS 

The pots may be terra cotta or plastic, but 
it is advisable that one or the other be used 
entirely. The terra cotta pot is cool in the 
summer, but is subject to slime growth when 
the conditions are right for odontoglossums. 
The plastic pots retain moisture for a greater 
length of time and may be considered cooler 
for the plants in the winter. They are much 
cleaner and lighter to handle at all times. 
Both have merits for the growth of the 
odontoglossums and allied genera. In the 
past, we have been taught to use the smallest 
possible pot, and this still applies to the 
small plants and divisions. Today, when we 
have a healthy and vigorous plant to pot on, 
we would prefer to use a larger pot. It is 
important to enlarge the drainage hole, and 
this is more important with the holes in the 
plastic pot of today. 
TIME FOR REPOTTING 

An important factor in the successful 
culture of this genera is to realise that repot- 
ting should ONLY take place when the new 
growth is about three to six inches high, for 
it is at this time that the new root system 
becomes active and will readily penetrate the 
fresh, new potting material. Fine flowers of 
good substance can never be produced unless 
the plant is full of vigour and the bulbs 
adequately supplied with reserve food mater- 
ial. This statement would apply to all Orchids, 
but it is of special significance to the odonto- 
glossum hybrids and their various relatives. 

We have mentioned before that these 
plants are in various stages of growth at all 
times of the year, therefore repotting takes 
place throughout the year, and is governed 
by the development of the new growth. It 
may be wise to defer potting during the very 
hot period of the year, otherwise excessive 
leaf fall may be experienced. 

When the potting medium is in good order, 


-it is desirable not to disturb the root ball 


any more than is necessary. Potting-on can 
be practised at any time of the year. A 
healthy root system consists of a mass of 
fine roots that always seem to have many 
growing tips. 
POTTING 

Crocking should be adequate, and the new 
potting material that we have stored away in 
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a plastic bag should be nice and damp, ca?

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SOME RANDOM OBSERVATIONS 

It is interesting to learn that after many 
initial problems, Odontoglossum Leroyanum 
was the first odontoglossum hybrid and 
Miltonia Blueana the first miltonia hybrid 
were flowered about the same time in 1890. 


Whether benches should be open or closed 
is a matter for debate, and it would depend 
on the local area to a degree. Open slat 
benches allow greater air circulation, and 
plants dry out at a more rapid rate. Plastic 
pots would be more suitable for the open 
bench, particularly in winter. The closed 
solid type bench is ideal for summer growing 
with mosture-retaining material for humidity, 
and tending to ‘create cooler conditions 
around the pot area during the warmer 
months. Some growers tend to submerge the 
pots to rim level in some moisture-retaining 
material, to achieve this purpose; this is good 
when terra cotta pots are used, and will also 
prevent slimes and mosses from growing. 

The soaking of pine bark has solved a few 
of my problems, for I believe excess tannin 
has been leached from the bark, making it 
more acceptable for the roots. The root, 
system of the odontoglossum and miltonias. 
are rather fine and donot call for heavy 
fertilisation at any time. Our basic potting 
material will contain some slow release ferti- 
liser and perhaps the use of a very weak 
foliar feeding programme may be an advan- 
tage. Most liquid fertilizers given at the 
manufacturers’ instructions will kill or dam- 
age the growing sphagnum moss, I suggest 
that if given at quarter strength, it will be 
more acceptable to the odontoglossum 
complex. 

When fungicides are found necessary to 
use, they should be used with great caution, 
if sphagnum moss is part of the potting pro- 
gramme, for its effects are not beneficial to 
sphagnum moss. 

If the moss has become compounded and 
old on the surface, slimes, yeasts and molds 
will soon create a skin on the surface that 
will make water penetration difficult if 
allowed to dry out at any time. This old moss 
must be scraped away carefully, and if the 
lowel level of the potting medium appears 
to be in good order, a fresh layer of live 
sphagnum on top should be sufficient. The 
least amount of root disturbance will be of 
benefit to the plant. Do not press the fresh 
sphagnum in tightly.

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Adventures in Dendrobium Hybridising 
KEVIN McFARLANE 


This paper was presented at the Eighth World Orchid Conference at which Mr. McFarlané | 
won a Gold Medal for Australia. 


A neglected genus! Dendrobium is the 
second largest genus in the family Orchi- 
daceae, with possibly 800 species in more 
than 40 sections, yet it is shockingly 
neglected by hybridisers. 

Do not tell me that Sander’s Ten Year 
Addendum, 1960-70, contains 64 pages of 
dendrobium hybrids. This proves only the 
interest in this diverse genus — not its 
potential. 

To date breeding has been within narrow 
and closely related portions of the spectrum, 
with little attempt — except for a very few 
Hardcane breeders and possibly only one 
Softcane hybridiser — to establish major 
breeding lines or to set definite objectives. 

We have only just touched the edges of 
the possibilities in the hybridising of den- 
drobiums, and I see a future of remarkable 
new colours coupled with fascinating shapes 
which will broaden further the appeal of these 
beautiful orchids. 

With intersectional crossings, and by using 
the cool growers with the warm, it is possible 
to create more variety in colour with progeny 
adaptable to a wider temperature range. 

Six years ago the intersectional field was 
scarcely touched, and today the horizon of 
possibilities has broadened to an extent where 
it seems even more untouched. Intersectional 
breeding is an adventure into the unknown. 

This type of crossing can be very rewarding, 
and at times very frustrating because you run 
into a lot of sterility. Some batches only 
make one plant, some six or seven, and 
others absolutely nothing. Many plants form 
pods, but this can be very deceiving. Upon 
opening in the flasking case one finds only 
meagre scrapings on the inner walls of the 
capsule. As a general rule my pods are har- 
vested at three months, but when the 
Latourea and Softcane Sections are involved 
I leave them for four months. In the latter 
case I have found that the extra month gives 
better results. 

The most rewarding grex I have bred is 
the result of crossing Dendrobium New 
Guinea (D. macrophyllum x D. atroviola- 
ceum) and Dendrobium phalaenopsis (syn. 
D. schroederianum) ‘Bicolor’, then putting a

D. Sunshine Magic, a beautiful 40mm 
wide yellow was produced by crossing the 
Australian species D. agrostophyllum with D. 
Tangold. There is wonderful potential in this 
mating for further breeding of clear yellows. 

The production of good shaped dendro- 
biums with colour-striped markings is just 
around the corner. I am using the beautiful 
D. Dianne McFarlane as the pod-carrying 
parent and have successfully crossed it with 
D. Margaret J. Fell, a selected round clear 
white with a stripe lip. The first of these have 
flowered this season and show great promise. 
Registration of the name D. Dianne McFar- 
lane has been applied for but it cannot be 
official until the botanical naming of a species 
forebear currently widely known as D. 
‘Tangerinum’. If named in accordance with 
the botanical code it will become D. tangeri- 
num. This species was crossed with D. bifalce 
and a selected clone from the resulting 
siblings was crossed with D. phalaenopsis 
‘Bicolor’. The clone of D. Dianne McFarlane 
used as a parent has strong red striping and 
I give it the clonal name ‘Candy Stripe’. 

My other high hopes of getting better 
stripes lies in a crossing of D. Dianne McFar- 
lane with D. pulchellum. 

The most exciting cross in our establish- 
ment is a beautiful D. Anne Marie (D. 
Montrose x D. Winifred Fortescue) mated 
to the Hardcane D. Wyn Lobley. These are 
proving a bit difficult to grow on from the 
flask. Perhaps they need a different Ph? 

In all the above cases the Hardcane was 
the pod carrying parent.

It is likely that the massing of more in- 
formation on the present Dendrobium popu- 
lation could well see part of this split off 
into other genera. Vegetative characteristics 
are receiving more attention (Withner et al 
1974) from taxonomists and in particular the 
detail of anatomy. If chromosome homology 
and chemical plant taxonomy can be added 
we begin to obtain sufficient data upon which 
to base judgments. In fact the data available 
for classification can become so numerous 
that numerical plant taxonomy takes over 
and computor data storage and read out 
becomes a major’ tool. However, this is 
another story. 

Chemical plant taxonomy, or chemotaxo- 
nomy, has, in recent times, opened up a 
significant line of approach to plant classifi- 
cation and relationship. It is not meant to 
supplant the classical methods of taxonomy 
which date back to the time of Linneas, but | 
rather to provide more information to assist 
the taxonomist in making the classification. 
The Australian orchid grower, surprisingly 
enough, seems to have little knowledge of 
the existence of such a field as chemotaxo- 
nomy notwithstanding a paper by Arditti and 
Ernst (1971) presented at the 6th World 
Orchid Conference held in Sydney. Other 


articles have also appeared somewhat 
irregularly in orchid literature. 
Although the application of chemistry to 


taxonomy is comparatively new, the concept 
is not. In the early days of natural product 
chemistry (say the latter years of the 19th 
century) many botanists considered the 
possibility of classifying plants according to 
their chemical constituents. At the time most 
workers in the field were pharmacologists or 
more correctly, pharmacognosists because of 
their botanical training. However, for various 
reasons, including the lack of our modern 
analytical methods, little progress was made. 
It is of interest to note that in a paper Robert 
Brown (1773 to 1858) (1833) says— “My 
concluding observation on Orchideae relates 
to the very general existence and great 
abundance in the family of raphides or 
acicular crystals in almost every part of the

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Chemotaxonomical methods are able to 
assist materially in determining parentage of 
hybrids where this is unknown and may be 
useful in confirming or denying the suspected 
parentage of a variety, crossed in nature, 
probably centuries ago. 

So far orchids have received scant attention 
when compared to other genera in the horti- 
cultural field, possibly because other plant 
material is more readily available in quantity. 

To date the usual chemical analysis tech- 
niques used are— 

1. Spectrum analysis wherein the absorp- 
tion of measured wavelengths of the electro- 
magnetic spectrum. by the substance under 
test is indicative of its identity or composition. 

9. Chromatography both liquid and gas, in 
their various forms wherein the adsorption 
of the substance on the substrate verses its 
solubility in a wide range of fluids is used to 
separate out and type compounds suspected 
or known to exist. 

The future holds even greater possibilities. 
Strands of DNA (the genes of the chromo- 
somes) can be extracted and untwined and 
then allowed to hybridise in the test tube with « 
DNA extracted from a comparison organism. 
The homologies (or similarities) between 
these strands of DNA can be measured 
quantitatively by UV light absorption. If this 
method can be further developed it appears 
from early experimental work that we are in 
for some taxonomic shocks in the plant world. 
It may at least lead to the development of 
4 “natural system” of nomenclature rather 
than the present man developed system, 
known to have shortcomings, but on the bases 
of the limited knowledge we have, it is the 
best we can do. Present systems of nomen- 
clature have survived for so long because 
few people have been brave enough to offer 
an alternative which is no better than what 


we have. 

Another method coming into greater use 
is called macromolecular systematics. This 
relates to measuring similarities and diffe- 
rences.of proteins. The differences between 
living organisms are essentially due to their 
different proteins. Although all proteins 
consist of some 20 different amino acids 
these may be connected together in a very 
large number of different sequences so giving 
different chemical compounds, If we now 
add the enormously large number of ways 
this single protein molecule may be twisted

Reichert and Brown (1909) stated that 
the serum albumin molecule may have as 
Many as 1000 million stereo-isomers. Such a 
Concept should be sufficient to deter anyone 
from using protein diagnosis to determine 
genetic similarity between plant species. 

In the early 1900s much work was 
commenced on the serological methods of 
Plant protein matching. In this system plant 
Protein extracts are injected into a rabbit. 
This causes the formation of anti-bodies in 
the blood serum. Some serum taken from 
the rabbit is then mixed with the originally 
Injected protein extract (the antigen) where- 
Upon a reaction occurs, the extent of this is 
Measured and becomes a reference. This 
teference is then used to measure similarities 
of other plant proteins by reacting these with 
the original serum anti-body. This was further 
€xtended by allowing the anti-body/anti-gen 
Substances to react together and diffuse 
through an agar gel producing a pattern or 
Spectrum” of lines or bands typical of a 


Species and allowing qualitative estimates of. 


Protein structure similarities to be made. This 
Can have value in determining for example, 
the parents of a hybrid. 


More modern analytical methods dispense 
With the rabbit and substitute gel electro- 
Phoresis, i.e., the movement of charged mole- 
Cules such as proteins through a gel under 
the influence of an electric current. This is 
fairly rapid and produces a “finger print” of 
Proteins for a given extract. As pointed out 
Previously, end products of the plant as 
distinct from metabolic intermediates are 
favoured for chemotaxonomy and the 
albumin fraction of seeds has been used for 
limited investigations. These have been very 
Successful and appear to offer a fruitful 
Method for the future, particularly in deter- 
Mining parental relationship of hybrids where 
this is not known.

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Fifth Tasmanian Orchid Conference 


The wheel will have turned its full cycle 
on 2nd October, 1976. What wheel? 

Early in 1968 the Tasmanian Orchid 
Society decided to stage a Tasmanian 
Orchid Conference. The reasons were 
many-fold. The 6th World Orchid Con- 
ference was scheduled for 1969 and we were 
determined that Tasmania would be weil 
represented so why not have our own 
conference first to kindle additional interest. 
Launceston did not have an orchid group, 
what better way to get together the few 
enthusiasts we knew from there.

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Fifth Australian Orchid Conference twelve months away 


West Australian native orchids are a down 
to earth affair. There are no epiphytes around 
Perth, but in the Spring vast areas of ground 
are carpeted with showy terrestrials. Species 
of the genus Thelymitra mottle the ground 
with shades and tints of blue, yellow and red. 
Donkey-eared Diuris flame the earth with 
yellow, browns and orange. Species of the 
genus Calendenia display their bright spider 
flowers in eager efforts to attract pollinators. 
Unique Pterostylis abound. 


For the connoisseur of the curious there 
is the peculiar Spiculaea ciliata with its spread 
of green red-accented, frenzied-looking seg- 
ments, or the weird labellumed Drakea glyp- 
todon with the tangled tepals. 


Seeing these in their natural setting is a 
memorable experience. At the Fifth Aus- 
tralian Orchid Conference you will be assured 
of seeing more of them at their best in a 
shorter time than is possible on an unguided 
Visit. 

This year members of the W.A. Native 
Orchid and Conservation Group are making 
a special study of areas around Perth just 
so they can guide you to them without waste 
of precious time. Many of these areas will 
be along the routes of half-day and day tours.

Wildflowers and native orchids are only 
a bright part of a scintillating whole. There 
are fine growers in the west whose plants 
will delight you, and also the eastern States’ 
finest flowers will be on display at the Con- 
ference Show. 


Of the W.A. growers Harry Lodge is 
famous for paphiopedilums, in which genus 
he has gained fame as a hybridiser. President 
Roy Brown is renowned for his cymbidiums, 
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and they have some really good ones in the 
west. 


Cattleyas are the specialty of Alex Johnson 
who is very knowledgeable on plant biology 
and its application to cultural techniques. 

Ken Rex is renowned for his knowledge 
of most genera, and there are many other 
fine growers of dendrobiums, phalaenopsis 
and natives. The doyen of native growers is 
Herb Foote who lives in happy retirement 
on a large bush block at Forrestfield, fifteen 
or so kilometres east of Perth. He has a fern 
and tree-lined creek running through his pro- 
perty and, naturally, there are orchids grow- 
ing on the trees. 


Herb Foote is President of the Native 
Orchid Group who this year are pin-pointing 
the best areas for you to see W.A. terrestrials. 

Tibor Bodrogai is a grower everyone at 
the Conference will wish to meet. He is 4 
fine grower and a founding member of the 
Bunbury Orchid Society, of which his wife 
Dot is secretary. Each month they both travel 
a round trip of 320 kilometres to attend 
Orchid Society of W.A. meetings in Perth. 
With members like that it is no wonder that 
the orchid hobby in West Australia is growing 
fast.

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Growing crn Breeding dhe Genus Li ycaste 


JOHN APPERLEY 


If the events at the last Orchid Society of 
N.S.W. winter show held at the Westfield 
Centre at Parramatta on 20th June, was 
any indication it would appear that a 
great deal of interest is about to be focused 
on a genus that for some considerable time 
now has been scarcely recognised — and 
that is the Lycaste. However, here I am only 
interested in some modern hybrids of this 
very fine plant, which for me begins with 
my own L. virginalis x Koolena. The jk. 
Koolena grex is the product of Lycaste 
Auburn and L. virginalis, however, all the 
plants that I exhibited were of the L. 
virginalis x L. Koolena combination, and 
whilst there is a certain amount of variation 
in colour and shape, overall the general 
quality of plants was of the highest order. I 
feel that further work with this particular 
hybrid and its resulting progeny will show at 
least some improvement and to this end a 
breeding programme had been set up. — 

The species is native in such countries as 
Venezuela, Colombia and Ecuador and plants 
are usually found at elevations of some 1000 
to 1500 metres, under rather moderate con- 
ditions of light and temperature which is 
probably the result of the somewhat inter- 
mittent cloud cover that seasonally pervades 
the regions. 

Whilst it is rarely possible to completely 
duplicate the growing conditions of any plant 
Within the confines of one’s own glasshouse 
or bush house it is very often found that a 


- studied compromise will very often prove 


acceptable to the plant one intends to grow 


on. Where I am located in Nowra, a town- 


ship on the N.S.W. South Coast sea level 
plain, I find that I have no alternative for 
elevation but I have made great efforts to 
meet the conditions of light, temperature and 
humidity and it could be said in truth that 
the results were far beyond my original 
expectations, but the project had its little set- 
acks as all growing programmes do. With 
this in view and with the objects of saving 
any future grower of lycastes these frustra- 
tions it would be as well to give a short 
discourse on my own methods of cultivation. 


The high-roofed unheated glasshouse in 


Which the plants are located is quite open at 


one end and is subject to a considerable air 
movement which is associated with a regular 
programme of damping down and watering 
during the warmer months of the year but 
considerably curtailed in the cold periods. All 
this has the effect of producing an atmos- 
phere, albeit at sea level, that somewhat 
approaches the plants natural environment. 

Initially I grew my lycastes in a standard 
cymbidium mix which gave fairly’ good results 
at the time, but unfortunately the compost 
broke down after a seasons use which 
resulted in some root rot. It became apparent 
at this point in time that if one is to succeed — 
on a continuous basis with lycastes a more 
substantial form of growing medium was 
called for, so after some experimentation, I 
finally settled upon a potting mixture that 
gives strong mechanical features, reasonably 
good moisture retention and some nutritional 
factors and it is composed as follows. One 
part Cymbidium mix (peat moss based), one 
part medium pine bark, one part medium 
charcoal, and one part tan bark. I may add 
that I have achieved my best results when 
using terra cotta pots. 

The genus Lycaste appreciates a good deal 
of fresh air in conjunction with a damping 
down programme and plentiful watering 
during the summer months and during this — 
period I water every second day and make 
sure the paths and benches are well damped 
down, but of course during periods of heavy 
rains one must modify these instructions in 
order to keep the moisture at sensible levels. 

During the growing season the plants can 
be fed weekly with any good liquid fertiliser 
but once the bulbs have matured this ferti- 
lising can be reduced to a minimum until 
flowering commences. With the onset of the 
cooler weather and during the winter months 
watering is only carried out to a point where 
the bulbs are just plump and not shrivelling. 

Although apparently disease-free the genus 
is very subject to attack by aphids and brown 
scale which can be very debilitating to the 
plant if left unchecked, therefore a pro- 
gramme of spraying must be initiated early 
in the life of these plants. 

An important factor in the potting proce- 
dure of these orchids is to place the new 
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growths in their container when they are 
about five inches high, for it is about then 
that the new root system becomes apparent 
and soon enters the compost, this period 
occurring about December. Once firmly 
potted up I mist spray and place in a cool 
sheltered place until the plant becomes 
established. Do not over-water at this 
juncture. 

For the benefit of those who may be 
interested in potting up very young plants 
from a flask the following information may 
prove helpful. The largest seedlings are 
placed, singly, into 38 mm thumb pots using 
only sphagnum moss as a growing medium 
whilst the smaller plants are placed from 
three to six to a pot, re-potting as they 
become larger. In using the sphagnum moss 
I usually select a small portion, which I 
flatten in the palm of my hand, like a small 
pancake, and I then proceed to roll the little 
seedling in this moss blanket, so to speak, 
and then place in the pot. This arrangement 
makes for firm and secure potting. Place in 
an unheated glasshouse and mist spray only. 

After a season’s growth most of these 
plants so treated will be ready tobe placed 
in the recommended mixture given earlier in 
the article and using a 75 mm pot. 

For any grower willing to persevere with 
these very fine orchids I am sure he will be 
amply rewarded as I have. 

The crossing of L. Koolena ‘Shoalhaven’ 
with L. virginalis which I made in 1968 has 
proved to be a most successful and rewarding 
operation. At the Orchid Society of N.S.W. 
1976 Winter Show one plant of this cross 
received the following awards: Best any 


Other Genera; Reserve Champion any other 


Orchid; HCC/OSNSW; an Award of quality 
was also given to twelve seedlings of 
this cross (including the Reserve Champion). 
As this last award was given for the first 
time in Australia it was particularly gratify- 
ing. I was also honoured by the granting of 
the Australian Orchid Council’s Certificate 
for the pre-eminent entry at the show. 

In retrospect I feel that the whole exercise 
has been extremely worthwhile, the pleasure 
of producing one’s own top grade plants 
cannot be judged in terms of money, for 
money could not buy them. The final satis- 
faction comes from the acknowledgment of 
one’s own fellow growers,- who, in accord, 
gtant a written testimonial to your plant’s 
excellence.

Many visitors came from 
all over Queensland, some from Sydney, and 
one, Mr. John Cannon, from Tasmania. 

There was a wonderful display of orchids, 
foliage plants and floral art. Mrs. Slattery 
judged the latter for which she has donated 
a perpetual trophy for the most successful 
exhibitor. 

On Sunday registrants visited many of 
Townsville’s outstanding collections to view 
a wide range of genera growing under vary- 
ing conditions, all providing valuable lessons 
in culture. 

The quarterly meeting of the T.Q.0.C. 
was held on Sunday afternoon, with delegates 
from eleven societies. Business was efficiently 
disposed of and arrangements were made for 
the next Conference to be held in Mt. Isa 
over Queen’s Birthday 1977. 

Townsville Orchid Society was Host for 
this 1976 Conference and those participating 
praised the efficiency of their organisation.

April 15, 1976. It covers the world’s main 
Cymbidium Orchid growing centres in 12 
countries, spanning five continents. It in- 
cludes the major national and international 
Orchid shows and conferences of those coun- 
tries, wherever Cymbidium Orchids are 


extensively grown or sold. The total distance 


travelled for this survey was 130,000 kilo- 

Metres (80,000 miles) on 53 aeroplane flights, 

crossing the Equator four times and the 

International Date Line twice. After many 

absences totalling over four months, it is 
- 00d to be home again. 

Countries visited where Cymbidiums are 
grown extensively included: Belgium, Canary 
Islands, Denmark, England, France, Ger- 
Many, Holland, New Zealand, Norway, 
South Africa, Sweden and the United States 
of America. Major orchid shows and con- 
ferences attended included: The 8th World 
Orchid Conference, Frankfurt; The 4th Aus- 
tralian Orchid Conference, Sydney; The 31st 
Annual Santa Barbara International Orchid 
Show, Santa Barbara; Cymbidium Society of 
America First Annual Congress, California; 
The San Diego County Orchid Show, San 
Diego. Mention is also made of the great 
flower and orchid auctions at Aalsmeer, 
Holland and Copenhagen, Denmark.

The Cymbidium Orchid is one of the most 
Widely cultivated plants in the world today. 
ts ease of culture in convenient size con- 
lainers, its bountiful crops of long-lasting, 
Cautiful flowers have contributed to its popu- 
arity to both the big commercial cut flower 
Stowers and hobbyists alike, in almost every 
Country and city on earth. An estimate of 
the world’s annual crop of Cymbidium flowers 
les between 200-300 million individual 

Ooms returning growers about $100 
| Million. That Cymbidiums can be readily 
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hybridised by anyone and the proliferation 
of orchid seed growing laboratories in very 
many countries has created enormous interest 
in producing new hybrid orchids. Thousands 
of people now grow their own seed pods and 
produce millions of new Cymbidium plants 
each year whereas, the world over, 30 years 
ago, less than 10 hybridists existed. 

Santa Barbara, California, U.S.A., rightly 
claims to be the present orchid capital of the 
world with the Cymbidium the supreme 
orchid. Flower sales of the huge orchid ranges 
in and around Santa Barbara, in towns made 
famous as orchid names including Monte- 
cito, Goleta and Carpinteria, amounted to 
$US3,200,000 ($A2,500,000) during 1975. 
Cymbidium growing in Santa Barbara really 
started when the firm Dos Pueblos Orchid 
Company built many acres of glasshouses 
and imported truckloads of Cymbidiums from . 
Europe. Since this time, other greats estab- 
lished there are: Universal Orchids (formerly 
Cobbs), Stewarts, Gallup and Stribling Inter- 
national, Santa Barbara Orchid Estate 
founded by Robert Casamajor and now 
owned by Paul Gripp. Royston Orchids, 
Mesa Orchids and Robert Asbell. Added to 
these making up the Cymbidium Industry in 
Santa Barbara are the newer growers estab- 
lishing and expanding their businesses with 
considerable haste and expertise. 

Besides Santa Barabara, the West Coast 
of America has several other Cymbidium 
growing areas made great by one or two big 
firms. Starting near the Mexican Border and 
proceeding north in California are: San 
Diego, where Bill Thomas has established 
Ridgeway Orchids, Encinitas, the home of 
Joe and Zita Rudvalis, who have won many 
Cymbidium awards and grow top quality 
orchids well. Los Angeles, an agglomeration 
of adjoining cities without ending, housing 
nine million people, and many orchid clubs 
and societies. At one of such cities, San 
Gabriel, is Fred Stewarts. San Francisco 
boasts the Rod McLellan Co. and nearby at 
Watsonville is their newer nursery of # 
million square feet under glass (104 glass- 
houses each 300 ft. x 27 ft.). Into the State 
of Oregon where Chase Gardens at Eugene 
have 21 acres under glass, all heated with 
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steam generated by a sawmill from waste 
sawdust, piped 14 miles across a big river. 
Chase Gardens are Rose, Carnation, Cattleya, 
Paphiopedilum and Stephinotis growers as 
well as Cymbidium. In the most northern 
State on the West Coast of U.S.A., Washing- 
ton, at Vashon Island, is the Beall Company 
where many fine Cymbidiums have been 
hybridised and are grown for cut flowers. 
U.S.A. boasts other Cymbidium growers than 
those of its West Coast such as Bill Bianchi 
in New York. 

Europe’s nurseries have grown Cymbidiums 
longer than those of any other continent. 
Much has been written of the great firms of 
Sanders of England and Belgium which no 
longer exist. However, there are today in 
Germany, Belgium, France, Holland and 
Denmark many large growers of Cymbidium 
flowers and two long-established and well- 
known Cymbidium hybridists; McBeans of 
U.K., and Vacherot and Le Couffle of France. 
Some of the larger firms visited in Europe 
were: West Germany, Wichman; Belgium, 
Petryns, Longfords; Holland, Meeuwissen’s, 
- Nieuwenhuysen; Denmark, Otto Koch, Mohr 
Bros. and England, McBeans Ltd. 

South Africa boasts large Cymbidium 
growers in three main centres; Cape Town 
in the Cape Province, Pretoria and Johannes- 
burg in the Transvaal, and Durban in Natal 
where the 10th World Orchid Conference is 
being planned for September, 1981. Many 
active orchid societies meet regularly in the 
larger cities of South Africa where keen 
amateur Cymbidium growers compete for 
showbench supremacy. 


New Zealand growers have in recent years 


expanded to capture a share of the Cym- 
bidium flower markets of the Northern Hemi- 
sphere. Large commercial growers are estab- 
lished in several coastal areas of the North 
Island. In Auckland, Van der Linden; 
Whakatane, F. A. Burke Ltd. and Hepburn 
Orchids Ltd.; Hawke Bay, South Pacific 
Orchids Ltd.; Levin, Black’s Orchids Ltd. 
As in South Africa, New Zealand has many 
orchid societies each with many enthusiastic 
members, their enthusiasm going as far as 
hiring buses to attend far off meetings and 
arriving back home in the small hours of 
the morning. Bless them. 

There is a trend for the big growers of 
Cymbidiums in each country in both the 
Northern and Southern Hemispheres to estab- 
lish their operations in seaboard areas and 
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if their country is so situated, on or very — 
near to (within half of one degree) the 35th — 
Parallel of Latitude. Migrations of Cym: — 
bidium growers to these areas is to take 
advantage of the suitable natural climate for 
the Cymbidium Orchids. Such places on the 
35th Parallel of Latitude are: for U.S.A. 
Santa Barbara; for Europe, the Island of | 
Madeira; for Japan, Kyoto; for South Africa, — 
Cape Town; and for Australia, Adelaide. — 
Whilst the trend is to Latitude 35 deg. many — 
Cymbidiums are grown in higher latitudes — 
near the markets of big areas of population 
and just a few in lower latitudes. In highet — 
latitudes, Cymbidiums are grown the whole — 
year round in glasshouses (greenhouses) and — 
heat applied on a number of days per yeal, — 
the number of days per year increasing 4S 
the latitude increases and reaching 365 days — 
in the Scandinavian countries at 56 deg:

In a medium containing some completely 
Converted organic matter — humus — were 
the most bountiful and produced the best 
quality flowers and, secondly, for plants 
grown in unconverted organic matter or 
even inorganic matter, for example, cinders, 
the best results were achieved when chemical 
fertilisers were added to all water applied 
to the plants. Probably 99 per cent of the 
World’s Cymbidiums are grown under a rain- 
Proof covering of glass or plastic with a 
Percentage of shade applied according to the 
atitude. 

World trends in hybridising Cymbidiums 
are to create brighter and more intense 
Coloured flowers. Although demand for 
Colours is late in showing in America com- 
Pared to the rest of the world, it is rapidly 
faining momentum both in sales and in 
Showbench judging. For example, the champ- 
lon Cymbidium of the 1976 San Diego Show 
Was the Novelty Cymbidium Crackerjack 
Midnight Magic’ (Ivy Fung x Robin); a 
Medium-size plant carrying one spike of 10, 
8cm flowers of the deepest mahogany or 
Plum colour. At this same show it gained an 
AM/AOS and SM/CSA. Other features of 
Cymbidiums receiving the hybridist’s atten- 
tion, in order of priority, are production and 
Spike habit with size dropping in importance. 
The trend is toward the commercial assess- 
Ment and public demand of the plant: Colour 
— production — spike habit — size — shape.

(2) The conversion of diploid clones to tetra- 
ploids with the use of Colchicine applied 
to apical meristem culture protocorms 
by Dr. Donald Wimber, Eugene, Oregon, 
U.S.A. 

(3) The conversion of seedlings and apical 

meristem tissue at the prdtocorm stage 

by. Dr. Bob Vandyke, Sydney, Australia. 
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The importance of these new Tetraploid 
plants to the Cymbidium industry was the 
subject of a paper presented at the Cym- 
bidium Society of America First Annual 
Congress, Santa Barbara, by Andy Easton, 
Production Manager of Chase Gardens. 
Secondly, the rapid improvements being 
made in the superior qualities and market- 
able advantages of the pure-colour (no red 
pigment) Cymbidiums. So far this work is 
almost exclusive to Australian hybridists who 
lead by a long margin in having introduced 
the fine features of many coloured Cym- 
bidiums to the pure-colour range. A paper 
on this work was read at the above-named 
conference and at the 8th World Orchid 
Conference. 


Throughout the world Cymbidium flowers 
are marketed in many different ways. In 
America, the end use is traditionally the 
corsage, but the flowers may pass through 
as many as four hands other than the grower 
before reaching the consumer. Many growers 
sell a proportion of their production to 
brokers who supply wholesalers, then to dis- 
tributors and on to florists before they reach 
the consumer. If the first sale is of the spike 
of flowers, at some stop along this long line, 
the blooms are individually packaged and 
sold in corsages of one or two flowers. Many 
growers individually pack flowers, each with 
its own phial of water, into boxes of six or 
twelve blooms which pass through just as 
many hands as the spikes of flowers. Other 
growers sell their flowers, packed singly in 
boxes, as complete corsages with ribbons 
fixed, ready to wear. A brisk trade of these 
blooms is done by chain stores and depart- 
mental stores throughout U.S.A. 


Europe is not so traditionally a corsage 
market. Nevertheless corsages account for a 
lot of the Cymbidium sales on the continent. 
Another end use is for vase decoration using 
whole spikes of flowers. A big proportion of 
European blooms are first sold in flower 
auctions; the one at Aalsmeer being the big- 
gest with an annual turnover of all flowers 
to the value of the equivalent of hundreds of 
millions of Australian dollars. Another great 
co-operative Auction is at Copenhagen, Den- 
mark where huge Cymbidium farms are 
established. Madiera, off the North West 
coast of Africa, is currently supplying a size- 
able portion of the European demand and 
increasing its share each year. 
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New Zealand and South Africa as well as 
Australian sales of flowers to the Northern 
Hemisphere countries are all “on spike”, 
packed in boxes containing approximately 
100 blooms. Throughout the world each 
grower counts and sells standard size 
Cymbidiums by the number of blooms and 
not by the number of spikes. Miniature 
Cymbidiums, however, are often sold by the 
spike irrespective of the number of blooms. 


Cymbidium plant sales in many countries 
form a big part of the Cymbidium Industry; 
particularly in those countries where these 
orchids can be grown without expensive 
heating or cooling equipment and fuel 
charges. Nurseries exist with stocks in excess 
of one million plants each in flasks and 
community trays or pots. It is not an un- 
common sight to look on acres of young 
plants both seedling and apical meristem 
divisions that have not reached the flowering 
stage. Whilst sales are competitive, prices 
generally are commensurate to the quality 
and the economic or show potential of the 
stock. Costs of production up to the smallest 
selling size plants — in flasks and in com- 
munity pots to 150 mm leaf length plants — 
are comparable in all countries but a distinct 
advantage is held by those nurseries opera- 
ting in favourable climates to grow on the 
plants to flowering size. 


Judging of orchids for awards and for 
“Ribbon Judging” at shows the world over, 
is by appreciation of the blooms submitted. 
Whilst it is claimed, in some countries, that 
flowers are judged according to a “points 
system” with points allotted for certain 
features of the flowers, in reality, this is just 


not so for the total points score arrived at — 


by individual judges is according to the 
judge’s assessment of just what award or 
prize the orchid is worth and not by the 
addition of points per feature. It is high time 
the truth was admitted by the adherents to 
this archaic system which restricts the 
hybridist to producing flowers more suitable 
for a long past era than the present day’s 
consumer demands. For example, I pose the 
question, how can a Cymbidium having been 
granted an Award of Merit by an Australian 
State Judging Panel assembled at the 4th 
Australian Orchid Conference and who in- 
spected the plant and its flowers, at a much 
later date, be granted a Highly Commended 
Certificate by the Australian Orchid Council? 
Are the other Australian State Judges superior 
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judges from photographs than are the State 
judges who critically inspected the live 
orchid? Is there no confidence between out 
State judging bodies. 

The world energy crises having caused the 
price of fuels to skyrocket to five times theif 
level five years ago will give impetus to the 
trend for commercial Cymbidium growers to 
concentrate on the 35th Parallels of Latitude, 
North and South of the Equator, where the 
Cymbidium Orchid can be grown without 
fuels for heating or cooling. The cost of fuel 
has already seen many plants such as roses, 
carnations and other flowers which are not 
as bountiful and do not last as long as 
Cymbidium flowers, cleared from glasshouses 
in the Northern Hemisphere’s higher latitudes 
and replaced with Cymbidium Orchids, The 
increasing inability of huge areas of the 
Northern Hemisphere to economically pro- 
duce any flowers in the autumn of theif 
lands offers a great opportunity to the orchid 
growers of the Southern Hemisphere 10 
supply these markets. 

Australian Cymbidium Orchid flowers are 
not surpassed in quality anywhere in th? 
world. In hybridising, Australia leads in the 
two most important recent developments of 
the Cymbidium Orchid — the pure-colou! 
Cymbidium and the creation of Tetraploid 
plants although many of the latter are, as yet, 
being closely held as stud plants to producé 
highly coloured flowers of superior lasting 
qualities for both the cut flower and the plant 
markets of the world. The future of Aus: 
tralian Cymbidiums is very bright indee 
and Adelaide, situated right on the 35th 
Parallel of Latitude, has a climate unsut- 
passed by any other to grow Cymbidium 
Orchids to perfection. Santa Barbara may 
well be the orchid capital of the world, but 
with always over 300 members present at ils 
meetings, by far the biggest attendance 12 
any country, the Orchid Club of South 
Australia can rightly claim to be the premiet 
orchid club of the world.

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OUR ADVENTURES WITH VANDAS 


(MRS.) R. M. 


Our adventures of loving and growing 
Orchids began when a friend presented my 
husband (who at that time was a fern and 
foliage grower) with a cattleya orchid. That 
Was approximately eighteen years ago, and 
although others warned us this plant would 
Change our whole fernery into an orchid 
house, we said “never”. Little did we know 
this change-over eventuated quicker than 
forecast by our wise critics. 

As months passed we collected more and 

more including some vandas. I think the 
first being V. Nellie Morley ‘York’. The 
plant was grown in charcoal and chopped 
tree-fern fibre. It grew steadily in full sun 
Outside the orchid house and in time presented 
Us with a spray of seven lovely good-shaped 
pale pink spotted flowers. I remember we 
admired these flowers for weeks. From that 
Period on V. Nellie Morley was seldom with- 
Out blooms, for as one inflorencence was 
dying, buds were either formed or opening 
On another. Our other vandas much valued 
for continual flowering at this time were V. 
T.M.A., V. Coral Sands and V. Kona and 
another V. Nellie Morley (a much bigger 
flower and brighter coloured pink, but not 
So well shaped). Many others were to follow 
Over the years and although the blooms were 
More beautiful, the continuation of flowering 
Was not so evident. 
_ As time passed and we adjusted on pot- 
tng media to suit our watering habits and 
Our conditions, we potted in all charcoal 
(the bigger the plant the bigger the lumps of 
Charcoal — seived and boiled of course). 
Also we found that the long unsightly roots 
Made displaying our vandas in a show un- 
desirable. This resulted in placing the plant 
In a pot in charcoal reaching only 1/3 to 4 
Up the sides, made the roots circle the vessel 
and stay inside tidily where they could derive 
hutriment rather than spread outside and 
Cling to other pots and benches and become 
token when moved. This method of potting 
Small plants in the bottom of the pot, also 
helped with the humidity and expedited the 
growth. 

Eventually our plants became so tall and 
leggy it was no longer possible to display 
them. They also had no roots for about 
two feet between the bottom leaves and the 
toots in the potting media. This of course

was brought about by the continual flower- 
ing; and not wishing to cut and disturb the 
plant until the cessation of the flowering 
cycle. My husband tried everything with the 
V. Nellie Morley ‘York’ to make it produce 
roots higher up the stem. He wrapped the 
stem in sphagnum moss soaked in formula 
20; laid the plant on its side so as the stem 


was partly covered in sand; nicked the bark 


and bandaged it, kept it in a shaded place; 
and you name it, we did it. The plant be- 
came sicker and sicker over this period of 
months. Eventually when he just placed it 
itt a corner to die, I decided it was either 
produce roots or die more quickly. It seemed 
to me the bark was too tight on the stem 
to allow roots to emerge. I peeled the tight 
brown bark from the stem and found live 
eyes all the way. 

Within a short space of time root tips 

appeared in six places and grew robustly 
until the plant was potted in the bottom half 
of a two-gallon plastic bucket six weeks 
later. The roots continued to grow until 
they reached the edge of the bucket and 
then curled round the perimeter. We have 
found with all other plants attempted, this 
peeling method was successful except for 
one case of V. Coral Sands. The bark on 
this plant was so tight it could not be peeled 
with the fingers, and when stripped with the 
aid of a penknife, the top of the eyes became 
damaged. 
_ Through experimenting with keikis, which 
have grown rather large and were slow to 
root, if the bottom leaf is removed, roots 
will emerge more quickly. 

In concluding I must warn that it may not 
be advisable to peel the bark in the colder 
months.

Winter Festival 

On Tuesday, July 13th, at 6 p.m., members of 
the Orchid Society of Western Australia converged 
upon “Garden City” shopping centre at Booragoon, 
and within a short period the centre mall was 
transformed into a beautiful display. 

It was generally agreed to be the most spectacular 
winter show that the W.A. society has so far 
staged. 

Paphiopedilums, shown off against a black 
draped backdrop, looked out from the edge of 4 
large raised circular stage. Behind and above the 
paphs., a nice array of quality foliage filled the 
centre of the exhibit, giving height and dimension, 
and associating the display with the overhea' 
lighting. Running outwards from the large circulat 
stage were narrow random shaped extensions, the 
champion paphiopedilum and other trophy winners 
being displayed on the outer section of one 9° 
these. Island displays at floor level filled in. Early 
cymbidiums made their presence felt, especially 
fine display of miniatures.

Exciting programme now in progress 


The Australian Orchid Foundation has 
been incorporated and registered in the State 
of Victoria, but the activities of the Founda- 
tion will be Australia wide, and not confined 
by any State boundary. 

In the September, 1975 issue of the Aus- 
tralian Orchid Review, it was outlined how 
the Foundation was conceived while enquiries 
were being conducted into the possibility of 
establishing Australian Orchid Collections for 
the Australian Orchid Council. 

The Objects of the Foundation have been 
recorded previously, and they may be 
repeated again here, broadly and briefly: 

“to form, or to join, or to support others 

in forming National Orchid Collections”; 

“to research, and to be involved with pro- 

jects that will add to our knowledge, be 

of benefit to the Orchid species, and in 
particular, those species that appear to be 
facing possible extinction”. 

As finance will govern the area of effective- 
ness of the work of the Foundation, the 
Trustees wish to make a general invitation for 
funds from Orchid Societies, Orchid nurseries, 
and persons who have gained enjoyment 
through their interest in Orchids generally 
and who are sympathetic to the “‘aims and 
objects” of the Australian Orchid Foundation. 

The Foundation has been approved as a 
“scientific research institute’ thus gaining 
Taxation concessions and freedom from 
stamp duties; therefore donations to the Trust 
Fund will be “tax deductible” and protected 
by the “Trustee Act 1958 of the State of 
Victoria”.

An expedition to study the Orchids of the 
Iron Range area on Cape York Peninsula. 

This is one of the first “specific projects” 
being considered by the Foundation, to begin 
about mid August of this year. The Directors 
have held preliminary discussions with Mem- 
bers of the Research Committee in Canberra, 
regarding a 30-day expedition to this remote 
area, which is roughly 350 miles north of 
Cairns, 100 miles east of Weipa, and about 
150 miles south of Cape York. 

This area is most interesting, because it is 


within the most northern limits of the rain © 


forests of Australia. The leader of this party, 
Dr. Peter Lavarack, has been into this remote

area on other occasions and was confined to 

other activities that did not allow time to 

devote towards the searching for Orchids, 
but nevertheless, he has found seven Orchids 
that are “new” to Australia. 

Mr. Donald Blaxell and others who will 
form this party are experienced bushmen who 
know this terrain and have knowledge in 
depth of the Orchids of this region. 

The Foundation will help to fund this 
expedition, in conjunction with the National 
Parks and Wildlife Service of Queensland. A 
great wealth of epiphytes and_ terrestrial 
orchids are known to exist in these regions, 
and the object will be to search areas that 
have been inaccessible in the past. 

The aims of this expedition are: 

1. to collect herbarium material of “new” 
and other species, 

2. to discover new species of orchids, 

3. to collect limited amounts of live material 
for cultivation, in recognised botanical 
gardens, 

4. to obtain ecological information on orchids 
of Cape York Peninsula, 

5. to determine the conservation status of 
the Cape York orchids. 

It is proposed and anticipated that the 
Foundation will help to fund a series 0 
expeditions to collect and study the orchids 
of this region that could be spread over 4 
period of five years, that will cover dry as 
well as wet season visitations, especially for 
the terrestrial orchids that are so exciting, 
for they are so different from those found 
elsewhere on the Australian mainland. 

A number of “specific projects” have been 
put forward to the A.O.F. for consideration. 
While each of these possible projects appeat 
to be long term to medium term plans, eac 
will be examined in the course of time an 
as funds become available, priorities will be 
established. Some of these projects are: 

1. Ways and means of implementing the 
ideals of National Orchid Collections. 

2. Encouragement of selected institutions t0 
establish growing collections of Australian 
orchids and other species. 

3. The creation of a National Slide Library 
of the orchid species native to Australia. 

4. Similar expeditions, similar to the Cap 
York project, to remote areas in W.A. 

5. The establishment of a “seed bank” of 
the orchid species. 
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6. Research on cultivation, including gather- 
ing and collating data, already in existence 
but not yet published. 

7. Support with equipment for research on 
orchid species, particularly terrestrials. 

8. To encourage the strengthening and en- 
forcement of protection laws for the con- 
servation of the native orchids. ;

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Culture of Miniature Cymbidiums

The main needs of seedling or small meri- 
clones of cymbidiums are water, suitable 
compost, food, light and protection from 
diseases and pests. 


WATER 

The frequency of watering depends on the 
plant’s environment. A freely draining com- 
post will require fairly frequent, if not daily 
watering in hot weather. In colder weather 
of course, watering will be less frequent as 
the pots will take longer to dry out. My rule 
of thumb for cymbidiums is: Never let them 
completely dry out, but leave until almost 
dry, then water well. 


COMPOST 

This really goes hand in hand with water- 
ing and the two are interdependent. Every 
cymbidium grower has his favourite mixture 
and each varies greatly in consistency. Some 
of the ingredients commonly used include 
peat moss, sand, peanut-shells, rice hulls, 
charcoal, bark, casuarina needles, leaf mould 
and styrene foam (there are many others 
too). Our own mix is a very open, freely 
draining mix containing a lot of peanut 
shells. We find an open mix suits our grow- 
ing conditions well as it does not hold a 
lot of moisture for long periods and so there 
is little root rot. As well it takes at least two 
years to break down, even with our heavy 
Watering programme, necessary for such an 
open compost. The mix you choose to use 
is only as good as the way you handle it 
and I have seen quite good cymbidiums with 
excellent root systems growing in what 
seemed to me to be mud. The best rule for 
compost seems to be — find a suitable pot- 
ting mix; learn how to handle it and stick to 
it. We grow both large and small cymbidiums 
in the same potting compost. 


FOOD 

Small cymbidiums will respond well to 
regular feeding with half strength foliar ferti- 
lisers such as Aquasol, Garden Gold or 
Field Pack. We usually alternate weekly with 
these, making sure that the pots have been 
Well flushed through previously with water 
to remove any excess salts still remaining in 
the compost. Some growers prefer to add one 


of the slow release fertilisers to the compost. 

If this practice is carried out do not overdo 

the fertiliser on young plants, as fertiliser 

burn can occur. 

LIGHT 4 
Cymbidiums can take more light than 


_cattleyas, although small plants will need a 


little protection at first. After hardening off 
under about 60 per cent shadecloth they 
can be placed in about 50 per cent sunlight. 
DISEASES AND PESTS 

The most common problem with. small 
cymbidiums is fungal attack. Rots in small 
plants are quite serious as they can spread 
quickly, and once the centre of the plant is 
rotted out, there is little hope. To prevent 
this, a regular spraying programme with a 
reliable fungicide is needed. Perhaps the best 
fungicides for the job are the systemics 
(Benlate and Baviston) and these can be 
alternated (about fortnightly) with one of the 
contact fungicides such as Captan. If a rot 
does appear in a leaf, cut the leaf off (sterile 
cutting implement please!) and dust the cut 
with fungicide. 

Virus is most unlikely in a seedling or 
mericlone recently out of a flask. To prevent 
infection remember all cutting or dividing 
of orchids (any genera) should be done with 
sterile implements. One of the’ easiest ways 
to achieve this is to dip the blade in methy- 
lated spirits and flame it. This is one of the 
most important rules of orchid growing, but 
it is surprising the number of growers who 
ignore it, sometimes with disastrous results. 

Apart from the odd snail (use bait regu- 
larly) the main predator is the red spider 
mite which appears as tiny moving red or 
pinkish brown dots on the underside of the 
leaves. The backs of the leaves will appear 
whitish from the small silvery trails where 
the mites have been sucking sap. There are 
several suitable sprays for red spider mite 
available. : 

Miniature cymbidiums are very rewarding 
and flower from quite small plants. Often 
miniatures will flower in two years from a 
flask if well grown. Their size, daintiness 
and floriferousness makes miniature cym- 
bidiums well worth growing.

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Dendrobium kingianum 
J. N. RENTOUL 


It was never intended to pursue the 
Dendrobium speciosum hypothesis into the 
vortex representing Dendrobium kingianum, 
but Noel Jupp and G. C. Morrison threw 
in a couple of sticks and the fascination 
proved too much. Their knowledge and 
experience with D. kingianum is probably 
better than mine, but it is always a general 
pool of knowledge which effects solutions to 
puzzles. And D. kingianum certainly is a 
puzzle. ee 

It would be wrong to assume that there 
are no similar puzzles associated with orchids 
elsewhere in the world. A summary of Laelia 
anceps in all its varietal brilliance soon 
dispels that misconception, and _ the 
Occurrence of so many morphological 
Variants frightens off dogmatic statements 
about D. kingianum. 

Where climatic influence shapes thought 
On why, for instance, Dendrobium ruppianum 
has a certain type of pseudo-bulbs, it has 
little bearing on speculation about D. 
Kingianum. D. ruppianum evolved that way, 
no doubt, to sustain itself over the dry period 


in its cycle. But D. kingianum seems so’ 


infinitely variable that no pattern emerges. 


The habitat of the orchid and the history 
of its namesake King are quite well known, 
but what remains obscure is the history of 
D. kingianum. Attached to this history is its 
Status as an “old” orchid or a “new” one. 
All the substantive indicators point to “new” 
Status and all that can be added is perhaps 
Some food for thought for others no doubt 
as keen as the two authors of the follow-up 
articles on D. speciosum. 

On face value these two orchids have in 
Common a morphological similarity and in 
Part a common habitat, with D. kingianum 
almost, so far as is known, a lithophytic 
attachment, while D. speciosum has both 
lithophytic and epiphytic habits. Perhaps 
they have an even more intimate relationship 
in combination, as proposed in the earlier 
Synopsis, for that is really all it could be 
Called. Their histories are most likely parallel 
With the cataclysmic birth of the Australian 
Cast coastline. 


It should be understood, however, that we 


are trying to identify an orchid the habitat 
Of which has been almost destroyed after 


some centuries of relativity. In fact, what we 
are really seeing in D: kingianum may be the 
tertiary phase in its existence and some time 
in the future — which could be imminent — 
it will no longer exist in the forms which we 
know or the areas we know. 

D. kingianum evolved as a lithophyte in 
accordance with a climatic and ecological 
disturbance which affected epiphytic seed 
germination and growth. As a result of the 
loss of the entire coastal rain forest areas and 


the lack of information on the ecological 


components of that rain forest there is no 
way of knowing whether D. kingianum was 
also epiphytic in that area in a system 
analogous to that of D. speciosum in, for 
instance, Eungella National Park, some 30 
kilometres north-west of Mackay, Queens- 
land. There D. speciosum grows both 
epiphytically and lithophytically in masses, 
in flower a sight not easily forgotten. 

It is probable that D. kingianum originated 
in the comparatively near past as a hybrid 
from progenitors which came from the same 
source area as D. speciosum. This pro- 
position, of course, needs two parents to 
satisfy the basic hypothesis and the only 
guidelines we have in this search for parents 
are the morphological characteristics dis- 
played in Australian dendrobiums at present. 

As a source for guidance they suffer the 
disability of presenting a conflict between 
inherited characteristics and the processes of 
evolution. Mixed up in the habitat could be 
that which we term D. kingianum but which 
in reality is one of the progenitors — a rather 
startling proposition, but credible in the light 
of D. kingianum polymorphism. 

It is reasonable to believe in morphological 
dominance as typified by some of the 
Australian-derived D. kingianum hybrids and 
its influence on the flowers. D. kingianum 
hybrids do not usually inherit or display 
fusiforme or spindle-shaped pseudo-bulbs 
such as those of D. ruppianum or D. fal- 
corostrum and some forms of D. aemulum, 
regardless of their inclusion in the breeding 
lines. 

Nor does the polymorphism of D. 
kingianum extend to those spindle-shaped 
pseudo-bulbs, so it can be proposed that it 
did not develop from that group. We may

discard of its progenitors. 

Environmental or ecological considerations 

of the habitat seem to provide fewer 
problems. The indicators of colour pigments, 
Or anthocyanins, lead to much more than a 
determination of origin — they give a lead 
to the original environment of D. kingianum 
and the original habitat. 
_ The development of plant colour pigments 
IS attributable to exposure to sunlight and 
Over a period this pigmentation may become 
an inherent characteristic of a species. 

The original habitat of D. kingianum must 
have been in an environment dominated by 
bright light yet constantly moist enough to 
develop both growth and seed development. 
It could have been also in a period when 
for a large part of the year light cloud or 
Mist was the filter which broke direct sun- 
light yet not brightness. This could provide 
all the pre-conditions which we now find 
applicable to artificial cultivation of this 
dendrobium, some forms of which lack the 
anthocyanins present in the pseudo-bulbs of 
the majority.. These recessives may stem 
from a pallid progenitor while the dominant 
genes for colour remain in the flowers. _ 

This type of bright, humid climate most 
Probably was common to Central Australia 


in the comparatively near past, with constant” 


light cloud cover the most prominent feature 
Of the weather pattern. 

The omission of any sort of speculation 
about D. falcorostrum has been deliberate, 
although considering the present habitat of 
the two dendrobiums in association with each 
Other, the general climate in the past must 
ave been cool to moderate. 

_ But it is worthy to note that the adven- 
litious growth habit is almost entirely absent 
In D. falcorostrum. This is most significant. 

Having built up this picture, we must try 
to fit new features into it to account for the 
Presentation of D. kingianum we now have. 

It would appear that the environment or 
the ecology in which D. kingianum now 
flourishes did not suit the original type and 
4 mutation occurred in which the functions 
Of flower and seed were largely taken over 
by a vegetative system of replacement growths 
Stemming from the plants at flower inception 
Points. The mutation, while capable of this 
function, also retained proclivity for seed 
Production and this was ancillary to the 
Srowth program where conditions or 
Pollinators suited. 
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The mutation was then able to cope with 
conditions suited to either and became the 
mainline or type species. Those with the 
singular functions of seed or aerial growth 
reproduction systems died out. 

In simple terms, a new type of orchid 
appeared. But where or when will probably 
remain unknown. We have no way of 
assessing weather patterns of past ages in 
fairly recent times of, say, 10,000 years ago. 

This new type is common to orchids in 
many other countries other than Australia, 
so that it could be ascribed to a general 
rearrangement of weather patterns some time 
in the past. It is inconceivable that it was 
part of the original growth pattern of all 
orchids, strange and all as they are. 

The significance of projection of -this 
adventitious growth pattern into D. kingianum 
hybrids should not be lost. In D. delicatum, 
for instance, the habit seems to be intensified, 
almost indicating that the change is in- 
complete and the climatic pattern - still 
unstable and irregular. 

Perhaps it would be appropriate to give 
a clearer view of evolution, as summarised 
by Fred Hoyle, the astronomer: 

“Evolution . . . arises in part from com- 
petition between members of the same 
species and in part between different species. 
The ground rules for the competition are 
supposed to be set by the physical 
environment: temperature, rainfall, the 
nature of the terrain, mountains or plains, 
the condition of the soil and so forth. . .” 

There is little that could be added to that 
except the qualification that mankind 
hastens the process. 

It may also be appropriate to look at what 
has happened to the east coast environment 
of Australia in the last 150 years. No one 
could doubt how much it has changed, 
ecologically and therefore climatically, in 
that period. 

Perhaps the greatest change has occurred 
in the coastal plain and the foothills of the 
Great Dividing Range from the beginning 
of the dry belt in Queensland to the 
approximate vicinity of Wollongong in New 
South Wales. All this area was patched with 
rain forest before the advent of “Australians”. 
In the decimation which followed almost 
total clearance occurred. This is the relevant 
area for studying D. kingianum and all that 
remains is the type or types which occur in 
the uncleared area, mostly mountainous, and 
even there incomplete.

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We have practically no record of the 
epiphytic dendrobiums that grew in that 
rain forest, which could have held all the 
evidence we lack to broaden the base on 
which we are now obliged to work. 

Naturally, evolution must have followed 
this destruction, if only in a minor way. The 
vital factor in this evolution could have been 
the elimination of pollinators. It takes little 
imagination to see the enormous numbers of 
insects, moths and butterflies and birds, 
which are also pollinators, dispossessed in 
this clearance. 

That birds are pollinators may surprise 
some, but in my collection of some 30-odd 
plants of D. kingianum growing as epiphytes 
a honey-eater which visits the plants in flower 
sets so much fruit that the flower stems are 
incapable of supporting the pods. 

However, it would be proper to state that 
we do not know if the pollinators were 
eliminated or if the habit of D. kingianum 
in producing so many aerial growths is 
recent; the result of slow change or com- 
pletely natural, brought about by the means 
previously outlined. 

Thus we are looking at D. kingianum in 
a completely different ecological setting from 
that which prevailed 150 years ago and 
cannot formulate a set of rules for this 
strange orchid. 

The word “strange” is perhaps inappro- 
priate. But what other word could describe 
a plant I found at the head of a gully near 
the old Grafton to Glen Innes road. It had 
superimposed a tangled mass upon itself, a 
series of aerial growths perhaps up to 
years old, with scarcely a flower stem visible. 

That plant and many others prompted the 
thought that perhaps we have a misfit which 
is disappearing through evolutionary discard, 
its place to be taken by D. suffusum, D. 
delicatum, D. kestevenii and others. 

The only way in which it would appear 
that D. kingianum could survive would be by 
emergence of a strong, viable mutation able 
to satisfy a well-established pollinator and 
suited by the maintenance of a reasonable 
germination environment for seed. 

Other significant questions are concerned 
with such a mutation, one of which is its 
capacity to survive as an epiphyte and the 
time it would take to establish in such 
numbers and over such an area as that at 
present credited as the habitat of D. 
kingianum. 
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I believe in present circumstances it would 
be impossible and thus find answers to those 
questions impossible considering the present 
rate of destruction of the total ecology of 
that area. 

Some may wonder why the largely dis- 
credited D. kestevenii was included in a 
previous paragraph. I believe it should be 
included, as I regard it equally valid in status 
as D, delicatum and evolving in the same way 
as others I suspect are back-crosses to the 


originals. 
The reason for preferring D. kingianum 
as the colour pigment source in the 


diminutive northern D. speciosum forms was 
the totally different flowering seasons of 
D. speciosum and D. bigibbum and_ the 
morphological aspects. It could be expected 
to find a longer, more slender pseudo-bulb 


with inclusion of D. bigibbum.: 


Of course, it would be necessary to quote 
only the hybrid D. Specio-Kingianum to throw 
that proposition into total doubt. This hybrid 
usually has pink flowers but of D. speciosum 
shape and it may well be asked why the 
red-tinged D. speciosum does not have pink 
flowers. 

But we are dealing here with what could 
be termed wilful hybridising as opposed to 
natural selection. 

This has a bearing on the interesting point 
raised by Noel Jupp concerning deterioration 
in seed size and viability. This also could 
be ascribed to wilful hybridising as opposed 
to natural selection, which is reflected in 
what we see as species orchids today. 

It would be wrong to say that all polli- 
nations in a natural scene are viable — it is 
only the pollinations which form seed. 
germinate and grow. 

So much of what we do in hybridisation 
is miscegenation. Occasionally it works out 
right, as in the Bardo Rose series, but Bardo 
Rose is found also as a natural hybrid and 
would have been a logical successor to D. 
kingianum in an evolutionary change-over. 

We have no evolutionary series to match 
in numbers the cattleyas of the Colombian 
group, so what can be done wilfully is just 
as limited as the natural selection process. 
This in turn weakens the breeding capacity 
as the line attenuates without the introduction 
of new factors. 

Unfortunately, little real work seems to 
be in hand with D. kingianum in combination 
with some of the Asiatic dendrobiums and 
in this direction might lie eventual success.

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The non-Australian group which includes the 
Phalaenanthe and Latourea sections does not 
hold any future with the D. kingianum group 
(Dendrocoryne) in my opinion, as they are 
of totally different derivation. While there 
may be occasional success we must look to 
a viable hybrid line if it is intended to provide 
a future for the smaller flowered Australian 
dendrobiums in the D. kingianum line. 

The odd chromosome number counts 
which have been noted in D. kingianum are 
Just as common in other orchids and most 
probably could be categorised as part of the 
Teal control processes for any genus. 

Until someone is prepared to do a lot of 
work on the relationship of chromosome 
Numbers to certain morphological charac- 
teristics, however, a great gap or series of: 
gaps must exist in our assessment not only 
of D. kingianum but others in its group. 

Nature never stands still for long and has 
a way of dealing with non-conformist 
members, which usually are eliminated over 
a period. Australian orchids are not solely 
affected in this way, as polymorphism and 
hybridism is probably more common in the 
Cattleya labiata group of Colombia, with the 
Tesultant chromosome variants. 

In concluding what must to many people 
Seem a most inconclusive and speculative 
look at D. kingianum and its origins, one

It is the fear that in a very short space of 
time the botanical hell of the Eden district in 
South-eastern New South Wales will be 
Tecreated in the already partly destroyed 
North coast area and what may be left after 
that visitation will scarcely fill a couple of 
Sugar bags, because once that sort of 
Ccological destruction is inflicted on a 
Country there is no chance for orchids to 
Survive and re-establish, particularly with 
tree replacements from the pinus family. 

_ D. kingianum, like so many of our orchids, 
I$ phasing itself out and needs no help on 
the way. Despite the enormous number of 
Plants that may occasionally be seen in an 
area, they can disappear in a few years. 

I cannot do other than restate these 
Opinions at every opportunity, because we 
appear to be heading the way of other 
countries like, say, Nepal, India, where the 
destruction and vandalism of collectors have 
been such that the remnants are now the 
Subject of Government concern. When finally 
governments come to this state of mind the 
Situation is bad indeed. 
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Do we need to go all that way before we 
begin the same process? 

I am indebted to Noel Jupp and G. C. 
Morrison for their capable additions to a 
complex subject, but there is no intention 
of intruding further into the vortex of 
destruction in which D. kingianum is whirl- 
ing. Doubtless others have some fresh ideas 
and some different theories.

Progress by W.A. Native Group

The field day to Merredin on June 6th was 
rewarded with the finding of Caladenia drummondii, 
the ‘“‘winter spider orchid”, a species which was 
thought to have disappeared until two members 
discovered it a couple of years ago. There had been 
some doubt about this years flowering time because 
of the dry autumn but sure enough its tiny flowers 
were there, the first being the hardest to find. 

June 27th saw Group members out in force and 
they were led by Mr. Tibor Bodrogai to a spot 
in Capel where Corybas dilatatus were growing in 
profusion. 

A list of eighty species (twenty genera) of 
terrestrial orchids found in one reserve near Albany, 
W.A., was compiled by Mr. Ron Heberle and made — 
available to the Group. Armed with this incredible 
account of orchid treasure the Group will try its 
utmost to have this reserve made an “A” class 
reserve for flora.

Ira Butler Awards 


The first Ira Butler Award for a native 
hybrid will be awarded in the ensuing year. 

To be eligible you must nominate your 
plant to a panel of State judges. The Award 
is Australia-wide and not restricted to N.S.W. 
where the late Ira Butler worked on the 
hybridising of Australian orchids. Its purpose 
is to encourage the development of indige- 
nous hybrids; an objective which, while not 
begun by Ira Butler, was certainly consider- 
ably advanced by him. 

Nominated plants are to be judged by the 
standard for Australian Native Orchid 
Hybrid in the Australian Orchid Council 


_Handbook “Standards for Judging’. It will 


be judged for an Award. If not granted the 
nominated plant is still eligible because in 
the event of no State Award being granted 
to other hybrids the clone with the highest 
point score could be — but not necessarily 
— winner for that year. At the discretion of 
the Ira Butler Memorial Committee (three 
from O.S. of N.S.W. and three from A.N.O.S., 
with an independent chairman) an award 
may be withheld in any year. 

The State Society concerned should for- 
ward judging results to The Committee, Ira 
Butler Memorial Award, P.O. Box C106, 
Clarence Street, Sydney, N.S.W. 2000. 

Appropriate transparencies should be sent, 
similar to those required to be submitted for 
an A.O.C. National Award. a 

The Award consists of a beautifully de- 
signed gold-plated plaque to be retained 
permanently by the winner. 

As well as this rewarding of individual 
plants an Award of Recognition will be made 
to hybridists for consistently good work. The 
latter Award will be made at the discretion 
of the Committee.

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Continuing with Cattleya Orchids 
BERNARD STONOR 


Readers of this journal will have read of 
some of the ways in which orchids can 
convert an ordinary mortal into an orchid 
grower. Perhaps some people may have 
wondered how the beginners fare as they 
become more experienced. I expect most 
of us acquire a collection of various types 
of plant, some suited to our conditions and 
some, unfortunately, not. Whatever the size 
of our collection, there are sure to be a 
few cattleyas included in it. The brilliant 
and spectacular flowers of this group of 
orchids are quite irresistible. So here are a 


few notes on my own experiences with this « 


genus. 

It is usual to include all the closely related 
genera of the Cattleya group in any reference 
to these plants. In fact the simple cattleya 
probably forms only a small part of the 
average collection, a multitude of more or 
less complex hybrids making up the larger 
part. 

Although there are a number of fine 
Cattleya species, these do not seem to be 
teadily available and are usually very ex- 
pensive. I have not grown many of these, 
but C. bowringiana is one which has proved 
reliable and adaptable. Cattleya skinneri also 
grew and flowered here for a while, also C. 
granulosa which was worth growing for the 
curious shape of the flower and its strong, 
if unusual, scent. Perhaps some growers 
would prefer the word smell! 

Hybrids are sometimes grouped into 
bifoliate varieties and labiata type plants, 
but there are so many crosses between the 
two types that many plants may be inter- 
mediate between the two. I rather like the 
bifoliates, the flowers may not be large, but 
they are generally more numerous and the 
plants usually seem to be hardy. There is 
also a wide range of colours available. 

The laeliocattleyas come in both types, 


large and small, and certainly provide some 


of the best exhibition flowers. Various shades 
of purple seem to predominate, as might be 
expected. My best cattleya comes into this 
group, Le. Adolph Hecker. It produces up 
to five flowers on a large growth, each nearly 
10cm across and why grow larger flowers 
anyway. It seems to me that the larger the 
flower the less likely it is to be of good shape. 

The Brasso’s did not enter my life quite 


so soon as the other types and this was a 
mistake, for they have proved to be quite 
good growers and more free-flowering than 
some others I could name. They need care 
certainly and need to be studied closely to 
find their water and feeding requirements, 
but once they are understood they are no 
trouble at all. The colours may not be as 
bright as some other types, but they provide 
variety and the large flowers seem to have 
a good shape in most cases. My plants 
flower in the spring, very handy for people 
who like to exhibit at the spring shows. It 
has proved essential to keep the plant as 
warm and dry as possible during winter, 
with no watering unless this is absolutely 
essential otherwise the dormant buds may 
rot. A year is a long time to wait for the 
next flowering. 


I have not had much experience with the 
Sophios, and have yet to flower one. Though 
SIc. Jewel Box has a sheath on one growth.

GEOFFREY DENNIS 


My house on Santa Ana Island, which I 
built myself, is situated about 200 metres 
inland from tiny Port Mary and its village 
called Gupara. We can’t see any other houses 
— only a heavily forested, 30 metre high 
limestone ridge 150 metres to our north, and 
breadfruit trees, coconut palms and scrub 
on the flat westwards towards the village. 

From Port Mary to the eastern coast ex- 
tends a low basin formed between two lakes 
surrounded by limestone ridges. The southern 
lake is Lake Waipaipai, only about two 
metres deep, the northern is Lake Wairafa, 
which is about 30 metres deep. 

The annual rainfall is 700 to 800mm 
which enabled the vegetation to recover re- 
markably after the fierce hurricane of Dec- 
ember, 1971. Only the trees with roots 
embedded in rock remained upright and these 
were stripped of branches. Happily the foliage 
has regrown in profusion so that I have 30 
to 50 metre tall trees on the opposite ridges 
to admire, with a tangle of wild Ipomea 
vines and several species of giant epithytic 
climbing aroids clambering up trunks and 
limbs to add interest. 

A narrow belt of fascinating moss forest 
existed around Lake Waipaipai before the 
hurricane. It harboured many tiny terrestrial 
orchids and a robust epiphytic climbing 
Dipodium, probably pandanum normally 
found at 300 metres plus altitudes on the 
larger islands, as well as a grand show of 
all mauve or pink (no whites or off-white ) 
Spathoglottis plicata. The latter faintly per- 
fumed and the only ones I know of in the 
Solomons with scent. There was also a much- 
branched rambling orchid Pseudaria similis, 
an unidentified yellowish Dendrobium, not 
unlike D. discolor, as well as a natural hybrid 
between this and the white form of D. lineale 
common along the coastal trees of the island, 
together with a yellow flowered Thrixsper- 
mum and many other orchids as well as the 
club mosses. These have not made a full 
recovery due to the destruction of the special 
micro climate when many of the trees were 
uprooted. These formerly shaded the rich and 
fern covered, water-logged, peaty soil and

Mr. Geoffrey Dennis was for many years 
curator of the attractive Honiara Botanic 
Gardens, and Honiara is the administrative 
headquarters for those islands known until 
recently as the British Solomon Islands 
Protectorate. For a time he was also hono- 
rary director of the B.S.I.P. museum. He 
is now the only white man on Santa Ana 
Island, an idyllic paradise peopled by 
Solomon Islanders in three villages, and 
about 300 kilometres’ from Honiara. Mr. 
Dennis served as collector for the British 
Botanical Expedition to the area in 1966, 
and among other finds he recorded what 
! eould be a new species of Paphiopedilum. 
- Unfortunately, further specimens have not 
- yet been located. Another achievement was 
his first recording of Vanda hindsii on 
Guadaleanal as described in “A.O.R.” in 
March, 1973. 




















vegetation around the shallow lake, and I 
have been able to find only a few plants of 


Pseudaria similis, apart from the Spatho- 


glottis which still is prolific and grows with 
its roots in water and develops hardly any 
bulb in complete contrast to the large bulb 
plants growing on the dry grass ridges of 
Homaras or Tulagis. 

One particular orchid really proliferated 
after the hurricane. This is a strong-growing 
saprophytic (or partly saprophytic since its 
growing ends bear a few green Vanilla-like 
leaves and stems, the remainder being reddish- 
biown) of the genus Galeola which estab- 
lished itself on rotting tree trunks in the 


lightly shaded bush, and grew numerous six 


metre to 10 metre long, scrambling, twining 
stems. On becoming pendent in bright light 
these stems produced large, multiple, showy 
inflorescences of 5 cm width, perfumed, 
yellowish white and orange coloured blooms. 
These opened briefly in succession over a 
few weeks. 

I’ve found this on Guadalcanal and on the 
Western Solomons Island of Kalombangara 
but don’t know whether it is a described 
species. ; 

I have a great show of the local Spatho- 
glottis, together with the white forms from 
Tulagi and Guadalcanal, growing in my 
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garden with stems up to nearly two metres 
tall and those local ones I have planted in 
completely hot, dry, sandy coral soil have 
developed bulbs and lost their perfume. The 
others are planted around the damp margins 
of the two water-lily fish ponds I have estab- 
lished in front of my house. 

Recently, I received some pollen of a 10 
cm hybrid Spathoglottis, S. “Moonshine” 
(not a registered name — Editor) from a 
Mr. Walloppillar, president of the Sri Lanka 
Orchid Society, in exchange for pollen of the 
navy-blue flowered form of Dendrobium 
lineale from Tulagi. With this importation I 
have succeeded in pollinating two of my own 
Spathoglottis. The pods are almost mature 
and I will sow the seed around the roots of 
a couple of my Spathoglottis plants which 
I’ve established in a plastic aquarium. They 
grow in a compost of rotted, chopped up 
banana skins, peat and sphagnum moss from 


Lake Waipaipai. I hope a few germinate —. 


I’ve never tried flasking and haven’t the 
materials or facilities here anyway. 

This cross should include some spec- 
tacular plants. Of course I would have liked 
a bulb of S. “Moonshine” but they are a 
prohibited export from Sri Lanka. 

I’ve lined my path with Cycas rumphiana 
— a common plant here which is a good 
orchid host — and established epiphytic 
orchids on them. One of these is a species 
from the genus Diplocaulobium which comes 
from about 800 metres up on Mount Gallego 
and wouldn’t flower for me in Honiara, but 
here it regularly produces 5 cm wide spidery, 
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Flowers from different clones 
of Spathoglottis plicata indi- 
cating the wide variations ° 
form. Colours range from pure 
white through pinks and mauves 
to red.

I was very interested to read J. N. Ren- 
toul’s theories about the development of 
Dendrobium speciosum in its various forms 
and habitats. He suggests that the species 
ancestral type may have developed from an 
epiphytic rain forest dweller to a lithophytic 
dry country plant- as a result of changing 
Climatic and ecological conditions, and that 


the epiphytic rain forest forms of D. speci- 


osum in Queensland and northern N.S.W. 
may in fact be natural hybrids, especially as 
some display reddish tinting on leaves and 
pseudobulbs. 


Although there are no true lithophytes in 
the Solomons the opposite action sometimes 
takes place here, with some epiphytic species 
happily living virtually as lithophytes in habi- 
tats that provide the necessary exposure to 
Sun, drainage, leaf litter and moisture. For 
example there is a very steep 200 metre 
limestone escarpment a few kilometres west 
of Honiara where true epiphytes such as 
D. lineale, Grammatophyllum spp., and other 
genera, luxuriate atop jagged and indented 
small pinnacles of limestone, their roots 
covered in litter from a constant dribble of 
small leaves from the three to five metres tall 
shrubs and small trees which form a light 
filtering canopy above them. 

In the same area terrestrial Coelogne, 
Calanthe and Spathoglottis have adapted to 
a similar life style on the rough surfaced 
tocks. 

I have found at least four natural hybrids 
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in the Solomons, in every case one parent 
being our very common coastal Dendrobium 
lineale, and in two instances the other parent 
being a closely related species similar to Aus- 
tralia’s D. discolor. D. lineale has many 
geographical forms both in size and colour: 
orange-brown on north-west Guadalcanal, 
white and navy blue on Florida Island, white 
on Santa Ysabel and the western Solomons, 
white with light blue labellum on San Cristo- 
val and Santa Ana. 

As for the red colouring of some D. speci- 
osum plants, which Rentoul suggests may be 
caused from his speculated non-speciosum 
ancestor of the northern epiphytic race, this 
is quite common among many species of 
orchids, and lots of other plants exhibit red 
or purplish-red tinted forms, especially in 
juvenile growth, among colonies of normal 
coloured plants. D. lineale clones often dis- 
play pseudobulbs with purplish-red striated 
markings and similar coloured leaf edges. As 
for typical form of flowers and other physical 
characteristics used. by some botanists to split 
up species D. lineale and Spathoglottis clones 
display a dozen different labellum forms in 
as many flowers on the same head of blooms, 
and I’ve seen one Spathoglottis clone with 
leaves 2.5 metres long and 50 cm wide grow- 
ing in shaded forest, whereas normal size is 
a third of these dimensions. Variation seems 
to be the thing in the orchid world just as 
it is in the human race. 

In future I hope to spend more time on 
collecting trips, and in particular to search 
for new species of orchids and palms. Dr. 
Gustav Schoser, the expert on paphiopedi- 
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lums, who is Director of the Palmengarten at 

Frankfurt, Germany, has written to me ask- 
ing if I could make a special trip into the 
foothills of 2 500 metre Mount Popomanasiu 
to collect specimens of the Paphiopedilum I 
discovered there at about 1 000 metres alti- 
tude so they can be air mailed to him to 
enable him to decide whether it is an 
entirely new species. If it is he has said he 
will name it P. dennisii. He has seen my 
colour slide of it and also the specimen de- 
posited in the Lae Herbarium, but is unable 
to decide because of the poor quality of both. 
My camera lens was not functioning pro- 
perly at the time due to a loose screw, and 
the actual specimen had deteriorated by the 
time it reached Honiara due to rough 
handling. 

This paphiopedilum had a magnificent 10 
to 12cm wide flower with rich purple and 
russet brown tonings in addition to greenish- 
cream tints. One of my Guadalcanal bush- 
village friends has re-located my original 
colony. To get there I will have to climb 
over 1 500 metre high Mt. Jonapau, behind 
Gold Ridge, and descend into the deep 
Sutakiki Valley 600 metres before climbing 
further southward to the orchid location. 
There, I hope also to collect seeds of the 
rare montane palms for the Palm Society 
seed bank, to which I contribute. There are 
also interesting Hoya, Begonia, Medinilla, 
orchids of many genera, and other plants up 
there, including a 10 cm wide, pink-flowered 
Impatiens which rambles along the shade 
banks of some of the smaller cold-water 
streams. 

Meantime life at Santa Ana is still idyllic 
and it is always pleasant to return here from 
Honiara which has now become a big, dusty, 
hot town.

RARE SPECIES AT NORTH SHORE 

Writing in the “North Shore Orchid Bulletin”, 
John Neild describes his (and his wife’s) plant of 
Diaphananthe pellucida: “For some reason the 
genus Diaphananthe is not often seen, yet they are 
rather pretty and quite easily grown. D. pellucida is 
native to some of the hottest countries on earth, the 
Congo, Sierra Leone and nearby equatorial areas. 
Despite this the plant grows willingly in cattleya 
conditions of culture. It will be found described in 
the older orchid books, such as Veitch’s Manual, 
as an Angraecum. Other worthwhile species are D. 
fragrantissima and D. pulchella. 

“The plant shown had 22 spikes, quite pendulous, 
each with about 35 flowers, almost 18mm _ across 
and whitish in colour, but somewhat transparent. 
They last in good condition for about three weeks”,

I was in Thailand a few months ago. 
Perhaps a few words of my observations may 
be of interest to anyone contemplating going 
to Bangkok for the Ninth World Orchid 
Conference. 

I would suggest that any folk who may 
have reservations about the political stability 
should not hesitate beginning to make their 
arrangements. Personal safety will demand 
the usual precautions that one would take 
when visiting any other of the major and 
larger cities of the world. 

Thailand is a land of 40 million people, 
with 4.5 million in Bangkok. There are many 


large and modern hotels. The spread of the 


city is rather considerable, with no apparent 
centre. The traffic is well known but must be 
experienced to be believed. 

Interesting and exotic foods are available 
in the many first class restaurants, cheaply 
by comparison to European rates. 

Taxis, mostly air-conditioned Mercedes, 
are available at all hotels at a cost of 80 baht 
an hour ($A3.50) but other taxis are avail- 
able at cheaper rates. 

The Conference Centre is the Dusit Thani 
Hotel. This is one of the larger hotels. It 
has spacious surroundings and is adjacent to 
many shops with tourist appeal. I stayed at 
the Hyatt Rama and found it excellent. It 
is one of the many available in Bangkok 
with all modern services. 

The Conference Show is to be held at Suan 
Sampran, commonly known as the “Rose 
Garden”, situated about 40 km out. It is 
a beautiful area of over 20 hectares developed 
alongside one of the larger rivers, with float- 
ing restaurants, Thai cultural performances, 
elephants at work, and many other items of 
colourful and fascinating interest. The main 
toads are excellent and the numerous stan- 
dard tours that are available are very reason- 
ably priced. ~ 

We went to Chiand-mai about 500 miles 
north of Bangkok and found it a most in- 
teresting part of Thailand, with a number of 
good hotels. We penetrated the mountains 
which are close by and were fortunate to see 
many Vanda coerulea in flower, as well as 
Other orchids.

The Australian Orchid Council is conduct- 
ing a most attractive tour which includes 
Manilla, Hong Kong, Thailand, Singapore, 
and Bali. 

Some independent tours are also. being 
arranged. These range from about a fortnight 
for around $1,100 to three weeks at around 
$1,300. It is planned to publish fall details 
of these in the March issue. 

Meanwhile you can obtain full data on the 
A.O.C. tour through Jetset Tours in your 
capital city. 




















However, one needs to go south of Bang- 
kok to find paphiopedilums, and it is here 
that P. niveum grows. 

The city of Pattaya is only 130 km ‘south 
of Bangkok and has many hotels alongside 
excellent beaches. Pattaya is well served by 
buses to and from Bangkok, leaving every 
hour from both ends. 

I found that light clothing is advisable, 
although a light woollen jacket may be 
necessary to combat the air conditioning 
atmosphere of the hotels. Outside, of course, 
tropical conditions prevail. 

After spending ten days there I feel that 
no one should have reservations about the 
political stability. It is a fascinating place, 
with charming people, and plenty of interest 
everywhere. 

I understand Mr. Rodney Wilcox Jones, a 
Past President of the American Orchid 
Society, was 100 years old on the 10th Sep- 
tember last, and is officially the first registrant 
for the Ninth World Orchid Conference. 
What about you!

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Design ‘Principles in “Flower Arranging 


Those Who Love Flowers Can Understand the Language of Flowers 
JEAN SLATTERY 


Ones very first orchids are not to be taken lightly — that means that’ one does not 
like to cut them, not even to wear them. As time goes on orchids multiply, women begin 
to cast their eye upon the blooms, this is good, for it means that interest is spreading 
and the orchid growing man of the house, will soon have help with his orchid chores, if 
for no other reason than that perhaps your lady may have an orchid to wear to the 
meeting and be the centre of attraction. 

Cut your orchids with a sharp instrument, on an angle, season your orchids by placing 
them in water immediately in a cool place, away from draughts for several hours. This 


applies also to your foliage which must be. conditioned before being used, otherwise you 
may lose points for not having fresh material in your Arrangement. ; 


NOTE: The definitions used in this article con- 
form to those laid down by the Royal Horti- 
cultural Society. This is to ensure that the 
uniformity of interpretation required in floral 
art judging is maintained. 


In Floral Arrangement, a design is the 
arranging of the elements of fresh, dried, 
organic and inorganic objects as requested 
or allowed by the schedule. Good design 
means order and a planned relationship of 
the parts to the whole. Design can be good, 
bad or indifferent, but it will be good design 
only when it incorporates the basic principals, 
proportion, balance and scale. If just one of 
these principals of design is neglected in an 
arrangement, unity, which makes beauty, will 
be lacking. 


DESIGN ELEMENTS 

SPACE — the voids or open areas of an 
arrangement. 

LINE — the foundation of a design — 
leads the eye from one point of interest to 
another. 

FORM — the shape of an arrangement 
which has length, breadth and depth. 

TEXTURE — the quality of the surface 
character of material used, e.g. flowers, 
plants, fabric, container, etc. 

COLOUR — brings life to an arrange- 
ment, has very strong emotional appeal and 
is as fundamental as form, design, etc. 
PRINCIPLES OF FLORAL ART 

BALANCE — in Floral Art is visual and 
not actual weight. 

CONTRAST — is achieved by a marked 
difference of texture, form and colour. 

DOMINANCE — means most conspicu- 
ous element of an arrangement. 

PROPORTION and SCALE — the size 


- 


relationship of one area of arrangement to 
another, including container and accessories. 


RHYTHM — is movement in an arrange- 
ment enabling the eye to travel without 
restriction throughout the design. 

A good design is the creation of beauty, 
harmony, expression and simplicity. Good 
design means order and a planned relation- 
ship of the parts to the whole, the degree to 
which the basic principles of all floral art 
are correctly employed will determine the 
quality of the design produced. 


BALANCE 

In flower arrangement means equilibrium 
of weight or force. 

Symmetrical Balance is where visual 
weight or appearance of plant material is 
the same or similar on both sides of the 
central vertical axis (real or imaginary). 

Asymmetrical Balance: The plant material 
is not identically arranged on both sides of 
the central vertical axis, but is equalised in 
visual weight. 

Vertical Axis: The vertical axis of a design 
is determined by dropping an imaginary 
vertical line through the centre of the arrange- 
ment — through the container as well as 
the plant material. If the material and its — 
distribution on both sides of the central 
vertical axis is alike or similar the balance 
is considered symmetrical or formal. If in 
the equilibrium of visual weight the distri- 
bution of material on one side of this axis 
differs that of the other, less obvious balance 
results; the effect is known as asymmetrical 
or informal balance. 

One aid in establishing good visual balance, 
symmetrical or asymmetrical, is to develop 
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a definite centre-of-interest area in the design 
of the arrangement. 

Balance is stability secured through the 
proportion, scale and placement of the 
elements as well as their visual force. Size, 
form, substance colour and texture are 
factors which give visual weights and force. 

In achieving either type of balance in a 
flower arrangement, the following facts should 
be kept in mind. ; 

The further away from the central line a 
flower, bud or leaf is placed, the greater will 
be its apparent weight. 

The darker the colour of the element or 
material, the greater its apparent weight. A 
dark red flower, actually weighs no more 
than a white flower of the same size, but 
visually will tip the scales against its apparent 
weight. 

BALANCE BY COLOUR 

Colour balance is closely related to pro- 
portion. 

The warm, or advancing colours — red, 
yellow and orange appear to weigh more than 
the cool, receding colours — violet, blue and 
green it follows that if the “heavy” colours 
are kept to the centre of the arrangement 
and lower down towards the base, the more 
securely balanced will the arrangement appear. 
BALANCE OF DEPTH 

The design must be balanced horizontally, 
vertically and in depth. 

If the horizontal balance has been 
neglected, the design will either appear heavy 
at the top or the base and would be penal- 
ised. The material should be placed so that 
space works at lightening the heavy mass, 
and facilitates visual movement into the rest 
of the design. 

Depth balance prevents a flattened appear- 
ance and is achieved through careful relation- 
ship of foreground, middle and background. 

Lack of depth flattens a design to only 
two dimensions that is height and width; 
with depth you add a certain amount of 
character to your arrangement. 

The following may help you to judge your 
own exhibit for balance of depth if the con- 
tainer has the weight and stability to carry 
the design. 

Whether greater height is needed to balance 
the visual force of base and container. 

Whether the accessory is placed at the 
correct distance to attain best balance. 

Whether the various interest areas (focal 
point) are balanced in accordance with the 
type of design being judged. 
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Balance in a complicated arrangement by a

Whether depth and colour are balanced. 
PROPORTION AND SCALE 

Every exhibitor understands that propot- 
tion is the size relationship of one area of 
arrangement to another including container 
and accessories. 

PROPORTION deals with:— 

Amount of light colour area to dark. 

Amount of material to fruit, etc. 

Amount of rough texture to smooth. 

Amount of plant material to container. 
SCALE deals with:— 

Size of one object to another, size of an 

object compared to the container, size of 

an accessory to container, etc. : 

Scale applies to all of the component parts. 
In a flower arrangement these include the 
flowers themselves, the foliage, the container, 
the accessories, if there are any, and the size 
of the arrangement in relation to its 
surroundings. 

CONTRAST : 

Contrast is achieved by a marked difference 
of texture, form and colour. Contrast 1S 
needed in any design to save it monotony and 
dullness. 
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Use of line to draw the eye to the orchids. An 
arrangement by Mrs. Tess Caldaia. 


_ Any rough texture looks rougher beside a 
smooth texture, any curve line looks richer 
when contrasted by a straight line. 

An arrangement all repetition, without 
opposing elements is weakened, when every- 
thing is seen and understood at first glance, 
the design fails to hold the viewer’s interest 
and attention. 

Contrast may be of line, form, stem length, 
line direction, colour, light and shadow, tex- 
ture, space and solids, heights and widths. 

Sometimes in traditional designs the great- 
est amount of contrast from the rest of the 
design is found in the area of interest where 
the lines converge and the design lines radiate 
out from the centre. 

The colour values, massings and contrasts 
should diminish the further they move away 
from the centre of interest. 

In abstract designs — contrast is important. 

In modern and abstract designs the con- 
trast are often emphasised and have great 
impact due to the fact that little or no transi- 
tional material used as common as in the 
traditional designs. 

Contrast can upset balance, interrupt move- 
ment, and destroy unity and harmony if 
improperly and carelessly used.

Contrast is another way of saying different 
or opposite. 
DOMINANCE 

Means most conspicuous elements of an 
arrangement. 

To achieve unity and harmony, the de- 
signer must apply the principles of dominance 
where one line, one shape, one direction, one 
texture or one colour plays the major role. 

When one element is emphasised, others 
must play a secondary role. 

Dominance is most evident in the develop- 
ment of the focal area in the traditional 
designs. 

RHYTHM 

Rhythm is movement in an arrangement 
enabling the eye to travel without restriction 
throughout the design. 

Every arrangement one does should have 
rhythm (frozen motion). 

MODERN DESIGN 

Modern design is characterised by a bold 
and forceful commanding appearance. The 
whole design should project a vivid, exciting 
or dramatic impact upon the viewer. 
CREATIVITY 

Must be based on the principles of floral 
art. 

Copying is not creating, creative work is 
always inspired work. An arranger through 
self-expression can spark one’s work with 
originality so that the spectator feels that she 
is looking at something entirely new. ; 

The judgment of each arrangement must 
be made on its own merits not on what was 
or is the current fad. 


_ SCHEDULE 


The schedule has been properly called the 
law of the show — it controls all the details 
and the classes. Too frequently, judges are 
severely criticised when the fault lay with an 
improperly worded schedule or a confused 
exhibitor or schedule committee. The schedule 
must be specific; it must be up-to-date; it 
must be correctly worded, not ambiguous. 
The inclusion of a few definitions will clarify — 
design, types, accessories, dried and fresh 
cut, etc. for the benefit of all concerned. 
CONCLUSION 

The art of flower arranging, like other arts, 
reflects people and sometimes the life they 
lead. Orchids like other flowers can com- 
municate with all people and express the 
customs and hopes of many different lands 
and times.

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Potentiality of a Species Plant 

In June 1966, the Freed Nursery received 
an AM/AOS for a unique clone of Phalae- 
nopsis violacea ‘Country Acres’. This is a 
broad segmented flower, creamy yellow 
with a rich magenta centre with a yellow 
rostellum. It has proved possibly the most 
influential parent of novelty phallies to date. 

It is difficult to breed from and bears only 
four to eight flowers per year, yet careful 
hybridising by Freed folk produced 40 crosses 
between 1964 and 1975. Nineteen of these 
crosses have flowered. @ 

Six of the crosses have produced ten plants 
which have received twelve awards. 

In the years before 1960, only six P. 
violacea crosses were registered, in the ten 
years of the sixties there were 55. This indi- 
cates a wide interest in novelty phalaenopsis. 
It also indicates that crosses with P. violacea 
‘Country Acres’ in the ancestory are well 
worthy of consideration when . selecting 
novelty phalaenopsis seedlings. 


Mrs. Emma Menninger Honoured 

Mrs. Menninger could well be called the First 
Lady of the Cymbidium. 

In recognition of a lifetime of pioneering in 
breeding and researching the genus the Cymbidium 
Society of America recently awarded her a Gold 
Certificate Award and Life membership. 

At a presentation dinner, held .at Arcadia, 
California, Mr. Ernest Heatherington, also notable 
for his contributions to cymbidium development, 
outlined the work undertaken by Mrs. Menninger. 

With her late husband, Elmore, their property 
“Green Oaks” was developed into an extensive 
orchid range and modern Jaboratory. Here orchid 
cytology and chromosome counting was pioneered 
as an aid to hybridising. 

Mr. and Mrs. Menninger journeyed to London 
to compile an authoritative check list of valid and 
exclusive species of the genus Cymbidium. They 
also made a photographic record of cymbidium 
awards made by the R.H.S. 

Mrs. Menninger applied her vast knowledge on 
nomenclature and cymbidium genetics to assisting 
the International Commission for Orchid Registra- 
tion and Nomenclature, a body of which she was 
a member. \ : 

She made many notable cymbidium crosses, 
including many from new or seldom used species. 
However, probably her most notable work was. in 
the pioneering of miniature cymbidiums. Nearly 
all the early registrations carry her name, such 
grexes as Alegria, Arcadia, Firewheel and Preview. 

In those early days minicyms were laughed at 
as a fad, but have now become a widely loved 
segment of orchid growing. 

Congratulations, Mrs. Menninger.

Tec Sparkle of Perth 


Perth is the most isolated capital city in 
the world, which could be a reason why it 
is also one of the friendliest. 

It’s true that Adelaide sits more than 2 750 
km away to the east beyond the Nullarbor 
Plain and the fringes of the great deserts; 
and to the west another plain, the wind- 
tossed Indian Ocean, surges restlessly 6 850 
km from Fremantle until it touches the 
southernmost tip of the African continent. 

Its isolation merely highlights Perth’s 
irrepressible humour and buoyant high spirits; 
you can sense the oasis atmosphere in the 
streets, the buildings, the gardens, and the 
people. 

There are not many cities in the world 
that can boast a magnificent expanse of 
natural bushland and cultivated gardens 
within walking distance of the city centre. 
Not many more can point to a fast highway 
which races (almost within touching distance 
of that same city centre) along the banks of 
a wide stretch of shimmering water, in its 
effort to outstrip the uncaring Swan River 
on its way to the sea. And fewer still display 
a very twentieth-century cloverleaf web of 
freeways huddling protectively around 
terraces and gardens and sculptured orna- 
mental lakes, which serenely ignore the busy- 
bee hum of traffic, barely heard, yet only 
a few metres from their borders. 

Perth is a city indeed, bustlingly modern 
yet charmingly historic, but it is really almost 
a garden city. The rising skyline of Kings 
Park meets that of the city’s tall buildings, in 
a living symbol of the union between man 
and nature, 

AND QUIET FLOWS THE SWAN 

The River Swan is always on holiday. It 
is part of the reason why the traditional city 
rat-race has few teeth in Perth; no-one can 
stride purposefully around the town for very 
long without sooner or later sticking a 
querulous toe into the water. The river flows 
so close to town that anyone who picnics at 
lunchtime and can’t see it, really must be 
trying to hide. 

The course of the Swan is a liquid history 
of Perth as well as a major reason for the 
relaxed life-style of its citizens. From its 
headwaters beyond the gentle Darling Range 


that forms such a vivid backdrop to the city, 
the Swan murmurs quietly through the vine- 
yard strewn countryside to Guildford, where 
its banks are lined with history in the shape 
of dignified and beautiful homes that speak 
silently of the lingering grandeur of Perth’s 
oldest inland suburb. The banks are some- 
times also lined with people, for the fish in 
the river are as obliging as the other locals 
and helpfully catch themselves . . . sometimes. 

As the Swan rolls yawning past the city 
its banks fan out in a lake-like expanse of 
peaceful beauty. Close by are well-trimmed 
playing fields that suggest a sport-loving 
population, while behind them is the more 
business-like but still beautiful presence of 
the city skyline, looking down on the insect 
like antics of cheeky catamarans as they skip 
around more docile ferries. Away ahead lies 
the Narrows Bridge, soaring gracefully off 
one bank and gliding smoothly to rest on 
the other, like some aeronautical designer’s 
dream of wish-fulfilment. 

Towering above the Bridge is Mt. Eliza, 
the brow of Kings Park, beckoning as it did 
on the day in 1829 when Captain Stirling 
sailed expectantly up the Swan and founded 
the beautiful city on its banks. Standing a 
little forlornly on the South Perth side of the 
river is the Old Mill, its sails still cartwheeling 
vigorously at the stream of cars pouring over 
the bridge; its days of grinding flour are over, 
but its retirement is being spent honourably in 
charge of historical relics and _ other 
memorabilia. 

They say you can never put a foot in the 
same river twice. The Swan flows lazily 
enough to make this unlikely, but even this 
leisurely waterway changes its character as 
it changes its course; slightly, but surely. As 
it leaves Perth behind in the city’s 
characteristic blue haze, the Swan bursts 


‘suddenly into broad blue fields of relaxed 


waters which are an idyllic haven for yachts- 
men. Any fine day will conjure up a colour- 
daubed canvas of bright sails, a kaleidoscope 
of rippling confetti, as the sleek prows of 
yachts plough a fleeting furrow on the breeze- 
ruffled surface of the water. 

Here the sleepy spell of the river is brought 
alive by the high, steep banks covered with

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thick creepers and green foliage, and steep 
inclines which are just not quite steep enough 
to prevent homes from perching loftily on 
them and basking in some of the most 
dazzling views of any vantage point in Perth. 

The river is long enough to make a day- 
trip delightfully tempting. There are boats 


~ which go upriver to Guildford and beyond, 


and others which drift pleasantly all the way 
to Fremantle and back; and there are still 
others — big, smooth and powerful — which 
take off from Perth’s waterside and rumble 
rhythmically downriver until they meet the

Native Terrestrials Startle! 


The Australasian Native Orchid Society held its 
Second Annual Spring Show, in conjunction with 
the Pittwater Spring Festival, at Mona Vale from 
10-12 September, 1976. Public Interest was even 
greater than at the First Annual Show, in 1975. 
Attendances almost doubled — with consequent 
effect on the increasing membership of A.N.O.S. 

This is the only orchid show in Sydney exclusively 
devoted to exhibiting our native orchid species and 
hybrids and despite the fact that many growers 
were drawn away by other Spring Shows occurring 
at, or about, the same time, the Society had no 
difficulty in filling the Mona Vale Memorial Hall 
with a full and fragrant display. 

Two championship medals were awarded: The 
Silver Medal for Champion Native Hybrid Orchid 
went to Mr. Ian Carter for his beautifully flowered 
cross of Den. fleckeri x Den. ruppianum fma., mag- 
nificum, a large yellow flowered hybrid which is 
coming more and more under notice as the seedlings 
reach maturity. A different clone of the same cross 
won the A.N.O.S. Silver Medal last year against 
strong competition from the longer established 
clones of Den. Ellen (D. kingianum x D. tetra- 
gonum) and Den. Peter (D. fleckeri x D. falco- 
rostrum). 

The Bronze Medal for Champion Native Species 
Orchid went to Mr. Peter Weston for an outstanding 
pot of Caladenia carnea with 27 blooms in the 
various shades of pink which characterise this 
species. The same grower exhibited a pot of the 
brilliant starry white Caladenia alba, equally well 
grown, which attracted almost as much attention. 
The significance of these exhibits was that here we ~ 
saw terrestrial native orchids, very common in the 
bushland around Sydney, brought to a level of 
cultivated elegance which the judges recognised as _ 
superior to the many beautiful epiphytic specimens 
in open competition with them. Just as this year 
produced a breakthrough for Australian natives, in 
that they achieved the status of Grand Champion 
at three Spring Shows in Sydney against the very 
best exotics, so also the A.N.O.S. Spring Show 
produced a breakthrough for native terrestrial 
orchids. Peter Weston is to be congratulated on his 
cultural methods for there is no doubt that native 
terrestrials present a greater challenge to the skill 
and patience of the grower than do most other 
orchids. J. Betts

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The Self-Pollination of Phaius pictus T. E. Hunt 


DAVID L. JONES 


ABSTRACT 
The autogamous system of a form of Phaius pictus 
T. E. Hunt is described in detail. The upper margins 
of the stigma expand and engulf the pollen after early 
movements of the anther bring the pollen into proxi- 
mity. No movements of the pollinaria or caudicles are 
involved. 


INTRODUCTION 
In this paper I will describe the mechanism of 
self-pollination in a form of Phaius pictus T. E. 
Hunt. I am not fully acquainted with the species, 
so do not know if it is always autogamous. How- 
ever, it is certain that at least a proportion of the 
population adopts autogamy as its method of 
pollination. 
Autogamous forms have been reported in other 
Phaius species which are usually considered to be 
cross-pollinating (van der Pijl and Dodson 1966). 
In particular this refers to P. tancarvilliae (Banks 
ex L’herit) Blume, which is a common Australian 
species. The mechanism of autogamy in the remain- 
ing Australian species, P. australis F. Muell. (as P. 
grandifolius Lour) and its variety P. australis var. 
bernaysii (F, Muell. ex Reichenb. f.) W. H. Nicholls 
(quoted as P. bernaysii Rowl) has been detailed 
(Rogers 1921). 
I am indebted to Mr. Bruce Gray of Atherton 
for the specimens of Phaius pictus which I dissected. 
It was he who first drew my attention to its 
possible mode of pollination. : 
The following observations have led me to con- 
clude that this form of the species is self-pollinating. 
In cloudy weather the flowers may not expand, 
but capsules are formed. 

_ 2. Every flower on the raceme forms a capsule. 

3. The basal third of the labellum and column 
are firmly joined together rendering the labellum 


virtually immobile. This would be a strange © 


situation if the orchid were insect-pollinated. 

4. The rostellum is narrow and forms a weak 
shield between the pollinia and stigma. 

5. There is no viscidium or any other mechanism 
for the transfer of the pollinia by any agency. 

Before going into detail on the mechanism of 
autogamy, it may be as well to give some details 
of the column, labellum and pollinarium of the 
species. 

The column is 15 mm tall, erect and fleshy. It is 
pale green with scattered white hairs on its upper 
surface. The anther and stigma are situated in the 
upper 5 mm. In this region the column expands into 
a series of wings or staminodes which surround the 
sexual organs except on the anterior side facing 
the labellum. The stigma is bilobed with each lobe 
tapering into a curved point or horn and in later 
stages a posterior margin that is shield-shaped. The 
anther is hinged to the column by its posterior 
surface and is very hairy. It is two-celled with each 
cell being incompletely subdivided into four by 
what appears to be viscin material. The pollinia 
fit neatly into these loculi and lie on the upper 
surface of the stigma in two layers of four, with 
the points facing the rostrum of the anther. The 
lower layer is situated to the posterior of the upper 
layer.

The labellum is pale with a series of red dots 
forming rough lines which converge at the base. 
Here, where it joins the column, it is tubular. It 
then flattens out into a broad lamina which is 
obscurely but definitely trilobed, with the anterior 
margins crisped and undulate. The callus is slightly 
raised with a hairy pubescence near the tip. 


The pollinarium consists of eight rounded, waxy 
pollinia each with a thin caudicle at the base. These 
eight caudicles are joined into two broader caudicles 
which then merge into a single common viscin strap 
at the base near the stigma. The pollinia are 
arranged into two groups of four; a group fitting 
into each section of the anther cap. ; 

The common viscin strap of the pollinarium 
merges into a rounded, slightly raised area of the 
stigma. This area seems to represent a degenerate

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Viscidium since the pollinarium cannot be picked 
up by probing at this source. 
AUTOGAMY 

The mechanism of autogamy adopted by the 

orchid is straight forward and can be followed on 
the accompanying drawings. In the very early bud 
the staminodes are incurved and partially cover 
the sexual organs. The stigma is small and dry. 
The anther is upright at an angle of 60 degrees to 
‘the column. The anther-cap is green and can be 
lifted easily to expose the pollinia which appear 
well developed and mature. At this stage there is 
a noticeable gap between the upper surface of the 
stigma and the pollinia. s 
In the bud about two days before opening, the 
staminodes have expanded and are now erect 
encircling the posterior two-thirds of the column. 
The anther has moved down and is now nearly 
horizontal. The anther cap has become brown and 
the junction with the column brittle so that it breaks 
off easily. There is no change in the pollinia but 
the posterior upper surface of the stigma has 
expanded and is now in contact with their lower 
surfaces. Despite this contact the pollinia can still 
be withdrawn cleanly with tweezers showing that 
they are not yet glued to the stigma. The stigma 
itself appears moist but not sticky and the vestigial 
| viscidium can be readily discerned. 
_ By the time the flower opens the upper surface 
of the stigma has swollen even more and the basal 
edges of the pollinia are firmly glued to it. Any 
"attempt to withdraw the pollinarium simply results 
in the caudicles snapping off. These appear to 
become brittle as the process advances. 

As the flower matures the horns of the stigma 
curl inwards and its posterior surface enlarges and 
completely envelopes the basal group of four 
pollinia. Wherever the stigma and pollinia come 
into contact, the pollinia rapidly lose coherence 
and break down. 

As the flower ages the labellum blackens and 
' wraps around the column covering the stigma and 
_ anther. The staminodes also curl inwards much as 
| they were in the early bud. The remains of the 
| basal group of pollinia are barely discernible from 
_ the stigma. This organ is. greatly swollen and has 
' begun to pull away from the column at its edges. 
_ Throughout all of this process the ovary is erect 
"and has become noticeably more swollen. About 
' the time the flower is finishing the pedicel twists 
bringing the ovary into a hanging position — no 
doubt an aid to later seed dispersal. As the ovary 
- swells the stigma having completed its work be- 
comes dry and shrunken. At this stage, in many 
flowers, the upper group of pollinia can still be 
- found; brown and hard, but intact. 
In summary, autogamy in this species involves no 
movement of the pollinia or caudicles but simply 
relies on the upward growth of the stigma to the 
pollen; although early on, movements of the anther 
brings the pollen into a favourable position. 
DISCUSSION 
: A study of the pollination process brings out a 
_ few interesting points. Firstly, throughout the whole 
series of changes the stigma never really becomes 
_ gluey as it does at maturity in many species. The 
 stickiest it ever appears is during its growth in 
_ the open flower. By contrast Rogers (1921) reports 
that the stigma of Phaius australis becomes very 
_ sticky and secretes copiously even very early in the 
process. 
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It is of interest that in many flowers only the 
lower layer of four pollinia is made use of. As 
already mentioned the lower layer is situated to 
the rear of the others and is engulfed by the 
posterior surface of the stigma. The stigma seems 
to stop growing once these are enveloped. The 
remaining four separate and become hard and brown 
but are still discernible in old flowers. This seems 
to indicate that ample pollen for fertilisation of 
one ovary is obtained from half that available. 
Rogers (1921) reports a similar phenomenon in 
Phaius australis and its variety bernaysii. 

The rostellum of Phaius pictus is small and rod- 
shaped and does not form a barrier of any conse- 
quence between the stigma and pollinia. It is difficult 
to discern what happens to it in the later stages 
of autogamy. It does not appear to become stig- 
matic but rather seems to be engulfed by the stigma. 
No rostellum at all is present in Phaius australis 
(Rogers 1921). ‘ 

The apparent protective role of the labellum and 
staminodes in the early stages of the flower closing 
is noteworthy. This motion appears to offer some 
protection to the germinating pollen; perhaps the 
maintenance of humidity. The same phenomenon 
may be seen in some other native species following 
pollination and is especially conspicuous in the 
genus Chiloglottis. 

It is significant that the change in torsion of the 
pedicel only occurs after pollination. The motion 
appears to be the result of some stimulus and 
probably aids in seed dispersal. This same twisting 
may be seen in many of our multiflowered terres- 
trial species being well exemplified during the 
summer months by the familiar Hyacinth Orchid | 
(Dipodium punctatum). 

The rapid swelling of the ovary, seems to be a 
unique characteristic of tropical species particularly 
the terrestrials. It is probably an adaptation arising 
from the need for rapid seed dispersal while con- 
ditions are favourable, aided no doubt by the high 
prevailing temperatures. 

The author would appreciate any information or 
specimens of clones of Phaius pictus which are 
obviously not self-pollinating, so that comparative 
studies can be carried out.

LEAVES INDICATE CULTURE 

“The problem of optimal leaf size is subtle. 
Although the large, fleshy leaf can store consider- 
able water, it has the great disadvantage of over- 
heating and of being very inefficient in photosyn- 
thesis. The small, thin leaf, en the other hand, 
may cool rapidly and present a relatively huge 
area for light absorption and gas exchange, but it 
stores so little water that it is easily desiccated. 
In general there is a correlation between moist, 
shaded habitat and fast-growing, thin leaved orchids 
and between dry, exposed habitats and slower 
growing, thick-leaved forms”. Professor William 
W. Sanford on The Ecology of Orchids in The 
Orchids: Scientific Studies, edited by Carl L. 
Withner (Pub. by John Wiley & Sons). This work 
is highly recommended.
